“Whereas, the American College of Surgeons is requesting 
that hospitals take definite action on the subject of fee-splitting 
among physicians and surgeons; 

“Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the practice of the division 
of fees is inconsistent with the policy of Watts Hospital, and 
that physicians and surgeons who divide fees are not permitted 
to practice in the Hospital, and that a copy of this resolution be 
sent to each physician and surgeon now in practice in the 
Hospital.”

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FOREWORD 


The Watts Hospital was built by the late Mr. George W. 
Watts, of Durham, and presented to the city and county of 
Durham for the treatment of the sick. At the present time the 
hospital receives patients not only from the city and county of 
Durham, but from practically every county in the state and 
from many other states, this being largely due to the fact that 
Trinity College is located in Durham, and that the University 
of North Carolina is at Chapel Hill, just twelve miles away, 
and a splendid hard-surfaced boulevard connects Durham and 
Chapel Hill. 

The Watts Hospital is open to all classes of patients except 
acute contagious diseases and chronic invalids. All physicians 
of Durham County who are in good standing in the Durham- 
Orange County Medical Society have access to the institution 
for the treatment of their private patients. The regular Visit- 
ing Staff appointed yearly by the Board of Trustees takes care 
of the charity cases of the city and county of Durham. The 
Visiting Staff is generally limited to doctors who specialize in 
some branch of medicine. 

The building itself is erected on the pavilion plan, has three 
stories and a basement, is fire-proof, and has a capacity of 110 
beds. Before his death, Mr. Watts provided funds for another 
private-room pavilion, which will be erected when the occasion 
demands. Funds amounting to approximately $125,000 are in 
the hands of the Trustees for this purpose. 

The hospital is situated in the western suburban section of 
the city in a magnificent park-like enclosure. The Nurses 
Home, with accommodations for about fifty nurses, is also 
within the grounds. The Staff Apartments is situated just 
across the street from the hospital. 

The plant represents an outlay for buildings of more than 
$500,000, and an endowment of like amount for its support. 
In addition to the income from this half-million dollar endow- 
ment fund, the city and county each appropriate annually to the 
institution a fixed amount. The income from pay patients takes 
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care of about two-thirds of the running expenses of the instt- 
tution. 

The Watts Hospital is equipped with the most modern 
scientific laboratory and X-Ray facilities. Both the X-Ray 
and clinical laboratories are in charge of experts in their line, 
assisted by competent technicians. The operating rooms are 
equipped with the most modern appliances obtainable, and are 
under the direction of a competent supervisor who gives her 
entire time to this important branch of the hospital work. 
Anesthetics are given by a full-time expert anesthetist. Gas 
and ether are the principal anesthetics used. 

The American College of Surgeons recognizes the Watts 
Hospital as a Class A institution, and every effort is being put 
forward by the Board of Trustees, the Visiting Staff, and the 
Resident Staff to not only keep within the minimum standard 
but to constantly improve those phases of the hospital which 
are essential to a Class A institution. The one aim of the 
Trustees is that the hospital make steady progress in the line of 
scientific medicine, the training of nurses, and the care of the 
sick and afflicted. In no sense is it controlled by any political 
faction or for personal gain.

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Review of the Year’s Work 


Miss Lottie M. Eure, Secretary to Superintendent 


Much has been accomplished in permanent improvement of 
the hospital and its surroundings. The most important and 
interesting phases of the year’s work are given in detail by the 
heads of the different departments; therefore this review will 
summarize only those activities not embraced elsewhere. 

The approach to the hospital has been made very attractive 
by the construction of a new driveway; this was provided for 
by Mr. Watts before his death. This drive is constructed in 
a manner that will warrant a long life. Parking has been pro- 
hibited on this driveway, owing to the destructive action of 
gas and oils on asphalt, but a parking place has been provided 
on the north side of the hospital. The roadway which circles 
the hospital, making exit at the south gate, was badly worn by 
truck trafic and heavy rains, and repair became absolutely 
necessary. All this has been reconstructed and new gutters 
were supplied where needed. The drains were found to be 
clogged with debris, and in some cases the outlet was com- 
pletely obliterated. ‘These were opened and a free passageway 
for drain water made. 

A new walk leading from the hospital to the car line has been 
made through the front lawn, and this is a great convenience to 
pedestrians. A new concrete walk in front of the Nurses 
Home is quite an improvement over the old cinder-and-gravel 
walk. The appearance of the Staff home has also been greatly 
improved by filling in the ground around it and making a con- 
crete entrance walk. 

New six-inch hydrants have been installed in place of the 
old type, thereby giving us greater fire protection. 

We have spoken before of our coke-burning hot water dis- 
tributor which was placed in the basement of the main building 
to supply the hospital with hot water, thereby doing away with 
the gas heaters previously used. One section after another 
has been connected up, and it is now supplying hot water for 
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the entire hospital. Pipe has been laid to the Nurses Home 
connecting this building with the central plant. Through the 
perfecting of this system the hot water supply has been cut off 
from five Ruud heaters. This has meant a great saving to the 
hospital, as the operation of the present system costs much less 
than that of the previous system. Yet another improvement 
has been begun—placing the central heater in the boiler room 
where it properly belongs instead of under the main building. 
This will facilitate the handling of fuel and the care of the 
heater. A five horse-power coke boiler has been purchased to 
replace the gas boiler. 

Pipe insulation has been placed around the return steam 
line from the boiler to the kitchen. This formerly unprotected 
pipe line produced a cloud of vapor all along its length in cold 
or wet weather. The insulation will save fuel and spare us the . 
disagreeable effect of having our kitchen and basement filled 
with vapor. ‘The two boilers to our steam plant have also been 
insulated with armorcote as a further fuel-saving device. 

We are sorry not to have accomplished more in the line of 
painting the interior of the hospital. Difficulty in securing the 
proper labor has been our impediment. - Painting of the rooms 
on third floor and the children’s ward was completed early in 
the year. The work on second floor was only begun. The 
corridor leading from the men’s surgical ward to the admin- 
istration building was plastered, painted, and the roof repaired 
in February, 1921. However, repair is again needed on this 
corridor, and authority has been given to have the work done. 

The nurses’ class room adjoining the laboratories was trans- 
formed into a third laboratory room equipped for serologic 
work, especially blood chemistry and Wasserman. The nurses’ 
class and demonstration room has been fitted up in the Nurses’ 
Home. 

Further minor additions and improvements made during 
the year may be briefly noted as follows: 

—Upholstering ‘the living room furniture of the Nurses’ 

Home. 
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—Renewing bottoms and repairing chairs for the hospital. 
—Renovating 108 mattresses and 109 pillows. 
—Converting the doors to all ward diet kitchens into swing- 
ing doors. 

—The purchase of six dressers for private rooms and two 

refrigerators for the diet kitchens. 

—Screen doors and windows for the Staff Apartments. 

—The purchase of a gas range for the Staff Apartments. 

—New silver for the public wards. 

—Set of rocking grates for the furnace. 

—New plumbing installed in various sections of the 

building. 

—Ambulance overhauled, re-tired, and fitted up, at a cost 

of $1,000. 

Some work was done on the farm preparatory to the spring 
gardening. The soil was ploughed, fertilized and sown in rye. 
The fruit trees and grape vines were pruned, and a new straw- 
berry plot was planted. 

Despite the many economies instituted and all efforts made 
to limit expenditures to the lowest point consistent with the 
maintenance of an efficient institution, our year went out leav- 
ing us an indebtedness of $14,400, which is $2,000 more than 
that carried at the close of the previous year, in spite of the 
decline in wages and cost of supplies. The receipts per patient 
exceeded slightly those of the preceding year. 

The increase in indebtedness may be explained as follows:

The receipts from the Beverly Apartments exceeded those 
of past years, but this difference was scarcely realized, because 
the expense of paving the streets and sidewalks in front of the 
Apartments came out of this fund. 
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It has been our policy, and we feel that we owe it, to set 
apart each year a liberal fund to be used for equipment. 

Our daily average per capita cost is $3.755, or figuring on 
the gross expenditures, $4.055. This is an attempt to express 
in single figures the average cost to the hospital of caring for 
one patient for one day. But, as another hospital expresses 
it, “the figures entering into the calculation are so susceptible to 
variable handling that it is really of less value than it appears.” 

Staff meetings for case record study have been held regu- 
larly throughout the year, where an honest review of successes 
and failures have been discussed. The doctors have not failed 
to avail themselves of every opportunity which our laboratory 
facilities offer. The thoroughness with which each patient’s 
case is studied to insure accuracy of diagnosis and accuracy of 
methods of treatment deserves note. The measure of our ef- 
ficiency can be attested by end results. Your attention is in- 
vited to the Record Department for this study. 
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X-Ray Department

A few years ago it became evident that the room provided 
for the X-Ray Department of the hospital was too small to 
accommodate the equipment necessary for a modern X-Ray 
department. Mr. Watts generously took care of this defi- 
ciency by erecting a new building adjoining the old depart- 
ment. This addition made it possible to have a large fluoro- 
scopic room, a general working room where most of the plate 
work is done, a plate exhibit room, and a small dressing room 
for. the convenience of out-patients. The X-Ray Department 
is so located as to make it easily accessible from all wards and 
convenient for physicians who wish to see and examine the 
plates. 

The plate exhibit room contains a large illuminating box 
where many plates can be exhibited at the same time. There 
is also a stereoscopic apparatus in this room. Leading off 
from the plate exhibit room is a zigzag entrance to the dark 
room. In the dark room there is ample space for storing large 
quantities of plates and chemicals, shelves for changing and 
filing plates, and a large stone compartment tank for develop- 
ment. 

The equipment of the X-Ray Department consists of one 
large Kelly-Koett transformer, a Kelly-Koett tube stand, an 
upright fluoroscope, and a fluoroscopic table. The wiring is 
of modern overhead heavy cable. There is also a Kelly-Koett 
bedside unit, and we find this little machine very useful; in 
fact, most of our plate work is done with it. Six months ago 
we added to our equipment a Bucky diaphragm. This appa- 
-ratus is a wonderful aid in heavy bone work, and is of excep- 
tional value in radiography of the spine in stout individuals, 
since it brings out sharp detail and contrast in cases where 
otherwise it would be impossible to get a satisfactory picture. 

Recently the hospital purchased a reducing camera and pro- 
jecting lantern, and with this new equipment we hope soon to 
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be able to demonstrate some of the splendid and rare pictures 
being made in the X-Ray Department. 
The hospital employs a whole-time technician for the X-Ray 


Department. 


The work is hardly heavy enough to require all 


of his time at present, but is a great convenience in taking care 
of emergency work. The hospital is very fortunate at this 


time in having a very capable man for this position. 


He has 


had considerable experience and understands thoroughly all 
phases of the technical side of this work.

Laboratory Department 
W. M. Coprrince, M. D., Pathologist 


The laboratory staff is composed of the pathologist and 
technician. The technician has a pupil nurse assisting her. 
The pathologist visits the laboratory twice daily, and practically 
all of the work is done under his supervision. Our technician 
was trained in our laboratory and was then given advanced 
work in serology under Dr. Kolmer in the Polyclinic Labora- 
tories, Philadelphia. 

During the past year the laboratory space has been in- 
creased and a special room provided for serological work and 
blood chemistry. At present the laboratory consists of three 
rooms. The first room, which is 15 by 24 feet, is used for 
sterilizing, preparation of culture media, and as a general 
utility room. The second room, 19 by 34 feet, is used for 
clinical and surgical pathology, and the third room, 20 by 29 
feet, which has just been completed this year, has been equipped . 
especially for serological work. 

The system of laboratory requests and reports that we fol- 
low is essentially that used in the Polyclinic Laboratories in 
Philadelphia. Any physician desiring laboratory work fills out 
the left side of the laboratory request card. The right side of 
the card is filled out in the laboratory and returned to the 
ward, where the nurse in charge copies it on a laboratory sheet, 
and this becomes a part of the permanent record of the patient. 
The left side of the card is retained in the laboratory and filed 
by number. They are also cross-indexed by name. The phy- 
sicians are asked to fill out this card for all work requested 
with the exception of urinalysis, no card being required for 
this examination. 

Clinical Pathology 

Routinely the charge nurse sends a specimen of the urine 
of each new patient to the laboratory. A report of this exam- 
ination is returned to the ward on a special urinalysis sheet. 
All urinalyses are done by 8:30 A. M., none being done later 
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in the day unless marked “special” by the request of the 
physician. 

Whenever possible, a complete blood examination is done 
on all patients, including white cell count, hemoglobin, red cell 
count, and differential leucocyte count. Kidney function tests 
with phenolsulphonephthalein are made of practically all surgi- 
cal patients. ‘These tests are carried out by the resident phy- 
sician and the specimen, accompanied by a request card, is sent 
to the laboratory. When it is thought necessary, blood chemi- 
cal examinations are done in addition to the kidney function 
posh 


Surgical Pathology 


In the department of surgical pathology the laboratory is 
equipped for frozen section work as well as paraffin and celloid- 
in. ‘The paraffin method is established as routine in all speci- 
mens, whether frozen section is done or not. Tissue secured 
at operation is immediately placed in a fixative in the operating 
room and sent to the laboratory. When a frozen section is 
desired the pathologist is usually present, receives the tissue 
himself, and makes the report in person. It has been practi- 
cally a matter of routine for all tissue which is removed at 
operation to be examined. Imbedded tissue of all cases is 
indexed and kept for reference. In special cases slides of the 
tissue are also kept and filed according to name and number. 
Bacteriology. 

Pathological examinations of pus, etc., from the operating 
room are requested by the physician on the request card, the 
culture usually being done at the time of operation by the 
surgeon himself. Other cultures throughout the hospital are 
usually made by the resident physician and sent to the labora- 
tory. Blood cultures are made in all cases of suspected ty- 
phoid and septicemia. Cultures for autogenous vaccines for 
patients inside the hospital are usually secured by some mem- 
ber of the laboratory staff, but autogenous vaccines are also 
made for cultures secured by physicians from patients outside 
the hospital. 
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Chemistry and Serology 

We are doing the classical Wasserman reaction with three 
antigens. In addition to this, the quantitative Wasserman of 
Kolmer is being done on each specimen of blood. We believe 
that the future for quantitative Wasserman is very promising, 
as it has shown in our hands weakly positive Wassermans 
where the older method is negative, and where clinical evi- 
dence of syphilis was present. A cultural blood test is done 
on all specimens of spinal fluid, in addition to the regular rou- 
tine examination. The work in blood chemistry has been con- 
fined to blood urea, blood sugar, and blood creatinin. 


Education 

It has been the policy of the laboratory to train technicians 
without charge. During the past year the work in this line has 
been devoted largely to the training of our nurses who are in- 
terested in specializing in laboratory work. It is planned to 
inaugurate in the near future a course in this work for other 
persons ‘desiring the training.

Surgical Department 
Miss Kate Hernpon, R. N., Operating Room Supervisor 


When the hospital was built, one wing was designed espe- 
cially for the operating rooms. This wing has nine rooms de- 
voted exclusively to this department—the major operating 
room, minor operating room, sterilizing and instrument room, 
surgeons “scrub-up” and dressing room, cystoscopic room, 
work room for making supplies, general utility room, and two 
supply rooms. 

The regular operating room corps is comprised of the 
operating room supervisor, anesthetist, three pupil nurses, and 
an orderly. An additional nurse can be obtained whenever 
necessary. Each nurse serves three months in the operating 
room during her senior year, and receives thorough training 
in practical operating room technique. The anesthetist de- 
votes her entire time to giving anesthetics. The resident phy- 
sician serves as second anesthetist. Ether and nitrous oxide- 
oxygen are the principle anesthetics used, although a good many 
minor operations are done under local anesthetic of cocaine or 
novocaine. Gas anesthesia is steadily growing in popularity. 

The hours for operating are from 8 A. M. to 2 P. M., with 
the exception of emergencies. Operations are scheduled in 
the main office, usually one or two days in advance. At this 
time the surgeon writes his pre-operative diagnosis on the 
surgical record of the patient. This sheet is carried to the 
operating room, and at the close of the operation the anesthetist 
fills in the anesthetic record and notes the patients general con- 
dition throughout the operation. The surgeon then completes 
the surgical record by dictating a description of the operation 
and the pathological findings. This record is then typewritten 
and filed on the patient’s chart. 

The routine work of the operating room covers a wide field, 
including the cleaning of the operating room, care of the oper- 
ating room supplies, sterilization, preparation of the operating 
room, and making supplies. Supplies are made for use on all 
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the wards as well as for the operating room. All kinds of 
bandages, sponges, gauze packing, surgical packs, and various 
kinds of dressings are made and sterilized. Soap and solu- 
tions are also made routinely. Rubber gloves are thoroughly 
sterilized and then inspected for punctures or tears; these holes 
and tears are mended with rubber patches. A large steam 
autoclave sterilizer is used, in which many operating supplies 
are sterilized. 

The cystoscopic work is a comparatively new phase of 
operating room work, and one that is steadily increasing in 
amount and broadening in its scope. The number of cysto- 
scopic examinations during the past year was almost double 
that of the previous year.

Direttic Department 


Miss Lirtian FENNER 


The résumé of the activities in our department is unevent- 
ful. The work has been accomplished with unusual ease. The 
_ servant problem has not been so perplexing, having been able 

to retain our experienced cooks the entire year. Other help 
comes and goes, but we are not so greatly affected by these 
changes. Markets have had better food and a larger variety 
for our selection. Lettuce, fruits and green vegetables have 
been obtainable the entire year. We have given our patients 
none but the best; we hear but few complaints. 

Nothing in the entire organization of the hospital touches 
everybody concerned as does the dietetic department. To 
quote The Modern Hospital, “The patient may receive the best 
possible medical care, but if he is dissatisfied with the food 
served him he will not be a booster for the hospital; the nurses 
may get a training which is unsurpassed, but if their food is 
not good they will not always speak in loyal terms of the insti- 
tution; the employees will not give their best service if they 
are not well fed’’—and so on through the whole system. 

Two pupil nurses are kept in the diet kitchen for a period 
of two months; here they receive their practical work in die- 
tetics. Broths, light and special diets and desserts are made in 
the diet kitchen. We have taken pride in filling special orders. 
We have also had some weighed diets which were most inter- 
esting to our nurses. Class work in dietetics has proceeded with- 
out interruption, and many pupils are making excellent grades. 

We have expended in our department for food supplies 
during the past year $27,082.72. We have boarded in the 
hospital daily 73.70 patients and 72 employees. Our per capita 
per day for provisions for all persons supported is $.5092. 
The figure corresponding for the year 1920 was $.5816. 

Some new equipment is to be purchased for our department. 
Plans have also been laid for remodeling parts of our kitchen 
building. This we hope to be able to report on next year. 


Training School for Nurses 


Miss MarGareT OSSENBECK, R. N., 
Superintendent of Nurses 


The training school for nurses has been in very successful 
operation for twenty-six years. It is under the direction of 
the Board of Trustees, who appoints annually from the staff 
one medical and two surgical men, known as the medical com- 
mittee. This committee, with the superintendent and the 
superintendent of nurses outlines the curriculum and desig- 
nates the teacher of the separate branches. All matters of 
discipline are under their direction. 

The superintendent of nurses is the executive having imme- 
diate charge of the work done by the pupil nurses. She super- 
vises the practical instruction in the wards, operating rooms, 
diet kitchen, obstetrical department and classroom. She has 
under her an assistant superintendent of nurses, an operating 
room supervisor, dietitian and night supervisor. The Nurses’ 
Home, within the hospital campus, is under her supervision; 
also the home life of the pupil nurses. 


Practical Work 
Practical work is given each nurse as follows:

Four pupils from the senior class are selected to serve three 
months each in the drug room. Pupils are also selected from 
the junior class for special training in the laboratory for a 
period of one month. 


Course of Study 


The course of study covers three years—two months of 
probation, ten months junior, twelve months intermediate, and 
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twelve months senior, during which time the superintendent 
of nurses assigns each pupil to the various wards and services 
for definite periods. The course of study is modified and im- 
proved year after year. New subjects are introduced or old 
ones taught in new and better ways.

Fifty-two lectures: Ethics; cleaning and fumigation; rou- 
tine work, including care of patients and suggestions for sys- 
tematizing work; treatments, dressings, medicines; pulse, tem- 
perature, respiration; observations of symptoms; medical and 
surgical nursing; obstetrical nursing, care of babies; the oper- 
ating room; care of the dead. 
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Anatomy and Physiology 
L. S. BOOKER, M. DL, F, A. C. 8. 


A general lecture and quiz course is given weekly through- 
out the semester, comprising thirty-two lectures. Descriptive 
anatomy is taught by didactic lectures and demonstrations upon 
the skeleton, an occasional post-mortem examination, and other 
anatomical specimens. Physiology is taught in connection with 
the anatomical discussions and further demonstrations in the 
laboratory. The whole course is made as practical as possible, 
stressing the anatomical and physiologic knowledge most useful 
and necessary to the nurse. 


Dietetics 
MISS LILLIAN FENNER 


The course in dietetics is comprised of twelve theory lec- 
tures, including a study of the function of food in the body, its 
assimilation and elimination; theories of nutrition, digestion, 
absorption and metabolism; food values and energy require- 
ments; nitrogenous and non-nitrogenous foods; caloric and 
nutritive values; standard dietetics; the composition and prop- 
erties of water; fat and water soluble vitamines; and methods 
of feeding the sick and serving attractive trays. 

Associated with the lecture course, eight weeks’ practical 
work in the diet kitchen is given each nurse. Here are demon- 
strated the methods of cooking, the care and uses of food, ice- 
box and its contents, fresh fruits and vegetables, milk and milk 
products, poultry, fish and eggs; the care of meat, the effect 
of cooking, and the recognition of the different cuts. Tests 
for freshness and the principles to be used in cooking and in 
preparing correct diets are demonstrated. 

The whole course covers the study of food in all its various 
phases, and gives the nurse thorough training in the preparation 
of food for the sick. 

Hygiene 
H. M. BRINKLEY, M. D. 

Twelve lectures: Food—composition, varieties, preserva- 

tion; air—composition, climate, ventilation, heating, lighting; 
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soil; sewerage; causes and dissemination of disease; personal 
hygiene ; household hygiene; hygiene of occupation; and quar- 
antine.

The course in bacteriology includes about thirty lectures. 
The first part of the course is concerned very largely with the 
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consideration of bacteriz life in general, the morphology, and 
the conditions affecting the growth of life. Then a number of 
lectures are devoted to the study of the various processes of 
sterilization, very little emphasis being laid upon the bacteri- 
ological technique but considerable emphasis placed upon steri- 
lization, antisepsis and disinfection as applied to medicine and 
surgery. About six lectures are devoted to the study of im- 
munity. It is the aim of the course to give the nurse a broad 
idea of the processes of immunity and the action of vaccine and 
antitoxin, and also give a clear idea of antiphylaxis. The re- 
mainder of the course is taken up with the study of the more 
common types of pathological bacteria. Considerable emphasis 
is laid upon the more common organisms such as the pneu- 
mococcus, streptococcus, typhoid, tubercle and diptheria bacil- 
lus, and less emphasis is laid on the rarer organisms, such as 
the bacillus of leprosy, glanders, plague, etc. The general plan 
of the course is not to teach details about any one subject, but 
an effort is made to devote the thirty lectures to giving a broad 
and general idea of bacteriology, infection, prophylaxis and 
immunity. 
Gynecology

Ten to twelve lectures covering the anatomy and physiology 
of the female generative organs. Also the more common path- 
ological conditions together with the medical and surgical treat- 
ment.

The Alumnz Association of the Watts Hospital Training 
School for Nurses was organized in 1914 and was incorporated 
in May, 1917.

Watts Hospital Auxiliary was organized in June, 1920, 
when a campaign for membership was held, which resulted in 
the securing of 1,404 members. At the first meeting, held soon 
after the campaign, Mrs. Gilbert C. White was elected chair- 
man, but it was not until fall of the same year that committees 
were appointed and active work begun. 

The object of this organization is to cooperate with the 
Board of Trustees, the Lady Board of Visitors and the Staff 
of the Hospital, for the improvement of the hospital and the 
benefit of its patients. The membership is composed of all the 
white residents of Durham County who are interested enough 
in the welfare of the hospital to pay the annual dues of $1.00.

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Religious Services 


The duty of this committee is to see that religious services 
are held at the hospital as often as possible and to make all 
arrangements necessary for ministration to the spiritual wel- 
fare of the sick. 


Nurses Aid 


This committee strives to increase the comfort of the nurses 
in every way, and to show them the warm sympathy and in- 
terest felt by the Auxiliary in their work. 


Needy and Discharged Patients 


This committee endeavors to assist such patients as may 
need help during the period of their stay at the hospital, to 
enable them to remain longer if further hospital treatment is 
necessary, and to render assistance to patients who may be in 
need of help at the time of their discharge. 


Reading Matter 

The duty of this committee is to collect and arrange in a 
suitable place such reading matter as is given for the use of the 
patients, and to select from its number such members as are 
willing to take in turn the duty of reading aloud, where such 
reading will give patients pleasure, under the approval of the 
doctors in charge. 
Visiting 

The duty of this committee is to visit the hospital at stated 
times to bring cheer and comfort to the patients, particularly to 
those who are from out of town and who would for that reason 
need personal ministrations in their loneliness; also to endeavor 
to make pleasant for the relatives of out-of-town patients their 
stay in the city while attending the bedside of their sick. 


Record Department 


An interesting phase of the work of this department is our 
follow-up system. About a year after operation the following 
letter is mailed to each surgical patient: “It is the desire of the 
Hospital to find out if patients who were treated at the Hos- 
pital were entirely cured. Please let us know if you have re- 
covered from all symptoms for which you were operated. 
Your answer will be treated confidentially. Please answer on 
space below.” A stamped, self-addressed envelope is enclosed 
with each letter. 

We mailed out 684 letters last year, and the returns were 
very interesting and gratifying. Two hundred and eighteen 
stated that they were entirely cured, seventy-five stated that 
they were very much improved but not entirely cured, and 
thirty-four wrote that they were not at all benefited by their 
operation. These letters are turned over to the surgeon and 
the cases further investigated. Sixty-eight letters were re- 
turned unclaimed. Several letters were written in reference 
to their hospital account, and a few letters notified us of the 
death of the patient. Fifty-nine per cent of the letters mailed 
out were returned; the remainder. were unanswered. 

The total number of patients admitted during the past year 
was 2,142. Sixty-eight patients remained in the house from 
last year and received treatment, but they are not included in 
the table following, as their classification belongs to the prev- 
ious year. The tabulated form of cases is not a complete 
statistical record, since in many instances more than one con- 
dition appeared in the same patient. Some cases were admit- 
ted which, after a careful study of their condition, could not 
be definitely diagnosed, and some left the hospital before the 
diagnosis could be determined. With such exceptions, the table 
shows the range of cases met with during the past year’s service.

By-Laws 
ARTICLE I 


MEETINGS OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Annual Meeting of the Trustees shall be held on the third 
Wednesday of December of each year, at the Hospital. Regular meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held quarterly, in the months of March, 
June, September and December, on the third Wednesday, at the Hospital. 
Special meetings shall be called by the President, or by the Vice-Presi- 
dent, at the request, in writing, of at least four Trustees; or may be 
called by the President without such request. Special meetings may be 
held at any time or place designated in the call. 

Seven Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, but a less number may adjourn. Notice of special meetings shall 
be given at least one day in advance, by notice mailed to each Trustee 
by the President or Secretary. 


ARTICLE II 


The trustees, at the annual meeting, shall elect from their number, a 
President, a Vice-President, a Secretary, a Committee on Finance, an 
Executive Committee and an Auditing Committee, all of whom shall 
serve for one year, or until their successors are elected and qualified. 
They also shall elect a Medical Committee from the Staff, and a Treas- 
urer who need not be a member of the Board.

THE PRESIDENT 


The President shall exercise a general supervision over all the affairs 
of the Corporation; he shall preside at all meetings of the Trustees; and 
shall be ex officio a member of the Finance and Executive Committees. 
In case of the absence from town, resignation, death, or disability of the 
President, the Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President. 


AR TICUBSIV, 
THE TREASURER 


The Treasurer shall be custodian of the securities and funds of the 
corporation, shall give bond, with sureties, in such sum as the Trustees 
may designate, for the faithful discharge of ail his duties. No bill shall 
be paid unless it bears the approval of the Superintendent. 

The Treasurer shall keep a record of all the receipts and expendi- 
tures, which shall always be open to the inspection of the Trustees, or 
any of them, and he shall render a detailed report of the same at the 
annual meeting, and at each regular meeting of the Trustees.

THE SECRETARY 


The Secretary shall be ex officio a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee. He shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Trustees; he 
shall also keep a record of all endowments and of all wills or extracts 
thereof, devising or bequeathing any property to the Corporation; and 
perform such other duties as commonly devolve upon, or may be as- 
signed to such officer. 


ARTICLE VI 


THE FINANCE COM MITTEE 


The Finance Committee shall consist of the President and Treasurer, 
ex officio, and three elective members. It shall devise ways and means 
for procuring funds for the support of the Hospital. It shall authorize 
investments, and disbursements by the Treasurer, and shall attend to all 
financial interests of the Corporation. The Finance Committee shall at 
all times be under the direction of the Trustees, and shall report its 
doings to them at such time as they may direct. 


ARTICLE VII 


THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee shall consist of the President and Secre- 
tary, cx officio, and of three elective members. It shall have charge and 
general management of the Hospital. It shall have care of the real 
estate and other property of the Corporation. It shall supervise con- 
structions, alterations and repairs of buildings. It shall make rules for 
the government of the Hospital, and the admission and discharge of pa- 
tients. It may discharge incurable or unsuitable patients at any time, 
on the recommendation of the resident or visiting physicians. It shall 
make rules for the admission of visitors, and for the conduct of patients 
and employees; regulate the charges to patients able to pay, and generally 
systematize the Hospital management. 

It shall regulate the expenses of the Hospital, but shall incur no debt 
in excess of one hundred dollars without the consent of the Trustees. 

It shall at all times be subject to the Trustees, and shall report its 
doings to them at such times at they may direct. 

It shall choose its own Chairman and meet the first Tuesday in each 
month, at 4:00 p. m.

THE AUDITING COMMITTEE 


The Auditing Committee shall consist of two Trustees, who shall 
examine the accounts of the Treasurer each quarter, and certify to the 
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same, if found correct and properly vouched, and oftener, if they see fit, 
or directed by the Trustees to do so.

THE MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF 

The Medical and Surgical Staff shall consist of the white physicians 
and surgeons who are residents of Durham County who subscribe to 
the Rules and Regulations of the Hospital. It shall provide for the 
medical service of the Hospital under general rules drawn by them and 
approved by the Trustees. It shall serve without pay from the Hospital. 


ARTICLE X 


THE VISITING COMMITTEE 

The Trustees shall annually appoint from the community twelve 
ladies, who shall constitute the Board of Lady Visitors, each to perform 
two months of visiting, according to schedule to be arranged by such 
Board of Lady Visitors. 

Some members of said Board of Lady Visitors shall visit the Hos- 
pital at least once in each week during their term of service and shall 
refer questions arising therefrom to the Executive Committee, or Board 
of Trustees. 


ARTICLE XI 


THE MEDICAL COMMITTEE 
The Medical Committee shall be composed of three members of the 
staff. It shall have general oversight of the medical and surgical admin- 
istration of the Hospital. The members may attend all meetings of the 
Trustees, and have all the privileges of such meetings except to vote. 


AR ICE BS 
PATIENTS 
The Hospital 1s intended to be a free Hospital to those unable to 
pay. Inability to pay will not debar any resident of Durham City or 
Durham County from its benefits. Patients who are able to pay will 
be charged a daily or weekly sum, to be determined by the Executive 
Committee. 


ARTICLE XIII 


FREE BEDS 


The Trustees shall endeavor to secure endowments to the general 
fund. They shall seek to have beds endowed as Free Beds by such sums 
as will yield an income of three hundred dollars each, per year. The 
pledge of any responsible individual or of any organization by its proper 
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authorities, to pay three hundred dollars a year, may be taken in lieu 
of an endowment. 
ARTICLE XIV 
RELIGIOUS MINISTRATIONS 


It shall be competent for any inmate to request the visit of any 
spiritual advisor whom he may desire, and the Superintendent shall re- 
spect such request. 


ARTICLE XV 
AMENDMENTS 


These By-Laws may be amended or repealed, and new ones may be 
enacted, at any meeting of the Trustees; provided, that no such action 
may be taken at a special meeting, unless notice of such proposed action 
shall have been given in the call for such meeting. 


Rules and Regulations 
I 


SUPERINTENDENT 


1. The Superintendent of the Hospital is the authorized means of 
communication between the Board of Trustees and the various officers 
and departments of the Hospital. It is his duty to visit every department 
regularly and daily, and to consult with all the officers respecting the 
conduct and management of their respective branches of Hospital or 
administrative work. He shall consult frequently with the Medical 
Committee, and with the Executive Committee in all matters relating to 
the welfare of the Hospital. In case any sudden emergency arises in 
Hospital administration in the interval between meetings of the Execu- 
tive Committee, the Superintendent is authorized to act as its representa- 
itive, but must report his actions to the Committee for approval at the 
next regular meeting. He shall see that all regulations of the Execu- 
tive Committee and Board of Trustees are carried into effect, and shall 
perform such other duties as they may direct. 

2. He shall have general control of all departments of the Hospital, 
shall hire and dismiss, or authorize the hiring and dismissal of all em- 
ployees. 

3. He shall purchase provisions, stores and supplies for the use of the 
Hospital, and see that they are properly and economically used. 

4. He shall report fully in writing at each meeting of the Trustees all 
matters connected with the administration of the Hospital. 

5. He shall discharge, as soon as practicable, all patients who are 
recommended for such action by the attending physician; also, if he 
deems proper, any patient who is guilty of gross misconduct, or one who 
has ceased to need the services of the Hospital. 

6. He shall have charge of the Administration Office. He shall keep 
a record of all supplies purchased, and examine, or cause to be examined, 
all articles received as to their quality, quantity and price, approve or 
disapprove all bills before sending them to the Treasurer. 

7. He shall keep an accurate inventory of all instruments, furniture, 
bedding, linen, crockery, and all movable articles within the Hospital, 
and report to the Executive Committee all articles injured, destroyed | 
or missing. He shall take charge of all money or valuables belonging 
to patients, and keep a record of the same, and shall deliver them to the 
patients upon their leaving the Hospital, taking receipt therefor. 

8. He shall keep regular accounts of all money received or paid out 
at the Hospital and render a copy of same each month to the Auditing 
Committee, or Treasurer. Render bills to patients and collect same 
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promptly, and if unable to collect within 30 days, to inform Treasurer. 

9. He shall keep a list of vacant wards and beds, as given to him by 
the head nurses, and assign these upon application. 

10. He shall attend to all correspondence, filing all letters received and 
keeping copies of those sent. Keep record of patients’ admission and 
discharge; file the histories and charts of the Hospital patients. 

11. He shall have a Secretary who shall do the book-keeping, clerical 
work, etc., for him. He shall prepare pay-rolls for officers, nurses and 
other employees, secure the money from the Treasurer and pay same. 

12. He may act as “intern” or Resident Physician in emergencies, or 
at the request of the attending physician only. 

13. Upon absence of the Superintendent from the city, he shall with 
the approval of the President appoint an acting Superintendent, pro tem. 


at) 


MEDICAL COMMITTEE 


1. It shall elect its own Chairman. 

2. It shall codperate with the Superintendent in directing the med- 
cal and surgical work of the Hospital. 

3. It shall investigate any complaint of patients, nurses, or Superin- 
tendent, relative to inefficient attention or neglect of attending physicians. 
Should such complaint be found just, and the neglect be continued, the 
Committee will recommend to the Trustees that such offending physician 
be denied the privilege of the Hospital. 

4, It shall, with the Superintendent, select a course of study for the 
students of the Training School and appoint lecturers. Any lecturer 
thus appointed who wilfully fails to meet the requirement, may be 
denied the privilege of the Hospital upon recommendation of the Com- 
mittee. 

5. The Committee may attend all meetings of the Trustees and have 
all the privileges of such meetings except to vote. 

6. Upon completion of the probation period of student nurses, they 
shall be passed upon by the Medical Committee as to their physical fitness 
for the work. 

7. It shall hold competitive examination in June for the resident phy- 
sicians, and hand results and recommendations to Executive Committee. 

8. It shall observe the behavior of the nurses and orderlies and report 
to the Superintendent whatever it deems wrong. 


III 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF 

1. The Medical and Surgical Staff shall be elected by the Board of 
Trustees, at a regular or special meeting, from the members of the pro- 
fession residing in Durham County who shall subscribe to the Rules and 
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Regulations of the Hospital. Tht term of office shall be until the next 
succeeding annual meeting, and until the new staff is elected. Subject 
to removal of a member at any time by the Trustees. 

2. All cases must be diagnosed according to the “Probable Diagnosis” 
before admission, and a full diagnosis made later upon the chart by 
the attending physician or Surgeon. 

3. All charity cases shall be assigned to the members of the Staff by 
the Superintendent, according to the diagnosis given upon admission; 
the request of the patient or physician sending said patient to the Hos- 
pital to be complied with when practicable, and without cost to the Hos- 
pital or patient. None but members of the staff can attend or operate 
upon patients not paying the regular Hospital charges for board, nurs- 
ing, etc. 

4, All members of Durham County Medical Society in good standing 
and not on the Staff, shall have all the privileges of the Hospital. 

No.surgeon can do an operation requiring an anesthetic, except by 
consultation with one or more members of the Surgical Staff. The name 
of the consulting surgeon shall be given to the Superintendent by the 
attending physician. 

This restriction will not apply in cases of emergency, and where a 
reasonable effort has been made to consult a member of the Staff, but 
in such cases consultation shall be at the first opportunity. 

The consulted member of the Staff reserves the right to inform him- 
self as to the diagnosis and intended treatment, and to be present at the 
operation. The Superintendent may, however, at any time require a con- 
sultation of the entire Staff or as many thereof as he desires in either 
surgical or medical cases. This consultation to be free to patients, ex- 
cept when especially asked for by patients. 

5. The Staff shall make quarterly reports, through the Medical Com- 
mittee, to the meetings of the Board of Trustees, giving summaries of 
medical and surgical cases treated, the number and kind of operations. 

6. Visiting physicians or surgeons cannot attend patients or perform 
operations at the Hospital except upon request of some member of the 
Staff or Medical Committee, and when accompanied by a member of 
the Durham County Medical Society. 

7. All physicians who have patients in the Hospital are expected to 
make their daily visits between 9:00 A. M. and 12:00 M. They shall re- 
cord their names and hour of visits in a register to be kept for the pur- 
pose. Such entries shall be made only by the physicians themselves and 
upon each and every visit before entering the wards. 

8. No Post Mortems shall be made without written consent of per- 
-sons concerned. Such consent to be filed with the Superintendent of the 
Hospital. 

9. No surgical operation shall be performed without the consent of 
the patient or those in authority over them, when he or they can be 
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safely and readily consulted. In cases in which such consent is not' ob- 
tained a record of the reasons for performing the operations shall be 
kept in the Hospital. 

10. The treatment of patients not otherwise specially provided for, 
shall devolve upon the Superintendent or in his absence the Chairman 
of Medical Committee who may designate any member of the Staff to 
take charge of such patients, without any charge to the Hospital for 
such services. 

11. All physicians shall write in ink all orders for medication, diet 
and treatment for patients, and for preparation of patients for operation 
or anesthesia. 

12. The Visiting Physician shall, whenever possible, be attended by 
a nurse when visiting his patient. 

13. They shall not visit their female patients unless accompanied by 
a nurse. They shall not visit the patients of another physician without 
invitation from such physician. Nor shall they converse with any nurse, 
or employee, in reference to any patients other than their own. 

14. They will not rebuke or censure a nurse in the presence of a pa- 
tient, and in any question of a doubt, or complaint by the patients, as to 
neglect or error in carrying out orders shall support the nurses as far 
as justice will permit, and state conditions to the Superintendent of 
Nurses. 

15. Patients are admitted only upon approval of the Superintendent, 
or member of the Medical Committee, and must sign or have a respon- 
sible party sign an application blank. 

16. Insane persons, or those suffering from delirium tremens, and all 
persons having contagious diseases shall not be admitted. Nor shall 
incurable charity cases be admitted except by special order of the Execu- 
tive or Medical Committee. ‘ 

17. Special Nurses shall be taken from the second and third year stu- 
dent nurses, when available. Graduate nurses may be employed in the 
Hospital as special nurses, only under such special conditions as may 
seem necessary and satisfactory to the Superintendent. Graduate nurses 
so employed shall be subject to the Superintendent and rules and regu- 
lations of the Hospital. 

18. No operation for abortion or incomplete abortion shall be per- 
formed in Watts Hospital without consultation with and consent of at 
least two members of the obstetrical or Gynecological Staff. 

19. No major operation shall be performed at Watts Hospital except 
in the presence of at least one surgeon in addition to the one performing 
the operation. 

20. No pellegra patients from outside of Durham City or County 
shall be admitted to the Hospital. 

21. Smoking is forbidden in the wards, rooms, offices (except Dr.’s 
office), halls, waiting rooms, and when on duty on the ambulance. 
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IV 


RESIDENT PHYSICIAN 


1. The Resident Physician shall be appointed by the Trustees on the 
recommendation of the Medical Committee. 

2. The Resident Physicians throughout their service are subject to 
the authority of the Superintendent, and must conform to all the rules 
of the institution. 

3. They shall sign an obligation to serve the full term unless relieved 
by the Board of Trustees. 

Their term shall be one year. One shall be known as Senior Resi- 
dent and one as Junior. 

4. Upon leaving the house at any time for more than an hour, the 
Superintendent must be notified. Leave of absence for not over 24 hours 
may be granted by the Superintendent. For a longer period, application 
must be made to the President upon the endorsement of the Superin- 
tendent. 

Resident Physicians must not absent themselves from the Hospital 
at the time the Visiting Physicians are expected. 

5. Each Resident Physician is granted two weeks’ vacation out of 
each year, this vacation being arranged by the Superintendent. After 
absence, by permission at any time, he shall report in person to the 
Superintendent immediately upon his return. 

6. On the admission of a patient to the Hospital, a history of the 
case shall be obtained and recorded; if this cannot be furnished by the 
patient, it shall be secured, when possible, from friends or witnesses. 

The Resident Physicians shall fill up the proper admission blank and 
bed-card immediately after the admission of each patient, and a pro- 
visional diagnosis shall be made by the Resident Physician in charge 
within twenty-four hours and reported in the office. 

7. They are responsible for all patients in their care throughout the 
24 hours of each day, subject to the authority of the attending physician. 

They shall write in ink all orders for medication, diet and treatment 
for patients, and for preparation of patients for operation or anzesthesia. 
No verbal orders shall be given. 

8. They shall-report immediately after admission, to the Superinten- 
dent, any patient who, in their judgment, is dangerously ill or suffering 
from accident, injury, poisoning, heat-stroke, criminal assault or crimi- 
nal abortion, giving full particulars of his or her condition. If a sudden 
or critical change takes place or accident occurs to any patient within 
the Hospital, a similar report shall be made at once to the attending 
physician. 

9. No operation nor anzesthetization shall be performed, nor shall any 
obstetrical instrument be used with a view to delivery, except by direc- 
tion of the Visiting Physician. Vaginal examinations, and in female 
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patients a general examination, shall not be made except in the presence 
of a nurse. 

10. In emergency cases or those requiring minor operations, such as 
opening abscesses, repairing recent wounds or amputating fingers and 
toes, they may act with permission of the Superintendent. 

11. They shall refer to the regular physician of the patient all emer- 
gency cases not admitted to the Hospital, after the primary dressing has 
been performed or immediate attention given. 

12. Any indications of a contagious or infectious disease shall be 
reported to the Superintendent immediately upon being discovered. 

If a patient leaves the Hospital against the advice of the Resident 
physician in charge, the fact shall be reported at once to the Superin- 
tendent, who shall record and sign it in the admission book. 

13. In cases of death, a death certificate shall be issued promptly by 
the Resident Physician in attendance. Certificates cannot be issued in 
Coroner’s cases, except by order of the Coroner. 

14. Autopsies shall be performed only after consent of the relatives 
has been obtained in writing and filed with the Superintendent. When 
only a limited autopsy is granted, it is to be stated on the autopsy request. 

15. Resident Physicians shall give the head nurse such instructions 
concerning the diseases under treatment as are necessary for intelligent 
nursing. 

16. They shall refrain from conversing with nurses, or occupying 
their attention, on other than professional matters and in general avoid 
any conduct liable to misconstruction by the authorities of the Hospital 
or public. 

17. They shall never rebuke a nurse in the presence of a patient and, 
in any question of a doubt or complaint by the patients, as to neglect or 
error in carrying out orders, shall support the nurses as far as justice 
will permit, and state conditions to the head nurse. 

18. They shall respect the rules of the Training School, which for- 
bids pupils or head nurse to accompany Resident Physicians from the 
Hospital or to meet them outside the Hospital. 

19. They shall avoid attending patients in the wards or dressing 
rooms, during meal hours, except in emergencies. 

20. The admission of a patient devolves upon the Superintendent 
after the case has been pronounced admissible by the Resident or Visit- 
ing Physician. 

21. A Resident Physician shall not be allowed to engage in the prac- 
tice of his profession outside the Hospital during his term of service, 
-except by special permission of the Trustees. 

22. Morning rounds shall begin at 9:00 A. M., in the wards (unless 
required for emergency), when all dressings and treatments should be 
given or ordered. Evening rounds must be completed by 8:00 P. M. 

23. All orders for patients must be given in writing, not verbally. 
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‘Physicians must make rounds in their departments and write all night 
orders in the night order book before going out for the evening. 

Resident Physicians must be in the office at 9:00 A. M., to receive 
and be ready to accompany the Visiting Physicians on their rounds, or 
teport in the Superintendent’s office as to their whereabouts at the time. 

One Resident Physician must remain on duty at all times. 

24. Patients having been anesthetized must be accompanied to and 
placed in bed by the anesthetist. 

No patient must be left in charge of the attendant nor sent to the 
wards alone; physicians must accompany patients. 

Visits should not be made to private patients’ rooms except profes- 
sionally, and not longer than duty requires. 

25. Smoking is forbidden in the wards, rooms, offices (except Dr.’s 
office), halls, waiting rooms, and when on duty on the ambulance. 

V 
THE APOTHECARY 

1. He shall have immediate care and custody of all drugs, medicines, 
and other articles belonging to his department, and be responsible there- 
for. 

2. He shall compound and make up all medicines which may be pre- 
scribed, with exactness and promptitude. 

3. He shall deliver no medicine or other article unless the same be 
duly entered upon the prescription or order book or in writing. 

4. He shall put up medicines intended for each ward separately, and 
shall annex to them labels containing the names of the patients for whom 
they are respectively prescribed, with written or printed directions for 
the use of them, and shall deliver them promptly to the nurses of each 
ward, to be by them administered to the patients. 

5. He shall keep the drug store and everything belonging to it in clean 
and perfect order. He shall observe economy in everything relating to 
his department; be particularly careful in the preparation and delivery 
of medicines, and permit no noise, confusion or disorder in his premises. 
He shall compound no prescription which is not clearly and legibly writ- 
ten, together with the directions for its use, subscribed by the physician 
or surgeon prescribing the same; and no medicine or medical prepara- 
tion in anywise poisonous in its character, compounded in his depart- 
ment, by any assistant, shall issue therefrom until the same shall have 
been first duly compared by the apothecary in charge with the prescrip- 
tion therefor. 

6. He shall, upon entering upon his duties, examine and verify the 
inventory of stock on hand. 

7. He shall be under the general supervision and control of the Su- 
perintendent and shall perform any duties he may require of him. 
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8. He shall notify the Superintendent of all prescriptions for pay pa- 
tients with charge therefor. 


VI 
CLINICAL LABORATORY 


1. This Laboratory shall be in the exclusive charge of the bacteriolo- 
gist and pathologist, known as the Director. The Resident Physicians 
may have the privilege of studying in the Laboratory under the guid- 
ance of the Director. 

2. In the absence of the Director, the Senior Resident may make 
examinations for members of the Staff; but no member of the Staff 
shall be allowed to make examinations or conduct experiments in the 
Laboratory. 

3. A record of all work done by the Director must be filed in the 
Laboratory. A copy of such record of examination shall be placed on 
the patient’s chart by the Director. 

4. A charge of one dollar ($1.00) will be made every pay patient for 
each and every examination after the primary examination conducted 
by the Director. The Director should notify the Superintendent daily 
of such charges. | 

5. The Laboratory will make examinations for patients not in the 
Hospital, only upon payment of charges for same being made in ad- 
vance, and when such examinations do not interfere with work for the 
Hospital. 

6. The Director shall be under the direction or control of the Super- 
intendent. He shall give all of his time to the work assigned him in 
the laboratories and operating rooms, but may take such clinical obser- 
vation with doctor in charge of case as will aid him in his special work 
only. ; 

7. The Director shall develop his work in the laboratories along lines 
of original research work as rapidly as possible. 


VII 
X-RAY LABORATORY 


1. This Laboratory shall be in charge of the Director; no other per- 
son will be allowed to use the apparatus and the Director has no author- 
ity to permit members of the Staff, or Residents, to use the electrical 
machines or other apparatus. 

2. A fee of $5.00 to $35.00 will be charged each pay patient for every 
» X-Ray examination, and five dollars ($5.00) for every electrical treat- 
ment, of which charges notice shall be given daily by the Director to 
the Superintendent. 

3. The Director shall have all X-Ray plates developed, but in no 
case shall a plate be ordered developed until the examination fee has 
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been made and approved by the Superintendent, except in cases of char- 
ity patients. A record of all examinations shall be kept in the X-Ray 
Laboratory by the Director. 


VIII 


SUPERINTENDENT OF NURSES 


1. The oversight of the nurses and orderlies is committed to the 
Superintendent of Nurses. | 

2. She is charged with the responsibility of the Nurses’ Home and 
the instruction of nurses in the Training School, to select and accept 
probationers, to keep their accounts, and to make contracts with them 
for their respective terms of service. She is empowered, with the Su- 
perintendent, to make, with the approval of the Trustees of the Hos- 
pital, all necessary rules for the government of nurses. 

3. She shall constantly supervise all nursing work, and shall observe 
carefully the manner in which nurses and orderlies care for the sick. 

4. It shall be her duty to approve of requisitions for ward supphes. 
She shall see that proper economy is exercised in the distribution of the 
food, and with head Surgical Nurse, in all materials for surgical dress- 
ings, and in all ward supplies and furnishings. 

5. She shall, with the Superintendent, suspend or dismiss any nurse 
who wilfully breaks any of the rules. 


IX 
HEAD NURSE 


1. The Head Nurse is responsible for the cleanliness of the wards, 
rooms and all corridors and closets pertaining thereto; all implements, 
utensils, and everything in connection therewith. 

2. To superintend the nurses and nursing while on duty, and see that 
the nurses are always neat in appearance. 

3. To hold regular lectures and recitations in the ethics and practice 
of nursing in public and private work, as the Superintendent may desig- 
nate, and to instruct the probation nurses in the elementary principles. 

4. To send the linen to the laundry, keeping a list of it, and see that 
it is returned. Give out the linen to the wards and report any shortage 
to Superintendent. 

5. She shall assist in the nursing as opportunity permits and necessity 
demands. 


x 


SURGICAL NURSE 
1. She shall have charge of the Operating Rooms, and be responsible 
for the preparation and management at operations; have charge of all 
instruments and apparatus, and allow none of them to be taken out of 
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the Operating Pavilion without written order from the Superintendent, 
except for immediate use in the wards. 

2. She shall teach the student nurses by regular class, the details of 
preparation of patient, operating rooms, surgical necessities and acces- 
sories. The student nurses shall serve with her in regular order, at all 
operations. 

3. She is not expected to do any nursing, but must be present at all 
operations. 

4. She shall have charge of the Surgical Store Room and give due 
notice to the Superintendent when further supplies are required. 


XI 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES 


The Watts Hospital Training School for Nurses was organized to 
provide skilled nursing for the patients in the Hospital. “The idea is 
to advance the profession of nursing; and it shall be a school open to 
women of culture and stability who would become pupils with a view to 
making nursing a life work.” 

The Board of Trustees of the Watts Hospital adopts the following 
Rules and Regulations to be read and observed by all nurses during their 
connection with the school: 


COURSE OF STUDY AND TRAINING 


The course of training is three years, giving practical and theoretical 
instruction in medical, surgical, and obstetrical nursing, the care and 
feeding of infants and children, and the cooking and serving of meals for 
the sick. \ 

Lectures will be given by the Faculty of the Training School on the 
following subjects: 

Surgical Nursing. 

Materia Medica, Therapeutics and Preventive Medicine. 

Medical Nursing and Diseases of Children. 

Physiology and Anatomy. 

Gynecology and Obstetrical Nursing. 

Diseases of the Eye, Ear, Nose, and Throat. 

General Nursing and Dietetics. 

Examinations, both oral and written, are held at the completion of 
each subject. 

Nurses cannot pass to graduation unless attaining a critical marking 
of at least 75 per cent. 

Nurses are graded on practical work, personal appearance and 
manners. 

After a full term of three years, nurses must pass a final examination 
and, if satisfactory marks are obtained, will receive the diploma of the 
school at the regular commencement. 
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REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION AND RULES GOVERNING ENTRANCE 

1. Candidates for the school will be admitted in the Spring and Fall. 

2. The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-one to 
thirty-five years. 

3. After approval, they are received into the school on probation for 
two months. During this time they will be lodged and boarded, receiving 
no other compensation. 

If they are found morally and physically fit for the work, they must 
sign a contract for three years, to obey the rules and regulations of the 
school, dress in the uniform of the Hospital, perform duties assigned to 
them by the Superintendent or Head Nurse. 

4. Those desiring admission should call in person whenever this is 
possible. If, owing to distance, this is impossible, they should write 
directly to the Superintendent and enclose postage for reply. 

5. They must be sound of health, of average height and weight, of 
good physique and in a healthy condition, with teeth well cared for. 

A physician’s certificate of health must accompany each application. 

They must also send two testimonials, one from their pastor and one 
from a recent teacher, or employer, regarding their education and gen- 
eral ability. 

Candidates must give satisfactory evidence of possessing a good Eng- 
lish education and the ability to undertake the course of study. Prefer- 
ence will be given to those who have had a high school course or its 
equivalent. Women of superior culture, when otherwise qualified for 
nurses, are preferred to those who do not possess such advantages. 

6. Pupil nurses reside in the Nurses’ Home (a part of the Hospital 
set apart for that purpose). 

7. In addition to board, lodging and a reasonable amount of laundry 
work, pupils are allowed twelve dollars a month for first year, and fif- 
teen dollars a month for second and third years. Laundering of shirt- 
waists, street dresses, etc., must be paid for. 


UNIFORM 

While on duty nurses are required to wear the uniform of the school, 
but they are not allowed to wear them in public places, or on the streets. 
If nurses sever their connection with the school before graduation, they 
shall not be permitted to take with them any part of their uniform. No 
jewelry except a watch, the school badge, or a class pin, is to be worn 
on duty. 

The Superintendent may at any time suspend or dismiss a pupil for 
misconduct, inefficiency, neglect of duty, or for any other cause that may 
be deemed sufficient by him. Any nurse dismissed may appeal to the 
Executive Committee. 

RULES 

1. Strict economy in the use of Hospital supplies, including drugs, 

dressings, food, gas and electricity must be observed; good care must be 
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taken of Hospital appliances, furniture and of all other property. They 
are held responsible for all waste or breakage caused through neglect. 


2. Nurses are to be on duty ‘in the wards not less than eight hours 
daily. Night nurses duty from 9 P. M. to 7:30 A. M. 

Nurses must report for duty promptly; be scrupulously clean and 
neat in person and attire, and have their hair neatly and plainly arranged. 

Two hours may be expected each day for outdoor exercise and atudy, 
and a part of each Sunday, when possible. 

3. The nurses’ rooms must always be open for inspection by the 
authorities, and the occupants are required to keep them in a neat and 
orderly condition. 

4. All articles of clothing must be kept in their proper places; closets 
and drawers must be kept neatly; each morning nurses will open the 
windows and put the bed to air before leaving the rooms. 

5. No nurse will be allowed to order anything on her own responsi- 
bility ; all orders must bear the signature of the head nurse. 

6. On leaving the room at night, even for a short time, the lights 
must be turned out. All lights must be out at 10:30 p. m., after which 
time there must be no loud talking or noise of any kind. 

7. Nurses must be in the house by 10:00 p. m., unless by special per- 
mission from the Superintendent of Nurses and shall never leave the 
Hospital without consent. 

8. Nurses are cautioned not to leave money or valuable jewelry in 
their rooms, as the Hospital will not be responsible therefor. 

9. Nurses are not allowed to go to the laundry or kitchen, except 
when directed by the proper authorities. 

10. All clothing to be washed,must be plainly marked with the own- 
er’s full name, and be ready for the laundry at the proper time. 

11. Nurses may receive friends when not on duty, but night nurses 
shall not receive visitors until after 4:30 p. m. No visitors are allowed 
‘to remain in the Hospital after 10:00 p. m. Visitors must not be taken 
to the bedrooms without permission of the Superintendent. 

12. Visiting from ward to ward by nurses is prohibited, unless by 
special permission from the Superintendent. No nurse shall at any time 
receive visitors in any ward. 

13. Nurses when going off duty shall leave the wards and patients, 
rooms, and all pertaining thereto, in a neat and orderly condition; and 
shall see that all necessary medicine, supplies and appliances are ready 
for use; and shall leave written orders for the succeeding nurse—con- 
ferring with her before leaving the patients. 

14. The wards must never be left without a nurse in charge, except 
by special permission from the Superintendent. 

15. Nurses shall report at once to the Superintendent any violation 
of the rules of the institution. 
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16. A resignation must be presented in writing to the Superintendent, 
which will in each case determine whether the reason offered is sufficient 
to justify its acceptance. 

17. A vacation of three weeks is allowed during the second and third 
years and two weeks during the first year. 

18. During illness, pupils will receive gratuitous care, but must make 
up time lost by illness or other necessary leave of absence. If sick more 
than 12 hours they must be removed to a ward in the Hospital and be 
treated by a member of the Staff. 


ETHICS AND HOSPITAL ETIQUETTE 


1. Nurses must at all times observe the ethics of nursing, cultivate a 
professional spirit, which includes a cheerful, willing obedience to au- 
thority, as well as the trying duties of the sick-room. Dignity, decorum 
and quietness of manner must be observed, and the entire time on duty 
devoted to the care and welfare of the patients. Unnecessary and other 
waste of time must be avoided. All communication with the doctors, 
the patients, the orderlies or any other person, shall be strictly pro- 
fessional. 

2. Nurses must not reprimand patients, but treat them with kindness 
and consideration. 

3. Orders from patients for drugs, stimulants, or special diet must 
not be observed, but referred to the head nurse. The personnel and pro- 
fessional affairs of patients must be held in strict confidence. The ap- 
propriation of food, or anything else belonging to the patients, will be 
cause for dismissal from the school. 

4. Nurses should not speak to patients about other physicians than 
those attending the patient. 

5. Absolute loyalty to the Hospital, the physicians, and the patients, 
is required of the nurses. 

6. Nurses must rise and remain standing when physician or Superin- 
tendent enter a patient’s room or wards. 

7. Nurses must address each other as Miss ————— when on duty, 
or when speaking of each other. 


XII 


DIETITIAN AND HOUSEKEEPER 


1. She shall have charge of the culinary department, pantries, stores, 
nurses and staff dining-rooms, with all halls and corridors pertaining to. 
them, and all furniture, utensils, tableware and linen connected therewith, 
and keep them scrupulously clean and neat. 

2. She shall inform the Superintendent daily as to the SH of 
provisions, groceries, milk and ice, which are required, receive the same, 
being responsible for the quality and quantity, and approve the bills. 
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3. See to the preparation and distribution of the food, and that it is 
served punctually and at regular hours. 

4. Have charge of the servants in her department. 

5. She shall regularly and systematically instruct the pupil nurses in 
Dietetics. 

6. She shall perform such other duties as may be required by the 
Superintendent.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS FOR THE MEDICAL AND 
SURGICAL STAPF ORFs WATTS HOSPITAL 


In order to establish and maintain a high standard of scientific work 
and to conform to the requirements of the Committee of Hospital Stand- 
ardization and Classification, the physicians and surgeons residing in 
Durham County, N. C., having membership in the Durham-Orange 
County Medical Society, and privileged to practice in Watts Hospital, 
have organized as a staff and recommend for ratification by the Board 
of Trustees the following constitution and by-laws: 


Faas RONG eal 


The name by which this organization shall be known is the Medical 
and Surgical Staff of Watts Hospital. 


AK LIOOR TT 
The meeting place of the Staff shall be Watts Hospital. 


ARTICLE ITI 


The Staff shall consist of two groups: First, the Regular Attending 
Staff, which is appointed annually by the Board of Trustees at their De- 
cember meeting; second, the Visiting Staff, which includes all the physi- 
cians and surgeons eligible to practice in the Hospital, but, who are not 
appointed by the Trustees. The Regular Attending Staff shall have the 
privilege of treating both pay and charity patients. The Visiting Staff 
shall have privilege of treating pay patients in private rooms or wards. 
Both groups shall have privilege of attending the regular monthly meet- 
ings of the Staff and take part in its discussions and deliberations, but 
only the members of the Regular Attending Staff shall have the privi- 
lege of vote or be eligible to hold office on the staff. 


ARTICLE IV 


Only physicians who have practiced in Durham County for two con- 
secutive years shall be eligible for appointment on the Regular Attend- 
ing Staff. 


ARTICLE V 


Recommendation for change in this constitution can only be made 
by a three-fourths vote of the Regular Attending Staff at a regular 
meeting, written notice having been given at a previous meeting and 
each member having been advised in writing of the proposed change; 
such changes being subject to approval by the Board of Trustees. 
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ARTICLE ] 


MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual meeting of the Regular Attending Staff for 
the purpose of organization and the election of officers shall be held on 
the first Monday night of the month following the regular appointment _ 
of the Staff by the Board of Trustees, and at an hour previous to the 
regular meeting of the entire staff. 

Sec. 2. Clinical meetings of the entire staff shall be held at 8 P. M. 
on the first Monday night of each month with the exception of July 
and August. 

Sec. 3. Business meetings of the Regular Attending Staff may be 
held pursuant to the call of the chairman. 

Sec. 4. At any meeting of the Regular Attending Staff a majority 
of all members of the group shall constitute a quorum, but in case a 
quorum be not present a lesser number may adjourn to a later date. 

Sec. 5. The order of business at a regular meeting shall be as follows: 

Minutes. 

Papers. 

Clinical cases. 

At quarterly meetings, an analysis of the clinical experiences of 
the Staff. 

Suggestions for the good of the Hospital service. 

Unfinished business. 

New business. 

Adjournment. 


ARTICLE dT 


OFFICERS 


The officers of the staff shall be a chairman, vice-chairman and sec- 
retary, all of whom shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of 
the Regular Attending Staff. Each officer shall hold office for the usual 
hospital year or until his successor shall have been chosen. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the chairman shall be to preside at meetings, 
appoint committees and perform such other duties as pertain to his office. 

Sec. 3. The vice-chairman shall preside at all meetings in the ab- 
sence of the chairman. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the secretary to keep a record of the 
proceedings of the staff, to preserve all staff documents, and to mail in 
due season printed or written notices of every meeting to each affected 
staff member, and note the membership in attendance. It shall also be 
the duty of the secretary to make an annual report to the Board of 
Trustees for use in their December meeting, such report to contain the 
number of meetings attended by each staff member, his attendance at 
County, State and National Societies, and the number of days spent at 
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some recognized clinic or center for study in the work he is doing or 
intends to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 5. Any or all of the above duties may be performed by the Hos- 
pital Historian at the direction of the Secretary. 


ARTICLE ITI 


Sec. 1. Any member found guilty of fee-splitting as defined by the 
American College of Surgeons shall be dismissed from the Regular At- 
tending Staff. 

Sec. 2. Any member of the Regular Attending Staff who shall absent 
himself from three consecutive meetings of the Staff or a sum total of 
five meetings in any one year shall thereby be automatically eliminated 
from the Regular Attending Staff. 

Sec. 3. Every member of the Regular Attending Staff must spend 
at least two weeks in two years at some recognized clinic or center for 
study in the work which he is doing or expects to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 4. Each member of the Regular Attending Staff must attend at 
Ieast once in three years a meeting of the State or National Medical 
Society. 

Sec. 5. Each member of both groups of the Staff shall furnish to 
the secretary, during the month of November, a list of the medical so- 
cieties attended and the number of days spent in attendance upon some 
recognized medical clinic. 

Sec. 6. That recommendation for new members of the Regular At- 
tending Staff, as far as possible, be made from those who are limiting 
their work to definite lines, and it shall be the policy of the present 
members to limit their work as rapidly as possible to the type of work 
of the department to which they are assigned, but such recommenda- 
tions shall not be deemed to be binding upon the Board of Trustees. 


PRL G Es 


That the system of records of the Hospital be expanded as suggested 
by the Committee on Standardization of Hospitals of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and that a standing committee on records of three 
members be appointed from the Regular Attending Staff to whom all 
matters pertaining to the records of the patients be referred, the com- 
mittee to work in conjunction with a Historian of the Hospital, and to 
have jurisdiction over the records of all patients cared for by any phy- 
sician whether on the staff or not. This committee shall cooperate with 
the Superintendent and the Medical Committee in the selection of the 
Historian, on request. It is suggested that the duties of the Historian 
include the following: 

A. A general supervision of the records and method of filing same 
as found most convenient for all concerned. 
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B. To see that no record is filed without all parts being complete. 

C. To keep the proper case indexes and cross systems of refer- 
ences. 

D. To make such statistical studies as shall be asked of the Hos- 
pital. The assistance of the Staff Committee may be asked for. 

E. To carry out a follow-up system in so far as possible. 

F. To be responsible that the operative sheet is properly filled out 
at the time of the operation. An operating assistant may do the 
actual recording under the authority of the Historian. 

G. To report to the Record Committee of the Staff any physi- 
cians who are persistently negligent about matters pertaining to the 
records. 

GG. Refusal or neglect on the part of an attending physician to 
give the necessary aid to the Historian in procuring data shall ter- 
minate his privilege of treating cases in the hospital. 

H. In all surgical cases the surgeon shall previous to operation 
record the diagnosis on which treatment is based. It shall be a duty 
of the historian to see that this diagnosis is posted on the board where 
operations are listed. 


ARTICERa\: 


A. Medical histories must be taken and physical examinations made 
not later than the first 24 hours after the patient has entered the hospital. 

B. In surgical cases the essential history pertaining to the condition 
for which the patient is to be operated upon, together with the records 
of the physical examination, must be furnished to the hospital before 
the patient is operated upon, except that in emergency cases this history 
may be dictated by the surgeon before or during the operation. In non- 
emergency operative cases the history and record of the physical exami- 
nation shall be delivered to the Hospital by the surgeon or ample time 
shall be allowed for taking the history after the patient reaches the 
Hospital. 

C. During or at the close of each operation a description of the path- 
ological findings and of the operation shall be recorded, together with 
the diagnosis based upon the gross pathology; this shall be dictated by 
the surgeon himself. 


ARTICERAVE 


These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of 
the Regular Attending Staff at a regular meeting, written notice having 
been given at a previous meeting, and each member having been advised 
in writing of the proposed change. Any change or alteration will then 
be subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees. 
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The Watts Hospital offers medical, obstetrical and surgical 
service to the sick and injured. | 

Patients are admitted upon the approval of the Superin- 
tendent or a member of the Medical Committee. 

A tentative diagnosis is required before admission. 

Insane persons or those suffering from contagious diseases 
are not received. 

The charity service is confined to the poor of Durham 
County. 

The following resolution, which is one of the basic princi- 
ples of the American College of Surgeons, has been adopted 
by the Board of Trustees at a regular meeting, and is a part of 
the rules and by-laws of Watts Hospital: 

“Whereas, the American College of Surgeons is requesting 
that hospitals take definite action on the subject of fee-splitting 
among physicians and surgeons; 

“Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the practice of the divi- 
sion of fees is inconsistent with the policy of Watts Hospital, 
and that physicians and surgeons who divide fees are not per- 
mitted to practice in the Hospital, and that a copy of this reso- 
lution be sent to each physician and surgeon now in practice in 
the Hospital.”

FOREWORD 


The Watts Hospital was built by the late Mr. George W. 
Watts, of Durham, and presented to the city and county of 
Durham for the treatment of the sick. At the present time the 
hospital receives patients not only from the city and county of 
Durham, but from practically every county in the state and 
from many other states, this being largely due to the fact that 
Trinity College is located in Durham, and that the University 
of North Carolina is at Chapel Hill, just twelve miles away, 
and.a splendid thard-surfaced boulevard connects Durham and 
Chapel Hill. 

The Watts Hospital is open to all classes of patients except 
acute contagious diseases and chronic invalids. All physicians 
of Durham County who are in good standing in the Durham- 
Orange County Medical Society have access to the institution 
for the treatment of their private patients. The regular Visit- 
ing Staff appointed yearly by the Board of Trustees takes care 
of the charity cases of the city and county of Durham. The 
Visiting Staff is generally limited to doctors who specialize in 
some branch of medicine. 

The building is erected on the pavilion plan, has three 
stories and a basement, is fire-proof, and has a capacity of 110 
beds. Before his death, Mr. Watts provided funds for another 
private-room pavilion, which will be erected when the occasion 
demands. Funds amounting to approximately $125,000 are in 
the hands of the Trustees for this purpose. 

The hospital is situated in the western surburban section of 
the city in a magnificent park-like enclosure. The Nurses 
Home, with accommodations for about fifty nurses, 1s also 
within the grounds. The Staff Apartments is situated just 
across the street from the hospital. 

The plant represents an outlay for buildings of more than 
$500,000, and an endowment of like amount for its support. 
In addition to the income from this half-million dollar endow- 
ment fund, the city and county each appropriate annually to the 
institution a fixed amount. The income from pay patients takes 
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care of about two-thirds of the running expenses of the insti- 
tution. 

The Watts Hospital is equipped with the most modern 
scientific laboratory and X-Ray facilities. Both the X-Ray 
and clinical laboratories are in charge of experts in their line, 
assisted by competent technicians. The operating rooms are 
equipped with the most modern appliances obtainable, and are 
under the direction of a competent supervisor who gives her 
entire time to this important branch of the hospital work. 
Anesthetics are given by a full-time expert anesthetist. Gas 
and ether are the principal anesthetics used. 

The American College of Surgeons recognizes the Watts 
Hospital as a Class A institution, and every effort is being put 
forward by the Board of Trustees, the Visiting Staff, and the 
Resident Staff to not only keep within the minimum standard 
but to constantly improve those phases of the hospital which 
are essential to a Class A institution. The one aim of the 
Trustees is that the hospital make steady progress in the line of 
scientific medicine, the training of nurses, and the care of the 
sick and afflicted. In no sense is it controlled by any political 
faction or for personal gain.

The Report of the Superintendent 


To The Board of Trustees, 
Watts Hospital. 
LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: - 


It is my pleasure to submit the Annual Report which re- 
cords the activities of the hospital for the year ending Novem- 
ber 30, 1922. 

Two thousand, nine hundred and forty-six patients have 
experienced the benefits of the hospital during the year. 

There were treated in the wards and private rooms of the 
hospital two thousand, three hundred and fifty. Twenty-two 
and two-fifths per cent of these were unable to pay for hos- 
pitalization and were therefore admitted as charity cases. A 
further outline of this service is shown elsewhere in a tabu- 
lated summary. 

The heads of all departments have worked faithfully to 
fulfill their responsibilities. There has been an increased 
amount of work in most departments which will be noted 
from the reports. The Superintendent of Nurses is to be 
relieved of all class work by the introduction of a full-time 
instructor to the Training School. Terms have already been 
made with a very capable applicant who will fill the position 
of instructor in January. 

An audit of the books and records of the hospital was made 
by Mr. Redford, of A. Lee Rawlings & Company, for ten 
months period ending September 30, 1922. A complete set 
of books was also devised and installed to provide for the 
accounting transactions subsequent to that date. This sys- 
tem provides for keeping the accounts on an accrual basis, 
the principal records comprising the system being general 
ledger, voucher record, cash book, journal, charge record and 
patients’ card ledger. 

We were fortunate in December of 1921, to receive back 
dividends amounting to $13,000.00 on preferred stock which 
enabled us to pay off an existing debt and to take up the 
work, so much needed, in repairs to the bospital. 
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We have had from two to four painters working very near- 
ly the entire year. The painting consists of all rooms and halls 
on second and third floors of the main building, except the 
Children’s Ward which had recently been done, the operating 
pavilion, halls and stairways on first floor, the long corri- 
dor on first floor (one coat only—another is to follow), the 
superintendent’s suite, the Nurses’ Home—first floor com- 
plete—some rooms on the second floor—class room and base- 
ment corridor leading from same. On all private corridors 
and stairways a wainscoting, tipped with an oak beading, is 
finished with a paint that permits scrubbing. Door stops have 
been placed on all doors to serve as a protection to the plaster- 
ing. All radiators were bronzed, beds and tables enameled 
and-brass polished, thereby giving our quarters of reconstruc- 
tion a complete finish and very attractive appearance. 

Steamfitters went over the entire heating plant placing it 
in excellent condition. Every flange was newly packed, new 
valves and new return pipes were put in where needed. Our 
engineer finished this work by a complete overhauling of 
twenty-two steam traps. Other minor improvements or re- 
pairs to the plant equipment may be briefly mentioned as fol- 
lows: The elevator was overhauled, new door locks and the 
magnet together with new coils connected up, thereby elim- 
inating the danger caused by the open doors into the shaft. 
The boilers were overhauled, new brick for the back connec- 
tions were put in and two sets of new grates used. New 
floors in the shower baths at the Nurses’ Home were put in. 
A portion of the floor of the class room had to be taken up 
and replaced by new. The Wilkes heater was moved to the 
boiler room and installed together with the new tank, which 
arrangement supplies hot water for the entire hospital and 
Nurses’ Home during the summer months. Satisfactory re- 
pairs have been made at various times to different parts of the 
hospital roof, but the leaks in the flat roof of the long corri- 
dor have been a source of constant annoyance. Three re- 
liable firms have made efforts to stop these leaks, but as yet 
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none has been successful. All gutters and down-spouts have 
been placed in repair. 

We have added to our equipment by the purchase of the 
following: Obstetrical bed, Beck-Mueller ether vapor and 
suction apparatus, blood pressure apparatus, Sanborn metab- 
olism outfit, insulated food conveyor, reducing camera and 
projecting lantern, Chase doll, adding machine, and a com- 
plete sterilizing outfit for the operating room. It was also 
essential to invest in some furniture which had been needed 
for some time—viz: Rocking chairs, tables and rug for the 
Nurses’ Home library; davenport, table, chairs, two rugs for 
the superintendent’s suite; settee, table and chairs for the Staff 
sitting-room. New shades were put up and the old ones re- 
paired throughout the entire hospital and Nurses’ Home. 
The new book cases in the library were a gift from Mrs. 
John S. Hill to the nurses. Twenty-six new mattresses 
have been bought and placed in the patients’ private rooms, 
and twelve others have been renovated. Many chairs, includ- 
ing wheelchairs, have been put in good condition. Five ice 
boxes were repaired and relined, thereby rendering them 
practically new. 

The supply of linen was very low at the beginning of the 
year. We have bought in large quantities both bed and table 
linen. We have now plenty in use and a good supply in our 
stock room. We also have a nice supply of blankets. 

A considerable amount of new shrubbery was planted in 
the fall on the hospital grounds; much of the old was taken 
up and set in other places, thus conforming to the improved 
diagram suggested by an expert in this line. 

The garden yielded a fair crop of vegetables the past 
season; the land has been enriched by the use of tobacco 
stems. The farm horse was traded for a young mule, and a 
new spring wagon may be mentioned as another farm asset. 

The superintendent wishes to record the receipt of a let- 
ter of appreciation from Mr. and Mrs. Bruce Mason of the 
assistance rendered them on the occasion of the accident to 
their little son, Bruce, Junior, now deceased, with an enclosure 
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of a $100 Liberty Bond and a check for $50. It was sug- 
gested by Mrs. Mason that this be used in some suitable man- 
ner, preferably in the aid of small children. It is recom- 
mended that this sum be expended in the purchase of a child’s 
bed and outfit on which a memorial plate shall be placed, com- 
memorating the gift. 

The year’s work has been pleasant. We are under many 
obligations to the Lady Board of Visitors and the Hospital 
Auxiliary who have contributed through the year to our 
work and progress and to the entertainment and welfare of 
our sick. We feel that the hospital in general is in a very good 
condition and we attribute our success in a large measure to 
your hearty codperation and generous assistance.

X-ray Department 
Dr. T. C. Kerns, Roentgenologist 
E. W. Cam, Technician 


The X-ray staff consists of the roentgenologist and tech- 
nician. The roentgenologist visits the X-Ray Department 
every morning to read the plates made the previous day, to do 
all fluoroscopic work, and to give instructions in X-ray treat- 
ments. He is on call all hours for emergencies. The tech- 
nician is a whole-time man and is on call at all hours. Our 
technician has had extensive training in X-ray technique, hav- 
ing worked in several of the large X-ray laboratories of Chi- 
cago. He understands thoroughly all details and is well 
qualified to do any X-Ray work. 


The X-ray Department is so located as to make it easily 
accessible from all wards and operating room, and conven- 
ient for physicians who wish to see and examine the plates of 
their patients. It consists of a large, well-lighted general work- 
ing room where most of the plate work is done; a large, well- 
darkened fluroscopic room, a plate exhibit and plate reading 
room, a large conveniently located developing room and a 
small dressing room for out-patients. 


The plate exhibit room contains a large illuminating box 
where many plates can be exhibited at the same time. There 
is also a stereoscopic apparatus in this room. Leading off 
from the plate exhibit room is a zigzag entrance to the dark 
room where there is ample space for storing large quantities of 
plates and chemical, shelves for changing and filing plates, 
and a large stone compartment tank for developing. 

The equipment of the X-Ray Department consists of one 
large Kelly-Koett transformer, a Kelly-Koett tube stand, an 
upright fluoroscope and a large fluoroscopic table. The wiring 
is of modern over-head heavy cable. There is also a Kelly-Koett 
bedside unit, and we find this little machine very useful; in 
fact most of our plate work is done with it. Our Bucky 
diaphragm has become indispensable since it has taken all dis- 
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satisfaction out of X-raying stout patients; we can now bring 
out boney details in these as easily as we could in thin patients 
before the use of the Bucky. We have added a small Bucky 
diaphragm to our fluoroscopic screen which is also of great 
value in screening stout individuals. The reducing camera 
and projecting lantern are proving very valuable to us in 
demonstrating the work of this department. During the past 
year we have made and demonstrated many interesting plates, 
also a great number of lantern slides for use by physicians in 
illustrating papers read before medical societies. 

Requests for X-ray work: We have printed forms for 
use in requesting X-ray work which in size are uniform with 
all the other forms used in keeping records. On these forms 
we ask the patient’s name, room number, suspected pathology 
and part of anatomy to be X-rayed; when the plate is read 
findings are written on this sheet and it is sent to the Record 
Room where a copy is made to be filed with the patient’s his- 
tory. The originals are returned to the X-ray Dapartment 
where an adequate cross-index arrangement makes them easy 
of access. 

The work of the department continues to increase; our 
records show an advance over last year and we consider this 
very favorable in view of the fact that it was a hard year for 
hospitals and that the admissions to hospital were fewer than 
the previous year. We interpret this as meaning that the X-ray 
is becoming invaluable as a diagnostic adjunct. 

Following is a summary of the work for the past year:

Laboratory Department 
W. M. Copprince, M.D., Pathologist 


The laboratory staff is composed of the pathologist and 
technician. The technician has a pupil nurse assisting her. 
The pathologist visits the laboratory twice daily, and practically 
all the work is done under his supervision. Our technician 
was trained in our laboratory and was then given advanced 
work in serology under Dr. Kolmer in the Polyclinic Labora- 
tories, Philadelphia. 

The system of laboratory requests and reports that we fol- 
low is essentially that used in the Polyclinic Laboratories in 
Philadelphia. Any physician desiring laboratory work fills out 
the left side of the laboratory request card. The right side of 
the card is filled out in the laboratory and returned to the 
ward, where the nurse in charge copies it on a laboratory sheet, 
and this becomes a part of the permanent record of the patient. 
The left side of the card is retained in the laboratory and filed 
by number. They are also cross-indexed by name. The phy- 
sicians are asked to fill out this card for all work requested 
with the exception of urinalysis, no card being required for 
this examination. 


Clinical Pathology 


Routinely the charge nurse sends a specimen of the urine 
of each new patient to the laboratory. A report of this exam- 
ination is returned to the ward on a special urinalysis sheet. 
All urinalyses are done by 8:30 A. M., none being done later 
in the day unless marked “special” by the request of the 
physician. 

Whenever possible, a complete blood examination is done 
on all patients, including white cell count, hemoglobin, red 
cell count, and differential leucocyte count. Kidney function 
tests with phenolsulphonephthalien are made of practically 
all surgical patients. These tests are carried out by the resident 
physician and the specimen, accompanied by a request card, is 
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sent to the laboratory. When it is thought necessary, blood 
chemical examinations are done in addition to the kidney func- 
tion test. 


Surgical Pathology 


In the department of surgicial pathology the laboratory is 
equipped for frozen section work as well as paraffin and celloid- 
in. The paraffin method is established as routine in all speci- 
mens, whether frozen section is done or not. Tissue secured 
at operation is immediately placed in a fixative in the operating 
room and sent to the laboratory. When a frozen section is 
desired the pathologist is usually present, receives the tissue 
himself, and makes the report in person. It has been practi- 
cally a matter of routine for all tissue which is removed at 
operation to be examined. Imbedded tissue of all cases is 
indexed and kept for reference. In special cases slides of the 
tissue are also kept and filed according to name and number. 


Bacteriology 


Pathological examinations of pus, etc., from the operating 
room are requested by the physician on the request card, the 
culture usually being done at the time of operation by the 
surgeon himself. Other cultures throughout the hospital are 
usually made by the resident physician and sent to the labora- 
tory. Blood cultures are made in all cases of suspected ty- 
phoid and septicemia. Cultures for autogenous vaccines for 
patients inside the hospital are usually secured by some mem- 
ber of the laboratory staff, but autogenous vaccines are also 
made for cultures secured by physicians from patients outside 
the hospital. 


Chemistry and Serology 


We are doing the classical Wasserman reaction with three 
antigens. In addition to this, the quantitative Wasserman of 
Kolmer is being done on each specimen of blood. We believe 
that the future for quantitative Wasserman is very promising, 
as it has shown in our hands weakly positive Wassermans 
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where the older method is negative, and where clinical evi- 
dence of syphilis was present. 


Work of the Year 


Work in the laboratory for the past year has shown con- 
siderable increase over that of the previous year, in spite of 
the fact that the daily average of patients in hospital has 
been slightly less this year than last. Last year the total num- 
ber of examinations done in the laboratory amounted to about 
4500; this year the number is practically 5500, an increase of 
1000 examinations during the twelve months period. On the 
financial side we feel that the small charges that are made for 
laboratory work will total just sufficient funds to defray lab- 
oratory expenses. In fact, for the past year, there has been 
only a few dollars difference in Laboratory Income and Lab- 
oratory Expense. 


Surgical Department 


When the hospital was built one wing was designed 
especially for the operating rooms. This wing has nine rooms 
devoted exclusively to this department—the major operating 
room, minor operating room, sterilizing and instrument room, 
surgeons’ “scrub-up” and dressing room, cystoscopic room, 
and two supply rooms. 

The regular operating room corps is comprised of the 
operating room supervisor, anesthetist, three pupil nurses and 
an orderly. Additional nurses can be obtained whenever nec- 
essary. Each nurse serves three months in this department 
during her senior year and receives thorough training in prac- 
tical operating room technique. The anesthetist devotes her 
entire time to giving anesthetics—ether and nitrous oxide oxy- 
gen being the principal anesthetics used. 


The hours for operating are from 8 A. M. to 2 P. M. with 
the exception of emergencies. Operations are scheduled in the 
main office, usually two or three days in advance. At this time 
the surgeon writes his pre-operative diagnosis on the surgi- 
cal record of the patient; this sheet is then taken to the operat- 
ing room where the anesthetist fills in the anesthetic record, 
and the record is completed when the surgeon dictates a de- 
scription of the operation and the pathological findings. 


Our present sterilizing system having become entirely in- 
adequate, we contracted, in July, for a complete replacement. 
The factory allowed us $325 for our old sterilizers, making 
their bill for the new ones $1629.94; in addition to which it is 


estimated that the cost of installation, connection with the boiler © 
room (soom 119 feet distant), material and labor, will 


amount to at least $656. We feel that this apparently large ex- 
penditure is necessary in order to take care of the increased 
amount of sterilizing incident to the surgery done and the 
preparation of surgical supplies for the entire hospital, in- 
cluding the delivery room and obstetrical floor. 


The new system of sterilizers will consist of one 20 x 36 
dressing sterilizer with automatic steam control valve; one 
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pair of 25-gallon water sterilizers with automatic steam con- 
trol valve, and one 20 x 20 x 24 utensil sterilizer with hydraulic 
lift and steam and gas heat,—these three units to be fitted into 
the space now occupied by our sterilizers. There is also an 
instrument sterilizer, 10 x 16 x 24, mounted on a separate stand, 
with steam and electric heat. It is expected that this installa- 
tion will be accomplished about the first of the year, as it is 
difficult to handle the work with the old equipment. 

During the year we have spent $518 on surgical instru- 
ments, having added many new ones, while others were sent 
to the factory to be repaired and polished or replated. 

An indispensible addition to our anesthetic section is a 
Beck-Mueller ether vapor suction apparatus purchased in 
October for $175—this is in great demand for tonsillectomies. 

An instrument table of the latest type was added to the 
equipment of the major operating room. 


Report of the Operating Room Supervisor

We have had the largest number of surgical operations 
this year that we have have had in the history of the institution. 
The proportion of surgical work in the hospital has increased 
814 per cent over that of the year preceding. There have been 
1291 patients operated upon, 432 of whom had major opera- 
tions; and 964 anesthetics have been given, distributed as 
follows:

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There were 19 blood transfusions, 56 Salvarsan injections, 
195 cystoscopic examinations and treatments; the parawax 
apparatus has frequently been in use for the treatment of 
burns. 

As the City of Durham has no emergency hospital we re- 
ceive a great many accident cases which make emergency work 
in the operating room. There were 38 fractures reduced and 
21 casts applied; 33 lacerated wounds sutured and 7 gunshot 
wounds treated; 5 fingers, 2 hands and 1 foot amputated. 


Dietetic Department

Early in the year we added to out equipment a new food 
conveyor which has demonstrated its worth many times over 
in the improved service we have been able to render our pa- 
tients, and we are assured of more new equipment which will 
facilitate the food service for employees as well as for patients.

Record Department 


Rusy CovineTon, R.N. 


Our follow-up of surgical cases continues to bring results 
gratifying both to surgeons and to hospital management. Ac- 
cording to the statements of the patients about 70 per cent of 
the surgical operations performed here may be classed as suc- 
cessful and about 1 per cent as failure, the remainder being 
undertermined as yet. Of letters sent out in this regard a 
few are returned unclaimed, a few remain unanswered; the 
majority in reporting are very touching in their expressed ap- 
preciation of care received while here. 

The monthly analysis sheet serves as a convenient medium 
of presenting to the Staff at their conferences a summary of 
results obtained by medication or by surgery. ‘The data for 
this summary is assembled from a careful scrutiny of the rec- 
ords and is the first order of business taken up by the Staff. 
It shrows the Discharges of the previous month classified as 
Cured, Improved and Unimproved, and the percentage of Di- 
agnoses in which provisional and final agree or disagree; it 
also shows the number of consultations, infections, deaths, 
and autopsies, thus presenting in concise form a digest of the 
vital activities of the hospital. 

This year, in the preparation of Case Records, particular 
attention has been paid to the use of correct and accurate 
nomenclature and terminology, especially in diagnoses and sur- 
gical findings; and the physicians. and surgeons have been 
urged to devote sufficient time to the supervision of the records 
to insure their accuracy and thus provide valuable data for 
future reference. Our records are so arranged as to be easily 
accessible, and it is always gratifying when they are utilized 
by members of the Staff in the preparation of scientific articles 
for publication or for presentation before professional groups. 

It is the earnest wish of the hospital management that, in 
the near future, they may annex to the suite now in use for 
administrative purposes, another room to be devoted exclusive- 
ly to the preparation and care of the Case Records. 


Medical Department 


The Medical Department of Watts Hospital has done 
creditable work during the year of 1922. The successes and 
failures have been in keeping with those of other institutions 
of its kind. With the modern facilities available for the prac- 
tice of scientific medicine this department should show im- 
provement and do better work yearly. 

The Hospital does not afford facilities for the treatment of 
acute infectious diseases. Patients found to have Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis must leave the hospital as soon as the diagnosis 
is made. Not being able to treat acute infectious diseases and 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis is a distinct disadvantage to the Med- 
ical Department. The City of Durham does not have a muni- 
cipal hospital for the care of these patients and it is earnestly 
hoped that ways and means may be available some time soon 
for the erection of an additional building not adjoining but 
near Watts Hospital for the care of all acute infectious 
diseases. 

Many patients have been admitted for medical treatment 
from the City of Durham, Durham County and adjoining 
counties and towns; Trinity College and the University of 
North Carolina send students to Watts Hospital for medical 
care. These two institutions have an enrollment of about three 
thousand students and it is quite evident that a much greater 
field of usefulness would be made possible were infectious 
diseases admitted for treatment. Neither of these institutions 
can care for these diseases satisfactorily and there is almost 
always present among the students, who come from all over 
the state, some one or more of the acute infections requiring 
isolation and hospital care. 

Recently an apparatus for the determination of Basal 
Metabolism has been purchased by the Hospital. This is 
another forward step adding greatly to the proper diagnostic 
facilities. A Cardiograph apparatus is needed and these two 
instruments should be placed in some suitable room in charge 
of a competent operator. With the help of these two instru- 
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ments of diagnosis and the splendid Laboratory and X-ray 
equipment which the hospital already affords, as scientific 
work as is possible anywhere in the larger cities can be done.

The number and variety of cases treated bespeak the diver- 
sity of work done in the medical department. Our results 
have been in keeping with other statistical records. With the 
proper statistics, however, one can prove easily that the moon 
is made of green cheese. Statistics usually smack of the truth 
but seldom the whole truth. Therefore, space does not permit 
the publication of elaborate statistical reports which per se 
mean little. 

With the cooperation of the entire Medical Staff and the 
Hospital authorities it is earnestly hoped that the coming year 
will have in store even a larger and broader field of service 
than it has in the past. The full cooperation of those con- 
cerned is most essential. Better records of medical cases 
should be kept, daily or frequent notations should be recorded 
of the patient’s condition and progress and better histories 
taken, with a most careful study and observation of the patient. 
The patient is more important than the record, although a 
careful record is essential. If the busy Internist and the Gen- 
eral Practitioner will do this, better results will be attained, 
and the great service for suffering humanity—for which this 
magnificent hospital was inspired, constructed and donated— 
will be eminently gratified and successful. 


Obstetrical Report 


There has been a considerable increase in the number of 
babies born in the hospital—and we are confident that our 
purchase of a late model delivery table was good judgment, and 
the $174 well spent for the greater comfort of the patient and 
convenience of the doctor. There were 208 living babies born, 
including one pair of twins, and 22 still births. Of the com- 
plicated cases where radical measures were inevitable if the 
lives of mother and child were to be saved, there were 17 cases 
of eclampsia and 20 of toxemia, necessitating 8 Cesarean sec- 
tions and 10 inductions of labor. 


Pediatric Department 


The work in this department has increased markedly—ot 
late the ward space has not been sufficient for the accommoda- 
tion of its occupants. Children up to ten years of age are in- 
cluded in this branch, and it has been noted that the percentage 
of charity cases treated here runs higher than in other depart- 
ments. A separate tabulation of the work has not been pre- 
pared, though we hope to make the division in the future.

Lraining School for Nurses 


Miss MarGARET OSSENBECK, R. N. 


Superintendent of Nurses 


The training school for nurses has been in very successful 
operation for twenty-six years. It is under the direction of 
the Board of Trustees who appoints annually from the staff 
one medical and two surgical men, known as the medical com- 
mittee. This committee, with the superintendent and the 
superintendent of nurses outlines the curriculum and desig- 
nates the teacher of the separate branches. All matters of 
discipline are under their direction. 

The superintendent of nurses is the executive having 1m- 
mediate charge of the work done by the pupil nurses. She 
supervises the practical instruction in the wards, operating 
rooms, obstetrical department and classroom. She has under 
her an assistant superintendent of nurses, an operating room 
supervisor, and night supervisor. The Nurses’ Home, within 
the hospital campus, is under her supervision; also the home 
life of the pupil nurses.

Four pupils from the senior class are selected to serve three 
months each in the drug room. Pupils are also selected from 
the junior class for special training in the laboratory for a 
period of one month. 


Course of Study 


The course of study covers three years—two months of 
probation, ten months junior, twelve months intermediate, and 
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twelve months senior, during which time the superintendent 
of nurses assigns each pupil to the various wards and services 
for definite periods. The course of study is modified and im- 
proved year after year. New subjects are introduced or old 
ones taught in new and better ways.

A general lecture and quiz course is given weekly through- 
out the semester, comprising thirty-two lectures. Descriptive 
anatomy is taught by didactic lectures and demonstrations 
upon the skeleton, an occasional post-mortem examination, and 
other anatomical specimens. Physiology is taught in connec- 
tion with the anatomical discussions and further demonstra- 
tions in the laboratory. The whole course is made as practical 
as possible, stressing the anatomical and physiologic knowledge 
most useful and necessary to the nurse. 


Dietetics 
Miss LorENA ROSE 


The course in Dietitics comprises twenty-four lectures and 
recitation periods, the first lessons a preliminary course, fol- 
lowed by a course in Dieto-therapy. 


The first course embraces a study of foods, (a) their 
classifications, composition, function, a study of individual 
foods, viz: Milk, eggs meats, vegetables, cereals, etc., (b) 
the position of vitamines in the dietary, (c) the physiology 
of the alimentary canal, (d) the food requirements of the 
body, (e) methods of determining caloric values. 


The course in Dieto-therapy embraces a study of the diets 
used in special conditions—diseases of the respiratory tract, 
fevers, nephritis, infant feeding, etc. 


Associated with lecture course eight weeks of practical 
work in the diet kitchen is given each nurse. Here she is 
taught the care of food stuffs, the different methods of pre- — 
paring foods, the preparation of soups, broths, meats, vege- 
tables, salads, desserts and the serving of trays. 

The entire course is planned to give the nurse a thorough 
working knowledge of foods and diets.

Infectious and Contagious Diseases 
M. T. ADKINS, M.D. 


Agents of disease—Mechanical, physical, chemical, ani- 
mate; local and general infections; characteristics of infectious 
disease ; anti-bodies and agglutinins. Phenomena of Infection: 
Infectious agents in ‘disease; portals of entry; body in relation 
to infections; invironment. Inflammation: Cardinal symp- 
toms; leucocytosis; suppuration; pyogenic bacteria. Annual 
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parasites: Study of various contagious and infectious dis- 
eases: Definition, etiology, pathology, symptoms, complica- 
tions, prognosis, treatment. 


Bacteriology 
W. M. COPPRIDGE, M.D. 


The course in bacteriology includes about thirty lectures. 
The first part of the course is concerned very largely with the 
consideration of bacteriz life in general, the morphology, and 
the conditions affecting the growth of life. Then a number of 
lectures are devoted to the study of the various processes of 
sterilization, very little emphasis being laid upon the bacteri- 
ological technique but considerable emphasis placed upon steri- 
lization, antisepsis and disinfection as applied to medicine and 
surgery. About six lectures are devoted to the study of im- 
munity. It is the aim of the course to give the nurse a broad 
idea of the processes of immunity and the action of vaccine and 
antitoxin, and also give a clear idea of antiphylaxis. The re- 
mainder of the course is taken up with the study of the more 
common types of pathological bacteria. Considerable emphasis 
is laid upon the more common organisms such as the pneu- 
mococcus, streptococcus, typhoid, tubercle and diptheria bacii- 
lus, and less emphasis is laid on the rarer organisms, such as 
the bacillus of leprosy, glanders, plague, etc. The general plan 
of the course is not to teach details about any one subject, but 
an effort is made to devote the thirty lectures to giving a broad 
and general idea of bacteriology, infection, prophylaxis and 
immunity. 


Gynecology 


FOY ROBERSON, M.D., F. A. C. S. 


Ten or twelve lectures covering the anatomy and physiology 
of the female generative organs. Also the more common path- 
ological conditions together with the medical and surgical treat- 
ment.

Report of Finance Committee 
1922 
To The Board of Trustees of Watts Hospital: 
Gentlemen : 


The Finance Committee of the Board of Trustees of Watts 
Hospital make the following annual report: 

1. We have examined all the securities of the Endow- 
ment Fund of Watts Hospital, amounting to par value of 
$506,736.30, and have found same intact and in Safe Deposit 
boxes of Durham Loan & Trust Company. An itemized list 
of said securities is hereto attached and marked Exhibit “A.” 

It will be noted that the report of the Finance Committee 
shows that 9,000 shares of British-American Tobacco, Ltd. 
are now in the possession of Mr. J. F. Wiley, member of the 
Building Committee of Watts Hospital, to be sold by said 
Building Commitiee at the proper time and the proceeds to 
be used for the erection at Watts Hospital of a Pavilion for 
private patients. This stock has been deposited for safe keep- 
ing in Safe Deposit Box at The Fidelity Bank, Durham, N. C., 
and dividends from said stock are now accumulating and add- 
ed to this fund. 

2. Attached hereto, and marked Exhibit “B,” is a state- 
ment of receipts from Endowment Fund, and from all other 
sources for the past year, showing that all coupons on bonds 
have been cut and deposited, and all dividends on stock have 
been collected and deposited. Dividends on 400 shares of the 
Preferred Stock of Southern Power Company, which com- 
pany had not paid a dividend since April 2nd, 1917, was re- 
ceived in December, 1921, the total amount of this back divi- 
dend being $13,300. 

3. We have examined all Fire Insurance policies on prop- 
erty belonging to Watts Hospital, and also all Liability In- 
surance policies upon said property. We herewith enclose, 
marked Exhibit “C,” list showing itemized statement of this 
insurance, and by examination of this list it will be seen that 
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all policies have been properly renewed and are now in Safe 
Deposit Box of Durham Loan & Trust Company, Durham,

By-Laws 
ARTICLE I 


MEETINGS OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Annual Meeting of the Trustees shall be held on the third 
Wednesday of December of each year, at the Hospital. Regular meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held quarterly, in the months of March, 
June, September and December, on the third Wednesday, at the Hospital. 
Special meetings shall be called by the President, or by the Vice-Presi- 
dent, at the request, in writing, of at least four Trustees; or may be 
called by the President without such a request. Special meetings may be 
held at any time or place designated in the call. 

Seven Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, but a less number may adjourn. Notice of special meetings shall 
be given at least one day in advance, by notice mailed to each Trustee 
by the President or Secretary. 


ARTICLE IT 


The trustees, at the annual meeting, shall elect from their number, a 
President, a Vice-President, a Secretary, a Committee on Finance, an 
Executive Committee and an Auditing Committee, all of whom shall 
serve for one year, or until their successors are elected and qualified. 
They also shall elect a Medical Committee from the Staff, and a Treas- 
urer who need not be a member of the Board. 


AR TIGUEMITT 


THE PRESIDENT 


The President shall exercise a general supervision over all the affairs 
of the Corporation; he shall preside at all meetings of the Trustees; and 
shall be ex-officio a member of the Finance and Executive Committees. 
In case of the absence from town, resignation, death, or disability of the 
President, the Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President. 


ARTICLE IV 


THE TREASURER 


The Treasurer shall be custodian of the securities and funds of the 
corporation, shall give bond, with sureties, in such sum as the Trustees 
may designate, for the faithful discharge of all his duties. No bill shall 
be paid unless it bears the approval of the Superintendent. 

The Treasurer shall keep a record of all the receipts and expendi- 
tures, which shall always be open to the inspection of the Trustees, or 
any of them, and he shall render a detailed report of the same at the 
annual meeting, and at each regular meeting of the Trustees. 
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ARTICLE, V 
THE SECRETARY 


The Secretary shall be ex-officio a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee. He shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Trustees; he 
shall also keep a record of all endowments and of all wills or extracts 
thereof, devising or bequeathing any property to the Corporation; and 
perform such other duties as commonly devolve upon, or may be as- 
signed to such officer. 


ARTICLE VI 
THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee shall consist of the President and Treasurer, 
ex-officio, and three elective members. It shall devise ways and means 
for procuring funds for the support of the Hospital. It shall authorize 
investments, and disbursements by the Treasurer, and shall attend to all 
financial interests of the Corporation. The Finance Committee shall at 
all times be under the direction of the Trustees, and shall report its 
doings to them at such time as they may direct. 


ARTICLE VII 
THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee shall consist of the President and Secre- 
tary, ex-officio, and of three elective members. It shall have charge and 
general management of the Hospital. It shall have care of the real 
estate and other property of the Corporation. It shall supervise con- 
structions, alterations and repairs of buildings. It shall make rules for 
the government of the Hospital, and the admission and discharge of pa- 
tients. It may discharge incurable or unsuitable patients at any time, 
on the recommendation of the resident or visiting physicians. It shall 
make rules for the admission of visitors, and for the conduct of patients 
and employees; regulate the charges to patients able to pay, and gen- 
erally systematize the Hospital management. 

It shall regulate the expenses of the Hospital, but shall incur no debt 
in excess of one hundred dollars without the consent of the Trustees. 

It shall at all times be subject to the Trustees, and shall report its 
doings to them at such times as they may direct. 

It shall choose its own Chairman and meet the first Tuesday in each 
month, at 4:00 p. m. 
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ARTICLE VIII 
THE AUDITING COMMITTEE 


The Auditing Committee shall consist of two Trustees, who shall 
examine the accounts of the Treasurer each quarter, and certify to the 
same, if found correct and properly vouched, and oftener, if they see fit, 
or directed by the Trustees to do so. 


ARTICLE IX 
THE MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF 


The Medical and Surgical Staff shall consist of the white physicians 
and surgeons who are residents of Durham County who subscribe to 
the Rules and Regulations of the Hospital. It shall provide for the 
medical service of the Hospital under general rules drawn by them and 
approved by the Trustees. It shall serve without pay from the Hospital. 


ARTICLE X 
THE VISITING COMMITTEE 


The Trustees shall annually appoint from the community twelve 
ladies, who shall constitute the Board of Lady Visitors, each to perform 
two months of visiting, according to schedule to be arranged by such 
Board of Lady Visitors. 

Some members of said Board of Lady Visitors shall visit the Hos- 
pital at least once in each week during their term of service and shall 
refer questions arising therefrom to the Executive Committee, or Board 
of \ Trustees, 


EL TGs Eee 
THE MEDICAL COMMITTEE 


The Medical Committee shall be composed of three members of the 
staff. It shall have general oversight of the medical and surgical admin- 
istration of the Hospital. The members may attend all meetings of the 
Trustees, and have all the privileges of such meetings except to vote. 


ARPIGUEAXIL 
PATIENTS 


The Hospital is intended to be a free Hospital to those unable to 
pay. Inability to pay will not debar any resident of Durham City or 
Durham County from its benefits. Patients who are able to pay will 
be charged a daily or weekly sum, to be determined by the Executive 
Committee. 
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ARTICLE XIII 
FREE BEDS 


The Trustees shall endeavor to secure endcwments to the general 
fund. They shall seek to have beds indowed as Free Beds by such sums 
as will yield an income of three hundred dollars each, per year. The 
pledge of any responsible individual or of any organization by its proper 
authorities, to pay three hundred dollars a year, may be taken in lieu 
of an endowment. 


ARTICUE XLV, 
RELIGIOUS MINISTRATIONS 


It shall be competent for any inmate to request the visit of any 
spiritual adviser whom he may desire, and the Superintendent shall re- 
spect such request. 


ARTICLE XV 
AMENDMENTS 


These By-Laws may be amended or repealed, and new ones may be 
enacted, at any meeting of the Trustees; provided, that no such action 
may be taken at a special meeting, unless notice of such proposed action 
shall have been given in the cail for such meeting. 


Rules and Regulations 


I 
SUPERINTENDENT 


1. The Superintendent of the Hospital is the authorized means of 
communication between the Board of Trustees and the various officers 
and departments of the Hospital. It is his duty to visit every department 
regularly and daily, and to consult with all the officers respecting the 
conduct and management of their respective branches of Hospital or 
administrative work. He shall consult frequently with the Medical 
Committee, and with the Executive Committee in all matters relating to 
the welfare of the Hospital. In case any sudden emergency arises in 
Hospital administration in the interval between meetings of the Execu- 
tive Committee, the Superintendent is authorized to act as its representa- 
tive, but must report his actions to the Committee for approval at the 
next regular meeting. He shall see that all regulations of the Execu- 
tive Committee and Board of Trustees are carried into effect, and shall 
perform such other duties as they may direct. 

2. He shall have general control of all departments of the Hospital, 
shall hire and dismiss, or authorize the hiring and dismissal of all em- 
ployees. 

3. He shall purchase provisions, stores and supplies for the use of the 
Hospital, and see that they are properly and economically uesd. 

4. He shall report fully in writing at each meeting of the Trustees all 
matters connected with the administration of the Hospital. 

5. He shall discharge, as soon as practicable, all patients who are 
recommended for such action by the attending physician; also, if he 
deems proper, any patient who is guilty of gross misconduct, or one who 
has ceased to need the services of the Hospital. 

6. He shall have charge of the Administration Office. He shall keep 
a record of all supplies purchased, and examine, or cause to be examined, 
all articles received as to their quality, quantity and price, approve or 
disapprove all bills before sending them to the Treasurer. 

7. He shall keep an accurate inventory of all instruments, furniture, 
bedding, linen, crockery, and all movable articles within the Hospital, 
and report to the Executive Committee all articles injured destroyed 
or missing. He shall take charge of all money or valuables belonging 
to patients, and keep a record of the same, and shall deliver them to the 
patients upon their leaving the Hospital, taking receipt therefor. 

8. He shall keep regular accounts of all money received or paid out 
at the Hospital and render a copy of same each month to the Auditing 
Committee, or Treasurer. Render bills to patients and collect same 
promptly, and if unable to collect within 30 days, to inform Treasurer. 
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9. He shall keep a list of vacant wards and beds, as given to him by 
the head nurses, and assign these upon application. 

10. He shall attend to all correspondence, filing all letters received and 
keeping copies of those sent. Keep record of patients’ admission and 
discharge; file the histories and charts of the Hospital patients. 

11. He shall have a Secretary who shall do the bookkeeping, clerical 
work, etc., for him. He shall prepare pay-rolls for officers, nurses and 
other employees, secure the money from the Treasurer and pay same. 

12. He may act as “intern” or Resident Physician in emergencies, or 
at the request of the attending physician only. 

13. Upon absence of the Superintendent from the ctiy, he shall with 
the approval of the President appoint an acting Superintendent, pro tem. 


II 
MEDICAL COMMITTEE 


1. It shall elect its own Chairman. 

2. It shall codperate with the Superintendent in directing the med- 
ical and surgical work of the Hospital. 

3. It shall investigate any complaint of patients, nurses or Superin- 
tendent, relative to inefficient attention or neglect of attending physicians. 
Should such complaint be found just, and the neglect be continued, the 
Committee will recommend to the Trustees that such offending physician 
be denied the privilege of the Hospital. 

4. It shall, with the Superintendent, select a course of study for the 
students of the Training School and appoint lecturers. Any lecturer 
thus appointed who wilfully fails to meet the requirement, may be 
denied the privilege of the Hospital upon recommendation of the Com- 
mittee. 


5. The Committee may attend all meetings of the Trustees and have 
all the privileges of such meetings except to vote. 

6. Upon the completion of the probation period of student nurses, they 
shall be passed upon by the Medical Committee as to their physical fitness 
for the work. 

7. It shall hold competitive examination in June for the resident phy- 
sicians, and hand results and recommendations to Executive Committee. 

8. It shall observe the behavior of the nurses and orderlies and report 
to the Superintendent whatever it deems wrong. 


III 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF 


1. The Medical and Surgical Staff shall be elected by the Board of 
Trustees, at a,regular or special meeting, from the members of the pro- 
fession residing in Durham County who shall subscribe to the Rules and 
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Regulations of the Hospital. The term of office shall be until the next 
succeeding annual meeting, and until the new staff is elected. Subject 
to removal of a member at any time by the Trustees. 

2. All cases must be diagnosed according to the “Probable Diagnosis” 
before admission, and a full diagnosis made later upon the chart by 
the attending physician or Surgeon. 


3. All charity cases shall be assigned to the members of the Staff by 
the Superintendent, according to the diagnosis given upon admission; 
the request of the patient or physician sending said patient to the Hos- 
pital to be complied with when practicable, and without cost to the Hos- 
pital or patient. None but members of the staff can attend or operate 
upon patients not paying the regular Hospital charges for board, nurs- 
ing, etc. 

4. All members of Durham County Medical Society in good standng 
and not on the Staff, shall have all the privileges of the Hospital. 

No surgeon can do an operation requiring an anesthetic, except by 
consultation with one or more members of the Surgical Staff. The name 
of the consulting surgeon shall be given to the Superintendent by the 
attending physician. 


This restriction will not apply in cases of emergency, and where a 
reasonable effort has been made to consult a member of the Staff, but 
in such cases consultation shall be at the first opportunity. 


The consulted member of the Staff reserves the right to inform him- 
self as to the diagnosis and intended treatment, and to be present at the 
operation. The Superintendent may, however, at any time require a con- 
sultation of the entire Staff or as many thereof as he desires in either 
surgical or medical cases. This consultation to be free to patients, ex- 
cept when especially asked for by patients. 

5. The Staff shall make quarterly reports, through the Medical Com- 
mittee, to the meetings of the Board of Trustees, giving summaries of 
medical and surgical cases treated, the number and kind of operations. 


6. Visiting physicians or surgeons cannot attend patients or perform 
operations at the Hospital except upon request of some member of the 
Staff or Medical Committee, and when accompanied by a member of 
the Durham County Medical Society. 


7. All physicians who have patients in the Hospital are expected to 
make their daily visits between 9:00 A. M. and 12:00 M. They shall re- 
cord their names and hour of visits in a register to be kept for the pur- 
pose. Such entries shall be made only by the physicians themselves and 
upon each and every visit before entering the wards. 

8. No Post Mortems shall be made without written consent of per- 
sons concerned. Such consent to be filed with the Superintendent of the 
Hospital. 
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9, No surgical operation shall be performed without the consent of 
the patient or those in authority over them, when he or they can be 
safely and readily consulted. In cases in which such consent is not ob- 
tained a record of the reasons for performing the operations shall be 
kept in the Hospital. 


10. The treatment of patients not otherwise specially provided for, 
shall devolve upon the Superintendent or in his absence the Chairman 
of Medical Committee who may designate any member of the Staff to 
take charge of such patients, without any charge to the Hospital for 
such services. 

11. All physicians shall write in ink all orders for medication, diet 
and treatment for patients, and for preparation of patients for operation 
or anzsthesia. 


12. The Visiting Physician shall, whenever possible, be attended by 
a nurse when visiting his patient. 

13. They shall not visit their female patients unless accompanied by 
a nurse. They shall not visit the patients of another physician without 
invitation from such physician. Nor shall they converse with any nurse, 
or employee, in reference to any patients other than their own. 

14. They will not rebuke or censure a nurse in the presence of a pa- 
tient, and in any question of a doubt, or complaint by the patients, as to 
neglect or error in carrying out orders shall support the nurses as far 
as justice will permit, and state conditions to the Superintendent of 
Nurses. 


15. Patients are admitted only upon approval of the Superintendent, 
or member of the Medical Committee, and must sign or have a respon- 
sible party sign an application blank. 

16. Insane persons, or those suffering from delirium tremens, and all 
persons having contagious diseases shall not be admitted. Nor shall 
incurable charity cases be admitted except by special order of the Execu- 
tive or Medical Committee. 


17. Special Nurses shall be taken from the second and third year stu- 
dent nurses, when available. Graduate nurses may be employed in the 
Hospital as special nurses, only under such special conditions as may 
seem necessary and satisfactory to the Superintendent. Graduate nurses 
so employed shall be subject to the Superintendent and rules and regu- 
lations of the Hospital. 


18. No operation for abortion or incomplete abortion shall be per- 
formed in Watts Hospital without consultation with and consent of at 
least two members of the obstetrical or Gynecological Staff. 


19. No major operation shall be performed at Watts Hospital except 
in the presence of at least one surgeon in addition to the one performing 
the operation. 
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20. No pellegra patients from outside of Durham City or County 
shall be admitted to the Hospital. 

21. Smoking is forbidden in the wards, rooms, offices (except Dr.’s 
office), halls, waiting rooms, and when on duty on the ambulance. 


IV 
RESIDENT PHYSICIAN 


1. The Resident Physician shall be appointed by the Trustees on the 
recommendation of the Medical Committee. 

2. The Resident Physicians throughout their service are eee to 
the authority of the Superintendent, and must conform to all the rules 
of the institution. 


3. They shall sign an obligation to serve the full term unless relieved 
by the Board of Trustees. 

Their term shall be one year. One shall be known as Senior Resi- 
dent and one as Junior. 

4. Upon leaving the house at any time for more than an hour, the 
Superintendent must be notified. Leave of absence for not over 24 hours 
may be granted by the Superintendent. For a longer period, application 
must be made to the President upon the endorsement of the Superin- 
tendent. 


Resident Physicians must not absent themselves from the Hospital 
at the time the Visiting Physicians are expected. 

5. Each Resident Physician is granted two week’s vacation out of 
each year, this vacation being arranged by the Superintendent. After 
absence, by permission at any time, he shall report in person to the Super- 
intendent immediately upon his return. 

6. On the admission of a patient to the Hospital, a history of the 
case shall be obtained and recorded; if this cannot be furnished by the 
patient, it shall be secured, when possible, from friends or witnesses. 


The Resident Physicians shall fill up the proper admission blank and 
bed-card immediately after the admission of each patient, and a pro- 
visional diagnosis shall be made by the Resident Physician in charge 
within twenty-four hours and reported in the office. 

7. They are responsible for all patients in their care throughout the 
24 hours of each day, subject to the authority of the attending physician. 

They shall write in ink all orders for medication, diet and treatment 
for patients, and for preparation of patients for operation or anesthesia. 
No verbal orders shall be given. 


8. They shall report immediately after admission, to the Superinten- 
dent, any patient who, in their judgment, is dangerously ill or suffering 
from accident, injury, poisoning, heat-stroke, criminal assault or crimi- 
nal abortion, giving full particulars of his or her condition. If a sudden 
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or critical change takes place or accident occurs to any patients within 
the Hospital, a similar report shall be made at once to the attending 
physician. 

9. No operation nor anesthetization shall be performed, nor shall any 
obstetrical instrument be used with a view to delivery, except by direc- 
tion of the Visiting Physician. Vaginal examinations, and in female 
patients a general examination, shall not be made except in the presence 
of a nurse. 

10. In emergency cases or those requiring minor operations, such as 
opening abscesses, repairing recent wounds or amputating fingers and 
toes, they may act with permission of the Superintendent. 

11. They shall refer to the regular physician of the patient all emer- 
gency cases not admitted to the Hospital, after the primary dressing has 
been performed or immediate attention given. | 

12. Any indications of a contagious or infectious disease shall be 
reported to the Superintendent immediately upon being discovered. 


If a patient leaves the Hospital against the advice of the Resident 
physician in charge, the fact shall be reported at once to the Superin- 
tendent, who shall record and sign it in the admission book. 

13. In cases of death, a death certificate shall be issued promptly by 
the Resident Physician in attendance. Certificates cannot be issued in 
Coroner’s cases, except by order of the Coroner. 

14. Autopsies shall be performed only after consent of the relatives 
has been obtained in writing and filed with the Superintendent. When 
only a limited autopsy is granted, it is to be stated on the autopsy request. 

15. Resident Physicians shall give the head nurse such instructions 
concerning the diseases under treatment as are necessary for intelligent 
nursing. 

16. They shall refrain from conversing with nurses, or occupying 
their attention, on other than professional matters and in general avoid 
any conduct liable to misconstruction by the authorities of the Hospital 
or public. 


17. They shall never rebuke a nurse in the presence of a patient and, 
in any question of a doubt or complaint by the patients, as to neglect or 
error in carrying out orders, shall support the nurses as far as justice 
will permit, and state conditions to the head nurse. 

18. They shall respect the rules of the Training School, which for- 
bids pupils or head nurse to accompany Resident Physicians from the 
Hospital or to meet them outside the Hospital. 

19. They shall avoid attending patients in the wards or dressing 
rooms, during meal hours, except in emergencies. 

20. The admission of a patient devolves upon the Superintendent 
after the case has been pronounced admissible by the Resident or Visit- 
ing Physician. 
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21. A Resident Physician shall not be allowed to engage in the prac- 
tice of his profession outside the Hospital during his term of service, 
except by special permission of the Trustees. 

22. Morning rounds shall begin at 9:00 A. M., in the wards (unless 
required for emergency), when all dressings and treatments should be 
given or ordered. Evening rounds must be completed by 8:00 P. M. 

23. All orders for patients must be given in writing, not verbally. 
Physicians must make rounds in their departments and write all night 
orders in the night order book before going out for the evening. 

Resident Physicians must be in the office at 9:00 A. M., to receive 
and be ready to accompany the Visiting Physicians on their rounds, or 
report in the Superintendent’s office as to their whereabouts at the time. 

One Resident Physician must remain on duty at all times. 

24. Patients having been anesthetized must be accompanied to and 
placed in bed by the anesthetist. 


No patient must be left in charge of the attendant nor sent to the 
wards alone; physicians must accompany patients. 

Visits should not be made to private patient’s rooms except profes- 
sionally, and not longer than duty requires. 

25. Smoking is forbidden in the wards, rooms, offices (except Dr.’s 
office), halls, waiting rooms, and when on duty on the ambulance. 


V 
THE APOTHECARY 


1. He shall have immediate care and custody of all drugs, medicines, 
and other articles belonging to his department, and be responsible there- 
for. 


2. He shall compound and make up all medicines which may be pre- 
scribed, with exactness and promptitude. 

3. He shall deliver no medicine or other article unless the same be 
duly entered upon the prescription or order book or in writing. 


4. He shall put up medicines intended for each ward separately, and 
shall annex to them labels containing the names of the patients for whom 
they are respectively prescribed, with written or printed directions for 
_ the use of them, and shall deliver them promptly to the nurses of each 
ward, to be by them administered to the patients. 


5. He shall keep the drug store and everything belonging to it in clean 
and perfect order. He shall observe economy in everything relating to 
his department; be particularly careful in the preparation and delivery 
of medicines, and permit no noise, confusion or disorder in his premises. 
He shall compound no prescription which is not clearly and legibly writ- 
ten, together with the directions for its use, subscribed by the physician 
or surgeon prescribing the same; and no medicine or medical prepara- 
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“tion in anywise poisonous in its character, compounded in his depart- 
ment, by any assistant, shall issue therefrom until the same shall have 
been first duly compared by the apothecary in charge with the prescrip- 
tion therefor. 

6. He shall, upon entering upon his duties, examine and verify the 
inventory of ‘stock on hand. 

7. He shall be under the general supervision and control of the 
Superintendent and shall perform any duties he may require of him. 

8. He shall notify the Superintendent of all prescriptions for pay 
patients with charge therefor. 


Vi 
CLINICAL LABORATORY 


1. This Laboratory shall be in the exclusive charge of the bacteriolo- 
gist and pathologist, known as the Director. The Resident Physicians 
may have the privilege of studying in the Laboratory under the guid- 
ance of the Director. 

2. In the absence of the Director, the Senior Resident may make 
examinations for members of the Staff; but no member of the Staff 
shall be allowed to make examinations or conduct experiments in the 
Laboratory. 

3. A record of all work done by the Director must be filed in the 
Laboratory. A copy of such record of examination shall be placed on 
the patient’s chart by the Director. 

4. A charge of one dollar ($1.00) will be made every pay patient for 
each and every examination after the primary examination conducted 
by the Director. The Director should notify the Superintendent daily 
of such charges. 

5. The Laboratory will make examinations for patients not in the 
Hospital, only upon payment of charges for same being made in ad- 
vance, and when such examinations do not interfere with work for the 
Hospital. . 

6. The Director shall be under the direction or control of the Super- 
intendent. He shall give all of his time to the work assigned him in 
the laboratories and operating rooms, but may take such clinical obser- 
vation with doctor in charge of case as will aid him in his special work 
only. 

7. The Director shall develop his work in the laboratories along lines 
of original research work as rapidly as possible. 


vil 
X-RAY LABORATORY 


1, This Laboratory shall be in charge of the Director; no other per- 
son will be allowed to use the apparatus and the Director has no author- 
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ity to permit members of the Staff, or Residents, to use the electrical 
machines or other apparatus. 

2. A fee of $5.00 to $35.00 will be charged each pay patient for every 
X-Ray examination, and five dollars ($5.00) for every electrical treat- 
ment, of which charges notice shall be given daily by the Director to 
the Superintendent. 


3. The Director shall have all X-Ray plates developed, but in no 
case shall a plate be ordered developed until the examination fee has 
been made and approved by the Superintendent, except in cases of char- 
ity patients. A record of all examinations shall be kept in the X-Ray 
Laboratory by the Director. 


Vill 
SUPERINTENDENT OF NURSES 


1 The oversight of the nurses and orderlies is committed to the 
Superintendent of Nurses, 

2. She is charged with the responsibility of the Nurses’ Home and 
the instruction of nurses in the Training School, to select and accept 
probationers, to keep their accounts, and to make contracts with them 
for their respective terms of service. She is empowered, with the Super- 
intendent, to make, with the approval of the Trustees of the Hospital, 
all necessary rules for the government of nurses. 


3. She shall constantly supervise all nursing work, and shall observe 
carefully the manner in which nurses and orderlies care for the sick. 

4. It shall be her duty to approve of requisitions for ward supplies. 
She shall see that proper economy is exercised in the distribution of the 
food, and with head Surgical Nurse, in all materials for surgical dress- 
ings, and in all ward supplies and furnishings. 

5. She shall, with the Superintendent, suspend or dismiss any nurse 
who willfully breaks any of the rules. 


IX 
HEAD NURSE 


1. The Head Nurse is responsible for the cleanliness of the wards, 
rooms and all corridors and closets pertaining thereto; all implements, 
utensils, and everything in connection therewith. 

2. To superintend the nurses and nursing while on duty, and see that 
the nurses are always neat in appearance. 


3. To hold regular lectures and recitations in the ethics and practice 
of nursing in public and private work, as the Superintendent may desig- 
nate, and to instruct the probation nurses in the elementary principles. 

4. To send the linen to the laundry, keeping a list of it, and see that 
it is returned. Give out the linen to the wards and report any shortage 
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5. She shall assist in the nursing as opportunity permits and necessity 
demands. 


Xx 
SURGICAL NURSE 


1. She shall have charge of the Operating Room, and be responsible 
for the preparation and management at operations; have charge of all 
instruments and apparatus, and allow none of them to be taken out of 
the Operating Pavilion without written order from the Superintendent, 
except for immediate use in the wards. 

2. She shall teach the student nurses by regular class, the details of 
preparation of patient, operating rooms, surgical necessities and acces- 
sories. The student nurses shall serve with her in regular order, at all 
operations. 

3. She is not expected to do any nursing, but must be present at all 
operations. 

4. She shall have charge of the Surgical Store Room and give due 
notice to the Superintendent when further supplies are required. 


XI 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSE. 


The Watts Hospital Training School for Nurses was organized to 
provide skilled nursing for the patients in the Hospital. “The idea is 
to advance the profession of nursing; and it shall be a school open to 
women of culture and stability who would become pupils with a view to 
making nursing a life work.” 

The Board of Trustees of Watts Hospital adopts the following 
Rules and Regulations to be read and observed by all nurses during their 
connection with the school: 


COURSE OF STUDY AND TRAINING 


The course of training is three years, giving practical and theoretical 
instruction in medical, surgical, and obstetrical nursing, the care and 
feeding of infants and children, and the cooking and serving of meals 
for the sick. 

Lectures will be given by the Faculty of the Training School on the 
following subjects: 


Surgical Nursing. 

Materia Medica, Therapeutics and Preventive Medicine. 
Medical Nursing and Diseases of Children. 

Physiology and Anatomy. 

Gynecology and Obstetrical Nursing. 

Diseases of the Eye, Ear, Nose, and Throat. 
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General Nursing and Dietetics. 

Examinations, both oral and written, are held at the completion of 
each subject. 

Nurses cannot pass to graduation unless attaining a critical marking 
of at least 75 percent. 

Nurses are graded on practical work, personal appearance and 
manners. 

After a full term of three years, nurses must pass a final examination 
and, if satisfactory marks are obtained, will receive the diploma of the 
school at the regular commencement. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION AND RULES GOVERNING ENTRANCE 


1. Candidates for the school will be admitted in the Spring and Fall. 

2. The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-one to 
thirty-five years. 

3. After approval, they are received into the school on probation for 
two months. During this time they will be lodged and boarded, receiving 
no other compensation. : 

If they are found morally and physically fit for the work, they must 
sign a contract for three years, to obey the rules and regulations of the 
school, dress in the uniform of the Hospital, perform duties assigned to 
them by the Superintendent or Head Nurse. 

4. Those desiring admission should call in person whenever this is 
possible. If, owing to distance, this is impossible, they should write 
directly to the Superintendent and enclose postage for reply. 

5. They must be of sound health, of average height and weight, of 
good physique and in a healthy condition, with teeth well cared for. 

A physician’s certificate of health must accompany each application. 

They must also send two testimonials, one from their pastor and one 
from a recent teacher, or employer, regarding their education and gen- 
eral ability. 

Candidates must give satisfactory evidence of possessing a good Eng- 
lish education and the ability to undertake the course of study. Prefer- 
ence will be given to those who have had a high school course or its 
equivalent. Women of superior culture, when otherwise qualified for 
nurses, are preferred to those who do not possess such advantages. 

6. Pupil nurses reside in the Nurses Home (a part of the Hospital 
set apart for that purpose). 

7. In addition to board, lodging and a reasonable amount of laundry 
work, pupils are allowed twelve dollars a month for the first year, and fif- 
teen dollars a month for second and third years. Laundering of shirt- 
waists, street dresses, etc., must be paid for. 
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UNIFORM 


While on duty nurses are required to wear the uniform of the school, 
but they are not ailowea to wear them in public places, or on the streets. 
If nurses sever their connections with the school before graduation, they 
shall not be permitted to take with them any part of their uniform. No 
jewelry except a watch, the school badge, or a class pin, is to be worn 
on duty. 

The Superintendent may at any time suspend or dismiss a pupil for 
misconduct, inefficiency, neglect of duty, or for any other causes that may 
be deemed sufficient by him. Any nurse dismissed may appeal to the > 
Executive Committee. 


RULES 


1. Strict economy in the use of Hospital supplies, including drugs, 
dressings, food, gas and electricity must be observed; good care must be 
taken of Hospital appliances, furniture and of all other property. They 
are held responsible for all waste or breakage caused through neglect. 

2. Nurses are to be on duty in the wards not less than eight hours 
daily. Night nurses duty from 9 P. M. to 7:30 A. M. 

Nurses must report for duty promptly; be scrupulously clean and 
neat in person and attire, and have their hair neatly and plainly arranged. 

Two hours may be expected each day for outdoor exercise and study, 
and a part of each Sunday, when possible. 

3. The nurses’ rooms must always be open for inspection by the 
authorities, and the occupants are required to keep them in a neat and 
orderly condition. 

4. All articles of clothing must be kept in their proper places; closets 
and drawers must be kept neatly; each morning nurses will open the 
windows and put the bed to air before leaving the rooms. 

5. No nurse will be allowed to order anything on her own respon- 
sibility ; all orders must bear the signature of the head nurse. 

6. On leaving the room at night, even for a short time, the lights 
must be turned out. All lights must be out at 10:30 P. M., after which 
time there must be no loud talking or noise of any kind. 

7. Nurses must be in the house by 10:00 P. M., unless by special per- 
mission from the Superintendent of Nurses and shall never leave the 
Hospital without consent. 

8. Nurses are cautioned not to leave money or valuable jewelry in 
their rooms, as the Hospital will not be responsible therefor. 


9. Nurses are not allowed to go to the laundry or kitchen, except 
when directed by the proper authorities. 

10. All clothing to be washed must be plainly marked with the own- 
er’s full name, and be ready for the laundry at the proper time. 

11. Nurses may receive friends when not on duty, but night nurseg 
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shall not receive visitors until after 4:30 P. M. No visitors are allowed 
to remain in the Hospital after 10:00 P. M. Visitors must not be taken 
to the bedrooms without permission of the Superintendent. 

12. Visiting from ward to ward by nurses is prohibited, unless by 
special permission from the Superintendent. No nurse shall at any time 
receive visitors in any ward. 


13. Nurses when going off duty shall leave the wards and patients, 
rooms, and all pertaining thereto, in a neat and orderly condition; and 
shall see that all necessary medicine, supplies and appliances are ready 
for use; and shall leave written orders for the succeeding nurse—con- 
ferring with her before leaving the patients. 


14. The wards must never be left without a nurse in charge, except 
by special permission from the Superintendent. 

15. Nurses shall report at once to the Superintendent any violation 
of the rules of the institution. 

16. A resignation must be presented in writing to the Superintendent, 
which will in each case determine whether the reason offered is sufficient 
to justify its acceptance. 


17. A vacation of three weeks is allowed during the second and 
third years and two weeks during the first year. 

18. During illness, pupils will receive gratuitous care, but must make 
up time lost by illness or other necessary leave of absence. If sick more 
than 12 hours they must be removed to a ward in the Hospital and be 
treated by a member of the Staff. 


ETHIGS AND HOSPITAL ETIQUETTE 


1. Nurses must at all times observe the ethics of nursing, cultivate a 
professional spirit, which includes a cheerful, willing obedience to au- 
thority, as well as the trying duties of the sick room. Dignity, decorum 
and quietness of manner must be observed, and the entire time on duty 
devoted to the care and welfare of the patients. Unnecessary and other 
waste of time must be avoided. All communication with the doctors, 
the patients, the orderlies or any other person, shall be strictly pro- 
fessional. 


2. Nurses must not reprimand patients, but treat them with kindness 
and consideration. 

3. Orders from patients for drugs, stimulants, or special diet must 
not be observed, but referred to the head nurse. The personnel and pro- 
fessional affairs of patients must be held in strict confidence. The ap- 
propriation of food, or anything else belonging to the patients, will be 
cause for dismissal from the school. 


4. Nurses should not speak to patients about other physicians than 
those attending the patient. 
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5. Absolute loyalty to the Hospital, the physicians, and the patients, 
is required of the nurses. 

6. Nurses must rise and remain standing when physician or Super- 
intendent enter a patient’s room or wards. 

7. Nurses must address each other as Miss ——————— when on duty, 
or when speaking of each other. 


XII 
DIETITIAN AND HOUSEKEEPER 


1. She shall have charge of the culinary department, pantries, stores, 
nurses and staff dining-rooms, with all halls and corridors pertaining to 
them, and all furniture, utensils, tableware and linen connected therewith, 
and keep them scrupulously clean and neat. 

2. She shall inform the Superintendent daily as to the supplies of 
provisions, groceries, milk and ice, which are required, receive the same, 
being responsible for the quality and quantity, and approve the bills. 

3. See to the preparation and distribution of the food, and that it is 
served punctually and at regular hours. 

4. Have charge of the servants in her department. ~ 

5. She shall regularly and systematically instruct the pupil nurses in 
Dietetics. 

6. She shall perform such other duties as may be required by the 
Superintendent.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS FOR THE MEDICAL AND 
SURGICAL STAFF OF WATTS HOSPITAL 


In order to establish and maintain a high standard of scientific work 
and to conform to the requirements of the Committee of Hospital Stand- 
ardization and Classification, the physicians and surgeons residing in 
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Durham County, N. C., having membership in the Durham-Orange 
County Medical Society, and privileged to practice in Watts Hospital, 
have organized as a staff and recommend for ratification by the Board 
of Trustees the following constitution and by-laws: 


AR ICL Ee 


The name by which this organization shall be known is the Medical 
and Surgical Staff of Watts Hospital. 


OR LOL e LL 
The meeting place of the Staff shall be Watts Hospital. 


ARTICLE III 


The Staff shall consist of two groups: First, the Regular Attending 
Staff, which is appointed annually by the Board of Trustees at their De- 
cember meeting; second, the Visiting Staff, which includes all the physi- 
cians and surgeons eligible to practice in the Hospital, but who are not 
appointed by the Trustees. The Regular Attending Staff shall have the 
privilege of treating both pay and charity patients. The Visiting Staff 
shall have privilege of treating pay patients in private rooms or wards. 
Both groups shall have privilege of attending the regular monthly meet- 
ings of the Staff and take part in its dscussions and deliberations, but 
only the members of the Regular Attending Staff shall have the priv- 
ilege of vote or be eligible to hold office on the staff. 


ARTICLE IV 


Only physicians who have practiced in Durham County for two con- 
secutive years shall be eligible for appointment on the Regular Attend- 
ing Staff. 

ARTICLE V 


Recommendation for change in this constitution can only be made 
by a three-fourths vote of the Regular Attending Staff at a regular 
meeting, written notice having been given at a previous meeting and 
each member having been advised in writing of the proposed change; 
such changes being subject to approval by the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE I 


MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual meeting of the Regular Attending Staff for 
the purpose of organization and the election of officers shall be held on 
the first Monday night of the month following the regular appointment 
of the Staff by the Board of Trustees, and at an hour previous to the 
regular meeting of the entire staff. 
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Sec. 2. Clinical meetings of the entire staff shall be held at 8 P. M. 
on the first Monday night of each month with the exception of July 
and August. 

Sec. 3. Business meetings of the Regular Attending Staff may be 
held pursuant to the call of the chairman. 

Sec. 4. At any meeting of the Regular Attending Staff a majority 
of all members of the group shall constitute a quorum, but in case a 
quorum be not present a lesser number may adjourn to a later date. 

Sec. 5. The order of business at a regular meeting shall be as 
follows: 

Minutes. 
Papers. 
Clinical cases. 
At quarterly meetings, an analysis of the clinical experiences of 
the staff. 
Suggestions for the good of the Hospital service. 
Unfinished business. 
New business. 
Adjournment. 
ARTIGUEe 


OFFICERS 


The officers of the staff shall be a chairman, vice-chairman and sec- 
retary, all of whom shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of 
the Regular Attending Staff. Each officer shall hold office for the usual 
hospital year or until his successor shall have been chosen. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the chairman shall be to preside at meetings, 
appoint committees and perform such other duties as pertain to his office. 

Sec. 3. The vice-chairman shall preside at all meetings in the absence 
of the chairman. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the secretary to keep a record of the 
proceedings of the staff, to preserve all staff documents, and to mail in 
due season printed or written notices of every meeting to each affected 
staff member, and note the membership in attendance. It shall also be 
the duty of the secretary to make an annual report to the Board of 
Trustees for use in their December meeting, such report to contain the 
number of meetings attended by each staff member, his attendance at 
County, State and National Societies, and the number of days spent at 
some recognized clinic or center for study in the work he is doing or 
intends to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 5. Any or all of the above duties may be performed by the Hos- 
pital Historian at the direction of the Secretary. 
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ARTICLE III 


Sec. 1. Any member found guilty of fee-splitting as defined by the 
American College of Surgeons shall be dismissed from the Regular At- 
tending Staff. 

Sec. 2. Any member of the Regular Attending Staff who shall absent 
himself from three consecutive meetings of the Staff or a sum total of 
five meetings in any one year shall thereby be automatically eliminated 
from the Regular Attending Staff. 

Sec. 3. Every member of the Regular Attending Staff must spend 
at least two weeks in two years at some recognized clinic or center for 
study in the work which he is doing or expects to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 4. Each member of the Regular Attending Staff must attend at 
least once in three years a meeting of the State or National Medical 
Society. 

Sec. 5. Each member of both groups of the Staff shall furnish to 
the secretary, during the month of November, a list of the medical so- 
cieties attended and the number of days spent in attendance upon some 
recognized medical clinic. 

Sec. 6. That recommendation for new members of the Regular 
Attending Staff, as far as possible, be made from those who are limiting 
their work to definite lines, and it shall be the policy of the present 
members to limit their work as rapidly as possible to the type of work 
of the department to which they are assigned, but such recommenda- 
tions shall not be deemed to be binding upon the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE: 1V 


That the system of records of the Hospital be expanded as suggested 
by the Committee on Standardization of Hospitals of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and that a standing committee on records of three 
members be appointed from the Regular Attending Staff to whom all 
matters pertaining to the records of the patients be referred, the com- 
mittee to work in conjunction with a Historian of the Hospital, and to 
have jurisdiction over the records of all patients cared for by any phy- 
sician whether on the staff or not. This committee shall cooperate with 
the Superintendent and the Medical Committee in the selection of the 
Historian, or request. It is suggested that the duties of the Historian 
include the following: 

A. A general supervision of the records and method of filing same 
as found most convenient for all concerned. 

B. To see that no record is filed without all parts being complete. 

C. To keep the proper case indexes and cross systems of refer- 
ences. 
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D. To make such statistical studies as shall be asked of the Hos- 
pital, The assistance of the Staff Committee may be asked for. 

E. To carry out a follow-up system in so far as possible. 

F. To be responsible that the operative sheet is properly filled out 
at the time of the operation. An operating assistant may do the 
actual recording under the authority of the Historian. 

G. To report to the Record Committee of the Staff any physi- 
cians who are persistently negligent about matters pertaining to the 
records. 

GG. Refusal or neglect on the part of an attending physician to 
give the necessary aid to the Historian in procuring data shall ter- 
minate his privilege of treating cases in the hospital. 

H. In all surgical cases the surgeon shall previous to operation 
record the diagnosis on which treatment is based. It shall be a duty 
of the historian to see that this diagnosis is posted on the board where 
operations are listed. 


ARTICLE V 


A. Medical histories must be taken and physical examinations made 
not later than the first 24 hours after the patient has entered the hospital. 

B. In surgical cases the essential history pertaining to the condition 
for which the patient is to be operated upon, together with the records 
of the physical examination, must be furnished to the hospital before 
the patient is operated upon, except that in emergency cases this history 
may be dictated by the surgeon before or after the operation. In non- 
emergency operative cases the history and record of the physical exami- 
nation shall be delivered to the Hospital by the surgeon or ample time 
shall be allowed for taking the history after the patient reaches the 
Hospital. 


C. During or at the close of each operation a description of the ! 


pathological findings and of the operation shall be recorded, together 


with the diagnosis based upon the gross pathology; this shall be dictated | 


by the surgeon himself. 
ARTICLE VI 


These by-laws may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of | 
the Regular Attending Staff at a regular meeting, written notice having | 
been given at a previous meeting, and each member having been advised ©

in writing of the proposed change. Any change or alteration will then 


be subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees. 
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The Watts Hospital offers medical, obstetrical 
and surgical service to the sick and injured. 


Patients are admitted upon the approval of the 
Superintendent or a member of the Medical 
Committee. 


A tentative diagnosis is required before ad- 
mission. 

Insane persons or those suffering from con- 
tagious diseases are not received. 


The charity service is confined to the poor of 
Durham County. 





MR. GEORGE W. WATTS 
1851-1921 





History and Organization 


The Watts Hospital ranks as the sixth oldest hospital in the 
state of North Carolina. As early as 1890 Mr. Watts con- 
ceived the idea of building a hospital in Durham to care for 
the needs of the people of the City and County. 

A site was selected occupying a block on Buchanan Boule- 
vard extending southward to Watts Street. The work of con- 
struction was begun, and in a year’s time had reached its com- 
pletion. The amount expended for grounds and buildings 
amounted to $26,732.48, while furnishings and equipment 
totaled $2,325.24 and other preliminary expenses $886.96. A 
few months later a tile floor was built in the operating room 
at an additional expense of $124.00. 

On January 1, 1895, a meeting of the Board of Directors 
was called, the full number being present, consisting of Messrs. 
Be eouke, fa )yrarrish, J. L. Markham, M. A, Angier,.W. L. 
fale bw vorean, VW. VW. buller; L. D. Heartt,.L. A. Carr; 
Peco wavy anise Ore). Ci Kileo and DrivA.,G. Carr.) Mr. 
Watts stated that there had been a temporary committee acting 
with him since the hospital was begun and that this committee 
brought it up to the present state; the buildings being almost 
ready for occupancy, that they had appointed this Board of 
Directors and also a committee to get up a charter and by-laws. 
The Board then formed a temporary organization by calling 
Mr. M. A. Angier to the chair and Mr. Watts as secretary. 

The report of the committee on Charter was presented and 
discussed section by section, altered and amended, and there- 
after adopted. Messrs. Parrish and Duke were appointed 
committee to present said Charter to the Legislature and urge 
its passage. 

Upon the motion by Mr. Wall, the hospital was named the 
“Watts Hospital.” 

On February 3, 1895, in the state of North Carolina, the 
Hospital and Training School were incorporated under the 
name and style of “Trustees of Watts Hospital.” On Feb- 
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ruary 7, 1895, the Trustees met in the hospital and formally 
accepted the Charter. The By-Laws were also submitted and 
adopted at this time. 

February 20, 1895, marks the date on which the hospital 
was opened for service. Dedicatory exercises were held Feb- 
ruary 22nd in Stoke’s Hall. Mr Watts addressing the citizens 
explained the plans, methods and purpose of the hospital. “The 
hospital is yours,” he said, “to be used for the care and treat- 
ment of the sick and injured. No resident of Durham shall be 
turned from its doors because of his inability to pay.” 

Miss Florence McNulty was the hospital’s first superin- 
tendent. Her official title was better known as matron, at that 
time. The Medical and Surgical Staff consisted, as now, of 
the physicians and surgeons who were members of the Dur- 
ham Academy of Medicine (changed in 1907 to Durham 
County Medical Society). There was also a Board of Lady 
Visitors, twelve in number, elected at the first meeting of the 
Trustees. 

For the first quarter there was an average of seven patients 
a month. It took some time to educate many to a knowledge 
and appreciation of the blessing that had been prepared. But 
the new venture lived and grew, suffering, of course, the usual 
vicissitudes of pioneers. 

The rates for private or pay patients were seemingly very 
low, as from the minutes of 1902 the Trustees revised the 
charges, making the large wards $6 per week, four small rooms 
$10 per week and surgical wards $12.50 per week. The indigent 
of the city was cared for gratuituously. 

Twenty thousand dollars was invested in stocks and bonds 
by Mr. Watts and presented to the Trustees as an endowment 
for the hospital. The Board of Aldermen appropriated $100 a 
month, which amount was later increased, toward meeting the 
expense of the hospital in caring for the city’s poor. A Hos- 
pital Aid Association was organized which contributed several 
hundred dollars to the current funds. The Lady Board of Visit- 
ors gave of their time and money unsparingly in furnishing 
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and making gowns and other linen for the hospital. The 
grounds were tilled and beautified at the expense of the city. 
In 1904 an arrangement was made with Trinity College and 
the Park School whereby each student having paid up a sub- 
scription of one dollar a scholastic term, was privileged to 
treatment in the hospital ward at any time during the same 
term, without further expense. Some of the business indus- 
tries shared in this financial responsibility. Nevertheless for a 
number of years there was a heavy annual deficit which Mr. . 
Watts cheerfully liquidated. 

In 1905 the capacity of the little twenty-two bed hospital 
was increased by the addition of a new wing to the main build- 
ing, thereby giving the hospital a total patient bed capacity of 
forty-five. 

The old hospital continued in operation for a period of 
fourteen years and ten months, through its merits, growing in 
favor and popularity with the public. Miss McNulty held her 
position a year and then resigned on account of poor health. 
It is sad to note that she died in a short time after leaving the 
hospital. Misses Featherall, Betton, Buttles (Mrs. Elizabeth 
O’Kelley) and Annie Pinyon served successively as superin- 
tendents from dates of May, 1896, to October 1, 1903. Much 
credit is due each. The many capacities in which the superin- 
tendent had to serve and under less favorable conditions than 
exist at the present time, is worthy of note. 

Miss Ethel Clay was the first and only graduate from the 
Training School of Nurses in 1897. The class of 1898 num- 
bered four, and there were graduating exercises which were 
held in the court house. The course of training was changed 
from two to three years in 1908. 


Miss Mary Wyche accepted the position made vacant by 
Miss Pinyon, to serve as both superintendent and superintend- 
ent of nurses. There had been a superintendent of nurses in 
office, at times, prior to this. 

It soon became evident that if the hospital was to live up 
to its purpose it would be necessary for it to grow and increase 
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far beyond the original ideals. A new hospital was decided 
upon; architects were called into consultation and set to work 
to study the possibilities. It was decided that the present hos- 
pital and site be abandoned completely and a new location 
sought which would answer all the demands upon it and grow 
with the community. 


A lot of sixty acres was chosen outside the city, in West 
Durham, overlooking part of the city and also Trinity College. 
Kendall, Taylor & Company of Boston, Massachusetts, were 
engaged as architects, and their plans as carefully studied and 
amended were duly approved, and the labor of construction 
and equipment carried steadily forward. The first group of 
buildings consisted of the administration building, operating 
building, power house and laundry and one patients’ pavilion. 
The buildings are of fireproof construction with brick walls 
covered with stucco on the outside. The general style is a 
modified Spanish Mission type, with the characteristic red tile 
roof. 


“The Administration building is entered through an open 
loggia opening on a large memorial waiting room. This room is 
deautifully finished in Caen stone plaster with a marble floor. 
The walls are dadoed in quartered oak. The quiet oak furni- 
ture adds to the effect of worth and richness, worthy of the 
splendid aims of the generous man who made it possible.”* 
Adjoining this waiting room are the administrative offices, the 
Board of Trustees’ Room, the Doctors’ Consultation Room, 
Reception Room, superintendent’s suite and interne’s room. 
The drug room, superintendent of nurses office, the dining 
rooms for the nurses and staff are to the rear. 


The second floor is devoted to private patients and the 
maternity department. The private patients’ section on the 
front is adequately isolated from the maternity department by 
the interposition of stairs, elevator, nurses’ offices, solarium, 
etc. The third floor was originally used for the nurses and

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officers until the nurses’ home was erected. Since that time 
the front hall is used for private patients and the back wing is 
the children’s department. 

Beyond the administrative building, but contiguous, is the 
kitchen in a one story wing with a monitor. Near the main 
kitchen is a diet kitchen for the training school and a dining 
room for the help. Adequate quarters for the colored help is 
provided in the basement of the administration building. The 
first laboratory was also located in this basement. 

Across a sixty-foot service yard is the boiler house with 
the laundry on the second floor. There are three high pres- 
sure tubular boilers (two were put in place originally), coal 
pocket and engine room. The laundry is equipped with mod- 
ern electrically driven machinery with due allowance for 
expansion. 

The ward building is of a similar construction, but only 
two stories and a basement. There are two twelve-bed wards 
and six single rooms, the convalescents’ dining room on both 
wards having been converted into patients’ rooms since they 
were but little used. A solarium at the end and balconies com- 
plete the equipment. This building is used for men, the first 
floor being for surgical cases; the second, medical. In the 
basement is the morgue, a large sterilizing room and a store 
room. 

The operating pavilion is a one story building devoted 
exclusively to surgical and X-ray work. The ambulance 
entrance is located in the west side opening into a receiving 
lobby which is adjacent to the minor operating room. There 
are nine rooms in the surgical department: namely, major 
operating room, minor operating room, sterilizing and instru- 
ment room, surgeons’ “scrub up” and dressing room, cysto- 
scopic room, (formerly anesthetic room) work room for mak- 
ing supplies, general utility room and two supply rooms, The 
operating rooms and broad corridor are amply lighted through 
skylights as well as with generous windows in the walls. The 
construction is fireproof like all the other buildings; the walls 
and floors are of marble, tile and terazzo. 
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With these four buildings completed, plans were rapidly 
developing for making a transfer to the new Watts Hospital. 
Good, substantial furniture and a complete line of equipment 
graced the hospital throughout. 

Mrs. L. L. Morehead, one of the first members of the 
Board of Lady Visitors, gave a suit of mahogany furniture 
which was placed in a patient’s room, A number 9. The books 
for the Doctors’ Library were donated by Dr. Will Graham. 
There were, no doubt, other gifts of a similar nature which 
have not come to the writer’s attention. 

The task of moving is seldom a pleasant one, but under the 
thrill of such prosperity and with happy anticipations of the 
future, the work must have been a real joy. ‘There were 
thirteen patients transferred, seven of whom were charity and 
six private. Three other patients in the old hospital on this 
day were able to be discharged. And so, the record of the 
new hospital began, December 3, 1909. 

One year later a second two story pavilion was erected 
corresponding in structure but with a larger capacity, to take 
care of the women patients. There are two fourteen-bed wards 
and eight private rooms. In the basement is the locker for the 
patients’ clothing, the laboratory and originally, the nurses’ 
class room. The class room was later transferred to the 
Nurses’ Home, so as to give the needed space for the labor- 
atory extension. 

All the buildings are connected by corridors made beautiful 
with their walls of arched windows in continuous succession. 
The flat roof forms an overhead passage way for the second 
floors. 

The Lady Board of Visitors purchased the hospital’s first 
motor driven ambulance in 1914, as a memorial to Dr. A. G. 
Carr. The ambulance was operated under its auspices and 
kept in a city garage until 1919 when it was arranged to trans- 
fer this obligation to the hospital management. The ambulance 
was then sold to the hospital at a nominal sum and kept on 
the grounds. 
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In 1919 the institution of a new laboratory was authorized. 
The scope of work performed was to include all modern clin- 
ical pathology, surgical pathology, blood chemistry and serol- 
ogy. Dr. Wm. Coppridge was employed as pathologist. He, 
with the superintendent, worked out all details for this expan- 
sion and entered orders for the needed equipment and supplies. 
A large room in the basement, convenient to the old laboratory, 
was remodeled and readily adjusted for the second laboratory 
room. 

Two years later the laboratory space was again increased 
by providing a special room for the serological work and 
blood chemistry, thereby making the present laboratory con- 
sist of three large rooms. The first room is used for sterilizing, 
preparation of culture media, and a general utility room; the 
second room is used for clinical and surgical pathology; and 
the third for blood chemistry and serology. 

The X-ray department was confined to one large room and 
was fitted with the best equipment that could be bought at that 
time. A fluoroscopic screen was added to the equipment in 
1918. But with the constant improvements in X-ray machinery 
it became evident that new equipment was necessary, and in 
1919 this purchase was authorized. Dr. Homer Grimm, who 
was the recently appointed Roentgenologist, realizing the room 
provided was too small to accommodate the prospective pur- 
chase, appealed to Mr. Watts for a new X-ray building. This 
request was readily granted. Dr. Grimm was given the privi- 
lege to draw the plans which Mr. Watts placed with a local 
contractor and builder, I. G. Lawrence Bros., and the work 
was promptly brought to a finish—even before the new X-ray 
equipment arrived. 

The old X-ray room makes a well situated fluoroscopic 
room inter-connected with the operating rooms and new plate- 
taking room which is happily adapted to this type of work. 
An added convenience and necessity is a small well located 
dressing room. The plate exhibit room contains a large illumi- 
nating box which makes it possible to view a large series of 
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plates at the same time. A stereoscopic illuminator is one of 
the conveniences of the plate reading room. The dark room 
is removed from the excited X-ray tubes by a zigzag entrance 
from the plate exhibit room, thereby affording ample protec- 
tion to the sensitive plates from scattered X-rays. In the dark 
room there is space for storing large quantities of plates and 
chemicals, shelves for changing and filing plates, and a large 
stone compartment tank for developing. 

The equipment of this department consists of one large 
Kelly-Koett transformer, a Kelly-Koett tube stand, an upright 
fluoroscope, a large fluoroscopic table, a Kelly-Koett bedside 
unit and a Bucky diaphragm. We have also added a small 
Bucky diaphragm to our fluoroscopic screen. The reducing 
camera and projecting lantern have also proven a valuable 
asset. The wiring is of modern over-head heavy cable. The 
expense for the greater part of this equipment was paid by the 
estate of Mr. Watts in 1921. 

The Nurses’ Home was built at the same time as the Wom- 
an’s Pavilion, one year following the opening of the new hos- 
pital. The building is two-stories and a basement like the 
wards, and of similar construction. There are six single rooms, 
nineteen double rooms, two suites, two large reception rooms 
and in the basement, a gymnasium. 

For about nine years this building was sufficiently large to 
comfortably accommodate the nurses and a larger part of the 
employees, but as the activities of the hospital grew the number 
of nurses and staff officials correspondingly increased until 
there was need for larger quarters. Again Mr. Watts responded 
to the call in the erection of a two-story apartment house just 
outside the hospital grounds and facing the hospital on the 
front, for the employees. There are two four-room apartments 
and eight large, single rooms all of which have inter-com- 
municating baths. 

This building brings the institution up to the present. The 
plant, land and equipment represent an outlay of more than 
$500,000.00 ; there is also an endowment for the support of the 
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hospital of like amount. Before his death, Mr. Watts pro- 
vided funds, which now aggregate $225,000.00, for another 
private room pavilion which will be erected in the near future. 

Besides the income from the endowment, the city and 
county each appropriate annually to the institution a fixed 
amount which partially compensates for the hospital care to the 
city and county’s poor. The income from pay patients takes 
care of about four-fifths of the operating expense of the hos- 
pital. Trinity College has for the past two years borne the 
expense of hospiltalization in private rooms of the hospital, to 
its students. 

Miss Mary Wyche holds the longest record of service as 
superintendent. On call twenty-four hours to the day she lab- 
ored by a fine spirit of devotion through a period of ten years, 
October 1, 1903 to April 1, 1913. She was justly esteemed 
for her excellent qualities of head and heart. Her wise counsel, 
her clear vision and far-reaching influence made her girls of 
the training school, nurses of the genuine type, as is reflected 
in their work today. 

It is interesting to know that Miss Wyche also used her 
qualifications for valuable service in the nursing world. She 
organized the first training school in North Carolina, 1894; 
organized Raleigh Nurses’ Association, District Number 6; 
helped to organize and incorporate State Nurses’ Association ; 
helped secure first law for state registration which was ratified 
in 1913. She was president of the State Nurses’ Association 
for the first six years; now Honorary President of the State 
Nurses’ Association; member of first Board of Examiners of 
Trained Nurses, serving as Secretary-Treasurer for two years. 
She is now writing “The History of Nursing in the State of 
North Carolina” which will be published by the fall. 

Miss Amelia Greenwald served as Acting Superintendent 
for a short period of five months. Dr. C. D. Hill was next 
elected, July 15, 1913, to this post of duty. His successful 
administration which was vibrant with achievements testifies to 
his untiring interest, altruistic spirit and noble purpose. His 
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breadth of vision commanded the affection and admiration of 
the entire personnel of the hospital. Dr. Hill’s resignation 
became effective July 15, 1919, after which he resumed his 
practice of medicine in Jersey City. 

Dr. T. C. Kerns has also made a history of long and valu- 
able service to the hospital. First, as interne soon after the 
opening of the new hospital; after work in further studies was 
completed, he returned and in the triple capacity of anesthetist, 
pathologist and Roentgenologist, he served efficiently until the 
fall of 1918 when he resigned to volunteer for service in the 
world war. His usefulness was extended by the study and 
experience he received while in the government service of 
Roentgenology. The hospital was fortunate to be able to again 
secure his services as Roentgenologist as he returned to Dur- 
ham in 1920 to begin practice in ear, eye, nose and throat work. 

The Training School of Nurses has had a superintendent 
of nurses serving in this single capacity since July of 1913. 
Miss Vashti Bartlett, a very clever and competent nurse, was 
in charge of the school in 1914 and 1915, until she answered a 
call for foreign service, and was responsible for the institution 
of the eight-hour-duty for the pupil nurses. - Miss Elizabeth 
Gerhold (Mrs. Ernest Green) is another of our superintendent 
of nurses deserving much credit for her indefatigable and unsel- 
fish efforts to maintain a high standard of the Training School. 

Mrs. T. C. Kerns, formerly Miss Nell Curtiss, holds the 
longest record of service as surgical supervisor. Having taken 
charge of the surgical department in 1913 she retained this 
office through a period of seven and a half years. She insti- 
tuted many changes and improvements in keeping with her 
technique, and her work was of the highest type. 

Dr. J. Warren Knepp was the next superintendent. This 
was an unfortunate period, in some respects, for an executive. 
Having previously instituted many changes, some of which 
were incident to obtaining recognition from the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, the hospital had accumulated a debt which 
was growing larger, as the increased operating expense was 
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exceeding the income. Laboring under this handicap the out- 
look was discouraging. It remained to exercise strict economy 
and in his pleasant and tactful way, to make only such changes 
or improvements as were consistent with the best service and 
at the same time would pay for themselves by lessening the 
operating expense of the hospital. This he did to the best of 
his ability. Dr. Knepp’s regime lasted two years and then the 
staff was passed over to another hand which takes us up 
to the present administration. 

Mr. Watts would not allow the progress of the hospital to 
be impeded for the lack of funds. He gave $5,000.00 in Sep- 
tember of 1919 to assist in defraying the extra expense at that 
time. Two expense items alone more than consumed this 
amount, the new elevator and the new laboratory equipment. 
The $5,000.00 which had been set apart from the checking 
account in 1918 for building purposes was later used to meet 
current expenses. When the need for funds again became 
urgent in the fall of 1920, Mr. Watts was not available being 
on a tour in the Orient, but we were tided over by a loan of 
$5,000.00 from the Durham Loan and Trust Company; and a 
second loan of $5,000.00 in April of 1921, after Mr. Watts’ 
death. 

In December, 1921, back dividends amounting to $17,- 
770.00 were paid up. This enabled the hospital to pay off the 
two notes of $5,000.00 each and other debts which had accrued. 
Shortly afterward, the extra endowment left the hospital at 
Mr. Watts’ death began to yield interest and dividends which 
has more than doubled our income from this source, thus far. 

The people of Durham, indeed, rejoice that through the 
noble benefaction of Mr. Watts they have this splendid insti- 
tution for the relief of suffering. We record our respect, our 
gratitude, and our affection for this man who was a true beacon 
of human progress, in the sure confidence that the light of his 
spirit will continue to shine upon all succeeding generations.

Report of the Superintendent 


To the Board of Trustees, 
Watts Hospital. 


LapDIES AND GENTLEMEN: 

I have the honor to present herewith the Annual Report of 
the Superintendent for the year ending November 30, 1923. 

During the past year 2,532 persons received a total of 30,688 
days’ care in the public and private services; 193 babies were 
born in the hospital and 594 persons made a total of 684 visits 
to the Out-Patient Department. More detailed information 
relative to the work accomplished may be found in the depart- 
mental reports and on the statistical sheet. 

The expense shows an increase over that of the previous 
year, partly to be accounted for in the fact that we had on 
hand at the close of the year a large stock of supplies, consist- 
ing of towels, bed and table linen, cotton, gauze, china and 
scouring compounds. 

Repairs to the buildings, plant equipment, plumbing and 
heating system, which have been kept up as the necessity arose, 
amounted to an expense of more than $10,000.00. Among the 
more important repairs, alterations and improvements made 
during the year may be mentioned the following: The outside 
walls of the X-Ray Department were rebuilt in stucco. All 
window sills and cornices to the operating pavilion and cor- 
ridors were repaired, where deterioration had begun, in con- 
crete and stucco. The flat roof of the long corridor was again 
repaired with a paper and tar preparation. There was a com- 
plete renovation of the following, which consisted of painting 
the walls, staining the wood work, polishing brass and enamel- 
ing beds and tables. The first floor of the administration 
building, with exception of the halls and the Superintendent’s 
suite which were gone over a year ago; the men’s surgical 
ward; the stairways and the halls, all rooms and cupboards 
connecting same to the men’s and women’s pavilions; the lab- 
oratories and adjoining halls; the dietitian’s office; short hall 
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leading to the kitchen; servants’ dining room; diet kitchens 
on wards A and D; elevator shaft; and all iron gratings and 
wood work on the exterior of the hospital and Nurses’ Home. 

Two garages were built by the erection of partitions and 
double doors to the present automobile shed. 

Both furnaces were relined with firebrick and a new set 
of tubes were installed in boiler No. 1. 

The new equipment purchased during the year included: 
A fracture table, wheel stretcher, electric centrifuge for the 
laboratory, a proctoscope, a large number of splints, an Under- 
wood typewriter, a large range for the general kitchen, a new 
gas range for the Nurses’ diet kitchen, three invalid chairs, 
twelve beds for the Nurses’ Home to replace the twelve hos- 
pital beds which were transferred to the hospital wards, thereby 
increasing the bed capacity, six infant’s cribs for the maternity 
rooms, four dozen feather pillows, twelve mattresses, while 
eight were renovated. A five passenger Dodge Sedan and a 
handsome new ambulance were other valuable investments. 
The former ambulance, which was bought by the Lady Board, 
and gave us nine years of service, was traded in. 

Five thousand dollars was set aside from our checking 
account in October to draw interest and to be held as a reserve 
for building repairs and replacement. 

Bronze tablets, which are the gift of Mrs. Annie Watts 
Hill, have been erected in the lobby of the Hospital, in memory 
of her father and mother, Mr. George W. Watts and Mrs. 
Valinda Beall Watts. Resolutions, from the Board of Trustees, 
of acknowledgment and appreciation of this gift are contained 
elsewhere in the report as copied from its minutes. 

We take this opportunity to mention the loss the Hospital 
has sustained in the death of Dr. J. Reid Sterrett, which 
occurred June 10, 1923. Dr. Sterrett was one of the Visiting 
Physicians of the Hospital since his coming to Durham in 1915. 
Two years later he was elected to the membership of the Staff 
which he held until his death. He also served on the Lecture 
Staff. His unfailing courtesy and sterling qualities commanded 
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the affection and respect of all his friends and associates; his 
kindly interest and careful treatment of patients entrusted to 
his care at once inspired their confidence. Appended is a 
memorial minute adopted by the Durham-Orange County Medi- 
cal Society in July. 

We are pleased to record that the “Modern Hospital” con- 
tained in its July issue a good article written by Albert S. 
Kendall, of Kendall, Taylor & Company, Architects, of Boston, 
on the Watts Hospital. A large number of cuts of our attract- 
ive views were also shown, as well as a picture of the entire 
Hospital on the cover page. 

The audit of our books for the year was made by Mr. Lee, 
of A. Lee Rawlings & Co., certified accountants. 

The Hospital has thus closed a successful year of accom- 
plishments and the writer again gratefully acknowledges the 
cooperation of the heads of departments in the exacting round 
of daily tasks. We are under many obligations to the workers 
of the Auxiliary and the Lady Board who have contributed so 
largely to the entertainment and welfare of our nurses and 
patients. We are truly grateful to the Trustees for their wise 
counsel and support at all times.

Dr. T. C. Kerns, Roentgenologist 
E. W. Camm, Technician 


The work in this department continues to increase, thus 
reflecting the demands of modern medicine for increased accu- 
racy in diagnosis, made possible in this branch of service. 

During the past year more than a thousand patients were 
examined in this department. Of this number four hundred 
thirty-four were out-patients. A little over eighteen per cent 
of our work was service to charity patients. 

A written request, from the patient’s attending physician, 
for X-Ray work is required. When the plate is read findings 
are written in duplicate; one is sent to the record room, to be 
filed with the patient’s history, while the original is returned 
to the X-Ray Department where an adequate cross-index 
arrangement makes them easy of access. 

_ Very little equipment has been purchased the past year. 
Replacement of equipment has been made whenever necessary. 
A glance at the financial report will also show that we were 
conservative in our use of supplies. 

The X-Ray staff consists, as formerly, of the Roentgenolo- 
gist and Technician. The Roentgenologist visits the X-Ray 
Department each morning to read the plates made the previous 
day, to do all fluoroscopic work, and to give instruction in 
X-Ray treatments. He is on call at all hours for emergencies. 
The Technician is a whole-time man and is on call at all hours. 
Our Technician has had extensive training in X-Ray technique, 
having worked in several large laboratories under Drs. J. T. 
Case, Jenkinson and Bundy Allen. He understands thoroughly 
all details and is well qualified to do any X-Ray work.

Report of the Laboratory Department 
W. M. Coprripce, M.D., Pathologist 


The laboratory staff is composed of the pathologist and 
technician. The technician has a pupil nurse assisting her. 
The pathologist visits the laboratory twice daily, and practic- 
ally all the work is done under his supervision. Our technician 
was trained in our laboratory and was then given advanced 
work in serology under Dr. Kolmer in the Polyclinic Labor- 
atories, Philadelphia. 

The system of laboratory requests and reports that we fol- 
low is essentially that used in the Polyclinic Laboratories in 
Philadelphia. Any physician desiring laboratory work fills out 
the left side of the laboratory request card. The right side of 
the card is filled out in the laboratory and returned to the ward, 
where the nurse in charge copies it on a laboratory sheet, and 
this becomes a part of the permanent record of the patient. 
The left side of the card is retained in the laboratory and filed 
by number. They are cross-indexed by name. The physicians 
are asked to fill out this card for all work requested with 
the exception of urinalysis, no card being required for this 
examination. 


Clinical Pathology 

Routinely the charge nurse sends a specimen of the urine 
of each new patient to the laboratory. A report of this exami- 
nation is returned to the ward on a special urinalysis sheet. 
All urinalyses are done by 8:30 A.M., none being done later 
in the day unless marked “special” by the request of the 
physician. 

Whenever possible, a complete blood examination is done 
on all patients, including white cell count, hemoglobin, red cell 
count, and differential leucocyte count. Kidney function tests 
with phenolsulphonephthalien are made of practically all surgi- 
cal patients. These tests are carried out by the resident phy- 
sician and the specimen, accompanied by a request card, is sent 
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to the laboratory. When it is thought necessary, blood chemical 
examinations are done in addition to the kidney function test. 


Surgical Pathology 


In the department of surgical pathology the laboratory is 
equipped for frozen section work as well as paraffin and cel- 
loidin. The parffin method is established as routine in all speci- 
mens, whether frozen section is done or not. Tissue secured 
at operation is immediately placed in a fixative in the operating 
room and sent to the laboratory. When a frozen section is 
desired the pathologist is usually present, receives the tissue 
himself, and makes the report in person. It has been prac- 
tically a matter of routine for all tissue which is removed at 
operation to be examined. Imbedded tissues of all cases is 
indexed and kept for reference. In special cases slides of the 
tissue are also kept and filed according to name and number. 


Bacteriology 


Pathological examinations of pus, etc., from the operating 
room are requested by the physician on the request card, the 
culture usually being done at the time of operation by the 
surgeon himself. Other cultures throughout the hospital are 
usually made by the resident physician and sent to the labor- 
atory. Blood cultures are made in all cases of suspected 
typhoid and septicemia. Cultures for autogenous vaccines for 
patients inside the hospital are usually secured by some mem- 
ber of the laboratory staff, but autogenous vaccines are also 
made for cultures secured by physicians from patients outside 
the hospital. 


Chemistry and Serology 


Wasserman tests are done on all ward cases free of charge. 
Blood chemical analyses of urea, sugar and creatinin are done 
colorimetrically. 











SEROLOGICAL LABORATORY 
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Work of the Year 


Work in the laboratory for the past year has shown con- 
siderable increase over that of the previous year. On the 
financial side the small charges that are made for laboratory 
work have totaled more than the amount expended for oper- 
ating the laboratory.

Report of Basic Metabolism Laboratory 


Determination of the basic metabolic rate has been an 
important adjunct in the diagnosis of diseases of the thyroid 
gland. It has served as a valuable check upon the results 
obtained by surgery, medication and X-Ray treatments. The 
progress of improvement has been followed in some cases by 
regular determinations of the metabolic rate, and further treat- 
ment decided upon by these results. 

Dr. Brinkley and Dr. Goudge have remained in charge of 
this service throughout the year.

There were 231 cystoscopic examinations and treatments, 
20 blood transfusions and 16 neo-salvarsan injections. As all 
patients having neo-salvarsan treatments do not come to the 
operating pavilion for the administration, this figure does not 
represent the full number given in the hospital. Furthermore, 
venereal diseases in the infectious stages are not admitted, 
which would account for the small number. There have been 
21 operations for difficult extraction of teeth. 

The number of accident cases admitted directly to our ser- 
vice has been on the increase. There were 42 out-patients hav- 
ing minor operations for repair of various injuries, and 35 
fractures reduced. The major surgery in this line comes in the 
tabulation. 

Our needs in the department have not been many this year, 
apart from the usual supplies. A complete replacement of the 
sterilizing equipment was installed a year ago and is now giving 
us splendid service. A late model portable fracture table was 
added to our equipment early in the year, which has proven a 
great convenience. A cystoscopic table is promised and we 
are expecting it to arrive very soon. 

Our present personnel consists of a supervisor, three pupil 
nurses from the senior class, and an anesthetist. Extra nurses 
are given when the work justifies. The internes assist in 
anesthetics when more than one anesthetist is required at the 
same time. 

Miss Julia Sarvay, now Mrs. Harry Lee Claud, who was 
with this department as anesthetist for two years, resigned 
early in the year. She gave very efficient service and we were 
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sorry indeed to lose her. Miss Marion Ross, from Lakeside 
Hospital, Cleveland, was secured to fill this vacancy. Miss 
Ross has also given entire satisfaction and her work commands 
the highest merit. 

The year’s work has been a great pleasure; the doctors have 
been cooperative and the nurses extremely faithful. 


Report of the Record Department 


The work in the department has increased during the year 
and becomes more and more interesting. New filing cabinets 
have been installed to accommodate the growth of the records 
and a new typewriter has been added. 

A revised system of Terminology of Disease as prepared 
by Dr. Adrian V. S. Lambert, Director of the Surgical Ser- 
vice of the Presbyterian Hospital, New York, has been installed, 
which greatly facilitates the classification of case records. Rea- 
lizing that “science advances on the back of accumulated facts,” 
we have striven not only to make our records adequate for 
clinical study by physicians in charge of patients and for the 
hospital authorities to determine the character of the work they 
are responsible for, but also for those who might wish now or 
later to test the experience of others against new scientific facts. 
and theories. 

An analysis of the clinical records of each month’s dis- 
charges and deaths has been carefully prepared and presented 
for discussion at the Staff meetings which have been held 
regularly throughout the year, with exception of July and 
August. 

From the appended statistical report of discharges and 
deaths from all diseases for the year 1923, the mortality rate, 
excluding still-births, is found to be at the low figure of 3.9%. 
This includes patients admitted in a moribund state, and it 
must be borne in mind that more than one-third of the deaths. 
were patients admitted in critical conditions who died within 
forty-eight hours’ times. The mortality rate for the medical 
cases is 5.2% ; the surgical cases, 3.3% ; while the rate for the 
surgical cases being operated upon is 2.49%; the obstetrical 
cases 2.49% and the new-born, excluding still-births is 4.1%. 

A follow-up of the surgical work of one year ago (1922) 
was executed, as far as possible. There were many whose 
addresses being changed, we could not locate; others failed to 
respond to our requests. The information obtained shows the 
following :

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The Training School for Nurses 


MARGARET OSSENBECK, R.N., Superintendent of Nurses 


The Watts Hospital Training School for Nurses was estab- 
lished in 1895 and has been in successful operation since that 
time. 

The training school is under the direction of the Board of 
Trustees, who appoint annually one doctor from the Staff to 
serve three years, thereby making a committee of three, known 
as the Medical Committee. This Committee, with the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and the Superintendent of Nurses, 
outlines the curriculum and appoints the lecturers. 

It is of interest to note the increased number of young 
women seeking information each year relative to the course 
offered students in the Schools of Nursing. The course of study 
is modified and improved from year to year. In order that we 
may offer the best educational opportunities to our applicants, 
it has been necessary to add a full time Instructor to our 
teaching staff. 

The Superintendent of Nurses is the executive having the 
entire supervision of the Training School and Nurses’ Home. 
The present personnel of the school consists of the following: 
Superintendent of Nurses, Instructor, Night Supervisor, Surgi- 
cal Supervisor and Dietitian. 

We are pleased to state that the health of the Nurses has 
been excellent during the year. There was a total of one 
hundred and seventy-two days lost by illness while our average 
was forty-eight pupils.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS FOR THE MEDICAL AND 
SURGICAL STAFF OF WATTS HOSPITAL 


In order to establish and maintain a high standard of scientific work | 
and to conform to the requirements of the Committee of Hospital Stand- 
ardization and Classification, the physicians and surgeons residing in 
Durham County, N. C., having membership in the Durham-Orange 
County Medical Society, and privileged to practice in Watts Hospital, 
have organized as a staff and recommend for ratification by the Board 
of Trustees, the following constitution and by-laws: 


ARTICLE I 


The name by which this organization shall be known is the Medical 
and Surgical Staff of Watts Hospital. 


ARTICLE II 
The meeting place of the Staff shall be Watts Hospital. 


ARTICER TI 


The Staff shall consist of two groups: First, the Regular Attending 
Staff, which is appointed annually by the Board of Trustees at their 
December meeting; second, the Visiting Staff, which includes all the 
physicians and surgeons eligible to practice in the Hospital, but who are 
not appointed by the Trustees. The Regular Attending Staff shall have 
the privilege of treating both pay and charity patients. The Visiting 
Staff shall have privilege of treating pay patients in private rooms or 
wards. Both groups shall have privilege of attending the regular monthly 
meeting of the Staff and take part in its discussions and deliberations, 
but only the members of the Regular Attending Staff shall have the 
privilege of vote or be eligible to hold office on the staff. 


ARTICLE 1V 


Only physicians who have practiced in Durham County for two con- 
secutive years shall be eligible for appointment on the Regular Attend- 
ing Staff. 

ARTICLE V 

Recommendation for change in this constitution can only be made 
by a three-fourths vote of the Regular Attending Staff at a regular 
meeting, written notice having been ‘given at a previous meeting and 
each member having been advised in writing of the proposed change; 
such changes being subject to approval by the Board of Trustees. 
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ARTICLE I 


MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual meeting of the Regular Attending Staff for 
the purpose of organization and the election of officers shall be held on 
the first Monday night of the month following the regular appointment 
of the Staff by the Board of Trustees, and at an hour previous to the 
regular meeting of the entire Staff. 

Sec. 2. Clinical meetings of the entire staff shall be held at 8 P. M. 
on the first Monday night of each month with the exception of July 
and August. 

Sec. 3. Business meetings of the Regular Attending Staff may be 
held pursuant to the call of the chairman. 

Sec. 4. At any meeting of the Regular Attending Staff-a majority 
of all members of the group shall constitute a quorum, but in case a 
quorum be not present a lesser number may adjourn to a later date. 

Sec. 5. The order of business at a regular meeting shall be as 
follows: 

Minutes. 

Papers. 

Clinical cases. 

At quarterly meetings, an analysis of the clinical experiences of the 

staff. 

Suggestions for the good of the Hospital service. 

Unfinished business. 

New business. 

Adjournment. 

ARTICLE: TI 


OFFICERS 


The officers of the staff shall be a chairman, vice-chairman and sec- 
retary, all of whom shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of 
the Regular Attending Staff. Each officer shall hold office for the usual 
hospital year or until his successor shall have been chosen. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the chairman shall be to preside at meetings, 
appoint committees and perform such other duties as pertain to his office. 

Sec. 3. The vice-chairman shall preside at all meetings in the absence 
of the chairman. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the secretary to keep a record of the 
proceedings of the staff, to preserve all staff documents, and to mail in 
due season printed or written notices of every meeting to each affected 
staff member, and note the membership in attendance. It shall also be 
the duty of the secretary to make an annual report to the Board of 
Trustees for use in their December meeting, such report to contain the 
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number of meetings attended by each staff member, his attendance at 
County, State and National Societies, and the number of days spent at 
some recognized clinic or center for study in the work he is doing or 
intends to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 5. Any or all of the above duties may be performed by the Hos- 
pital Historian at the direction of the Secretary. 


ARTICLE III 


Section 1. Any member found guilty of fee-splitting as defined by 
the American College of Surgeons shall be dismissed from the Regular 
Attending Staff. 

Sec. 2. Any member of the Regular Attending Staff who shall absent 
himself from three consecutive meetings of the Staff or a sum total of 
five meetings in any one year shall thereby be automatically eliminated 
from the Regular Attending Staff. 

Sec. 3. Every member of the Regular Attending Staff must spend 
at least two weeks in two years at some recognized clinic or center for 
study in the work which he is doing or expects to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 4. Each member of the Regular Attending Staff must attend 
at least once in three years a meeting of the State or National Medical 
Society. 

Sec. 5. Each member of both groups of the Staff shall furnish to 
the secretary, during the month of November, a list of the medical 
societies attended and the number of days spent in attendance upon some 
recognized medical clinic. 

Sec. 6. That recommendation for new members of the Regular 
Attending Staff, as far as possible, be made from those who are limiting 
their work to definite lines, and it shall be the policy of the present 
members to limit their work as rapidly as possible to the tvpe of work 
of the department to which they are assigned, but such recommenda- 
tions shall not be deemed to be binding upon the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE IV 


That the system of records of the Hospital be expanded as suggested 
by the Committee on Standardization of Hospitals of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and that a standing committee on records of three 
members be appointed from the Regular Attending Staff to whom all 
matters pertaining to the records of the patients be referred, the com- 
mittee to work in conjunction with a Historian of the Hospital, and to 
have jurisdiction over the records of all patients cared for by any phy- 
sician whether on the staff or not. This committee shall codperate with 
the Superintendent and the Medical Committee in the selection of the 
Historian, or request. It is suggested that the duties of the Historian 
include the following: 
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A. A general supervision of the records and method of filing same 
as found most convenient for all concerned, 

B. To see that no record is filed without all parts being complete. 

C. To keep the proper case indexes and cross systems of refer- 
ences. 

D. To make such statistical studies as shall be asked of the Hos- 
pital. The assistance of the Staff Committee may be asked for. 

E. To carry out a follow-up system in so far as possible. 

F. To be responsible that the operative sheet is properly filled out 
at the time of the operation. An operating assistant may do the 

actual recording under the authority of the Historian. 

G. To report to the Record Committee of the Staff any physi- 
cians who are persistently negligent about matters pertaining to the 
records. ' 

GG. Refusal or neglect on the part of an attending physician to 
give the necessary aid to the Historian in procuring data shall ter- 
minate his privilege of treating cases in the hospital. 

H. In all surgical cases the surgeon shall previous to operation 
record the diagnosis on which treatment is based. It shall be a duty 
of the historian to see that this diagnosis is posted on the board 
where operations are listed. 
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A. Medical histories must be taken and physical examinations made 
not later than the first 24 hours after the patient has entered the hospital. 

B. In surgical cases the essential history pertaining to the condition 
for which the patient is to be operated upon, together with the records 
cf the physical examination, must be furnished to the hospital before 
the patient is operated upon, except that in emergency cases this history 
may be dictated by the surgeon before or after the operation. In non- 
emergency operative cases the history and record of the physical exami- 
nation shall be delivered to the Hospital by the surgeon or ample time 
shall be allowed for taking the history after the patient reaches the 
Hospital. : 

C. During or at the close of each operation a description of the 
pathological findings and of the operation shall be recorded, together 
with the diagnosis based upon the gross pathology; this shall be dictated 
by the surgeon himself. 

ARPIGCLEOVI 


These by-laws may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of 
the Regular Attending Staff at a regular meeting, written notice having 
been given at a previous meeting, and each member having been advised 
in writing of the proposed change. Any change or alteration will then 
be subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees.

Foreword 


Mr. George W. Watts built the first Watts Hospital in 
1895 and presented it to the people of Durham for the treat- 
ment of the sick. When there was need for expansion in 1908, 
Mr. Watts built the present hospital. The activities have in- 
creased steadily until the capacity is not now sufficient to meet 
the demands. 

Not only do patients come from Durham and the surround- 
ing community, but from all parts of the state and many other 
states. The Duke University being in Durham and the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina only twelve miles distant connecting 
Durham with a hard surface boulevard, the hospital serves a 
convenient retreat for their sick. The institution is open to all 
classes of patients except acute contagious diseases and chronic 
invalids. 

All poor and worthy patients of Durham County are re- 
ceived and cared for gratuituously. The City and County each 
appropriate annually to the hospital a fixed sum to assist in 
meeting this expense of hospitalizing the indigent. 

The expenditures of the hospital, of course, exceed the in- 
come from patients. The dividends from the hospital endow- 
ment, also given by Mr. Watts, have taken care of this deficit 
and other expense for additional equipment which is essential 
each year. Any profits or excess income over expeditures 
remain in custody to be used for the hospital development. 

There is a building fund, left by Mr. Watts, which now 
aggregates $250,000. The larger amount of this fund will be 
used the coming year for the erection of a new patients’ 
pavilion. 

The hospital is controlled by a self perpetuating Board of 
Trustees, divided as follows: Representing Watts’ heirs, four ; 
the Duke University, one; different churches, four; the City of 
Durham, one; the County of Durham, one; the Durham- 
Orange County Medical Society, one; the Hospital Aid Asso- 
ciation, one. 
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All physicians of Durham County who are in good standing 
in the Durham-Orange County Medical Society have access to 
the institution for the treatment of their private patients. The 
regular Attending Staff appointed annually by the Board of 
Trustees, takes care of the charity work. This Staff is generally 
limited to the doctors who specialize in some branch of 
medicine. 

The institution is equipped with efficient facilities for all 
ordinary and much special work. Competent heads are in 
charge of all departments. The Staff of Doctors are progressive 
and cooperative. Every effort is put forth to give the patients 
such services, socially and scientifically, as will most effectively 
meet the conditions.

Report of the Superintendent 


To the Board of Trustees, 
Watts Hospital. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 


It is again my pleasure to present herewith the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent for the year ending November 
30, 1924. 

During the past year 2,881 patients received a total of 
34,830 days’ care in the public and private services ; 283 living 
babies were born, and 695 patients made a total of 811 visits 
to the Out-Patient Department. As reflected in the tabulated 
reports of the different departments, the year’s activities show 
a decided increase over any of previous years. 

In keeping with the growth of the institution, it has been 
necessary to increase the working corps of doctors and nurses. 
We have kept three resident physicians since July first. There 
has been much for them to do and they have handled their work 
meritoriously. An assistant to the superintendent of nurses 
was employed early in the summer to supervise the work on 
the private floors. Miss Redwine who was appointed on our 
staff in 1923 has given her entire time to the instruction of the 
nurses and credit is due her for the excellent service she has 
rendered in the nursing department. 

The financial report shows a small increase per patient, in 
earnings, as compared with last year. The income from endow- 
ments is slightly more than the previous year; the rents from 
the Beverly Apartments lack $1,224.16 of paying for repairs to 
same that have been effected the past nine months, and there 
are other bills yet to come in for the completion of this work. 
It will be noticed that the appropriations from the City and 
County fall far short of meeting the expenses incurred in car- 
ing for the charity patients. 

The repairs required for the proper up-keep of the buildings 
and plumbing and heating system, each year bring endless 
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trouble, work, and of course, expense. For repairs to the 
plumbing and heating system, we have expended $1,843.61. 
One achievement in this connection was the transfer of all 
underground pipes of the administration building to the ceiling 
of the basement corridors. This will alleviate the difficulty 
which we had formerly in locating leaks in the pipes. The 
other work was largely replacement. Boiler No. 1 had a 
thorough overhauling with new arches and new brick work 
put in. 

The building repairs expense was much less than the previ- 
ous year, having required only $2,991.87 to meet the need. 
Repairs to the flat roof were necessary at various intervals. 
The roofs to all the buildings were gone over during the year 
and put in good condition. The ceilings and walls of the long 
corridors and the walls in the basement where the pipes were 
taken up, have been replastered. 

A renovation, which consisted of painting walls, staining 
wood work, enameling beds, chairs, tables and polishing brass, 
included the following: the men’s and women’s surgical wards, 
the children’s ward, several patient’s rooms in the private 
pavilion, several rooms at the Nurses’ Home, and the engineer’s 
cottage interiorly and exteriorly. A carpenter also went over 
the cottage making other repairs. 

Considerable work was done at the Beverly Apartments, as 
before referred to. New wall paper was hung where needed, 
other walls were painted, new floors were put down where 
putrefaction had begun, the outside wood work and iron grat- 
ings were painted and the radiators were bronzed. A steam fitter 
went over the heating system making the proper replacements. 
The three porches were covered anew. 

The expense for repairs and renewals to the hospital equip- 
ment amounted to $3,076.02. A few replacements are men- 
tioned as follows: new awnings for the operating pavilion, 
window shades throughout the house or the old ones repaired, 
an instrument sterilizer for Ward “A,” and a large refrigerator 
for the diet kitchen on Ward “D.” For the X-Ray, a new 
type Buckey was purchased while the old one was returned 
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and an allowance of $125 was made on the new Buckey; a 
developing tank, a Patterson operating Fluoroscope, and an 
illuminator with lamp. 

The telephone service was improved by the installation of 
new wiring in lead covered cables. It was decided that the 
inter-communicating system was more practical for our use, so 
the old system was retained. 

New equipment and furniture purchased may be briefly 
mentioned as follows: A cystoscopic table, a light with re- 
flector for the operating room, a dressing cabinet for the sur- 
gical department, a washing machine, five invalid chairs, three 
porch rockers, eight dining-room chairs, a desk, two tables, 
metal filing cabinets, a typewriter and an electric potato peeler. 

New fences, posts included, have been built around the 
farm, orchard, garden, hog and poultry yards. The land has 
been tilled and sown in rye. The fruit trees have been pruned. 
Hogs have been sold from the farm and an income of $166 
thereby realized. 

My sincere thanks are due the Trustees for their support 
and generosity, and also to the Lady Board and the Auxiliary 
for their ready aid and cooperation.

Report of the Laboratory Department 
W. M. Copprince, M. D., Pathologist 


The laboratory staff is composed of the pathologist and 
technician. The technician has a pupil nurse assisting her. 
The pathologist visits the laboratory twice daily, and practically 
all the work is done under his supervision. 

The system of laboratory requests and reports that we fol- 
low is essentially that used in the Polyclinic Laboratories of 
Philadelphia. Any physician desiring laboratory work fills 
out the left side of the laboratory request card. The right side 
of the card is filled out in the laboratory and returned to the 
ward, where the nurse in charge copies it on a laboratory sheet, 
and this becomes a part of the permanent record of the patient. 
The left side of the card is retained in the laboratory and filed 
by number. They are cross-indexed by name. The physicians 
are asked to fill out this card for all work requested with the 
exception of urinanalysis, no card being required for this 
examination. 


Clinical Pathology 


Routinely the charge nurse sends a specimen of the urine 
of each new patient to the laboratory. A report of this exami- 
nation is returned to the ward on a special urinalysis sheet. All 
urinalyses are done by 8:30 A.M., none being done later in the 
day unless marked “special” by the request of the physician. 

Whenever possible, a complete blood examination is done 
on all patients, including white cell count, hemoglobin, red cell 
count, and differential leucocyte count. Kidney function tests 
with phenolsulphonephthalein are made of practically all sur- 
gical patients. These tests are carried out by the resident phy- 
sician and the specimen, accompanied by a request card, is sent 
to the laboratory. When it is thought necessary, blood chemical 
examinations are done in addition to the kidney function test. 
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Surgical Pathology 

In the department of surgical pathology the laboratory is 
equipped for frozen section work as well as paraffin and cel- 
loidin. The paraffin method is established as routine in all 
specimens , whether frozen section is done or not. Tissue 
secured at operation is immediately placed in a fixative in the 
operating room and sent to the laboratory. When a frozen 
section is desired the pathologist is usually present, receives the 
tissue himself, and makes the report in person. It has been 
practically a matter of routine for all tissue which is removed 
at operation to be examined. Imbedded tissue of all cases is 
indexed and kept for reference. In special cases slides of the 
tissue are also kept and filed according to name and number. 


Bacteriology 


Pathological examinations of pus, etc., from the operating 
room are requested by the physician on the request card, the 
culture usually being done at the time of operation by the sur- 
geon himself. Other cultures throughout the hospital are 
usually made by the resident physician and sent to the labor- 
atory. Blood cultures are made in all cases of suspected typhoid 
and septicemia. Cultures for autogenous vaccines for patients 
inside the hospital are usually secured by some member of the 
laboratory staff, but autogenous vaccines are also made for 
cultures secured by physicians from patients outside the hospital. 
Chemistry and Serology 

Wasserman tests are done on all ward cases free of charge. 
Blood chemical analyses of urea, sugar and creatinin are done 
colorimetrically. 


Work of the Year 


Work in the laboratory for the past year has shown con- 
siderable increase over that of the previous year. On the 
financial side the small charges that are made for laboratory 
work have totaled more than the amount expended for oper- 
ating the laboratory.

A cystoscopic table has been added to the equipment of the 
Surgical Department. This table has proven very satisfactory 
and adds greatly to comfort of the patient. 

Due to the increased amount of surgery we are forced to 
use the minor operating room for major work, therefore much 
new equipment is needed. 

With the addition of a new building for Obstetrics and 
Pediatrics our present space will be entirely inadequate for 
extra work. So it seems essential that we should begin to 
formulate plans to meet this problem. We now need extra 
space for working and storing surgical supplies. A room for 
emergency and out patients would be a great convenience. 

The personnel consists of a supervisor, four pupil nurses, 
and an anesthetist. Each intern serves a specified term as 
second anesthetist. 
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The year’s work has been greatly enjoyed and I desire to 
thank the Superintendent, Doctors, and School of Nursing for 
their cooperation. We are glad to have Miss Virginia C. 
Flippo, R.N., in this department as anesthetist. Miss Flippo 
is a graduate of Memorial Hospital, Richmond, Va., and has 
recently taken a postgraduate course at the Polyclinic Hospital, 
New York. 


Report of the Anesthetist 
VirGINiIA C, Friippo, R.N. 


Summarily the Anesthetic Department has had a busy year. 
There have been administered a total of 1009 anesthetics, of 
which 111 have been local, novocain being used for the major- 
ity of these anesthetics. Chloroform was used in 7 cases, 
nitrous oxide in 26 cases, and ether in 865 cases. There were 
503 laporatomies done with ether anesthesia. 

The anesthetist wishes to express her appreciation of the 
cooperation and ready helpfulness of the attending surgeons.

Owing to the large number of patients treated during the 
year the work in the record department has increased and a 
complication file has been added.

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Report of the Training School For Nurses 
Marcaret OsseNBECK, R.N., Superintendent of Nurses 


It is my pleasure to present the annual report of the Watts 
Hospital Training School for Nurses for the year 1924. 

The past year has been an unusually busy one for the school 
due to the increased number of patients who made greater de- 
mands for nursing service. 

As in previous years, the graduating exercises were held in 
May at the High School Auditorium. An interesting program 
was rendered. The class of 1924 has the honor of being the 
largest ever graduated from the training school. 

The health of the nurses has been very good during the 
year. Only one hundred thirty-eight days have been lost by 
student nurses with a daily average of forty-four pupils. The 
present personnel of the school consists of the Superintendent 
of Nurses, Instructor, Night Supervisor, Surgical Supervisor, 
Floor Supervisor and Dietitian. The Floor Supervisor having 
been added during the past year.

Pupils from the Senior Class are selected to serve three to 
four months in the drug room. Pupils are also selected from 
the Intermediate Class for special training in the Laboratory 
for a period of one to two months. 

The course of study covers three years, two months of 
probation, ten months Junior, twelve months Intermediate and 
twelve months Senior, during which time the Superintendent 
of Nurses assigns each pupil to the various wards and services 
for a definite period of time.

Report of the Instructor of Nursing 
EpitH M. Repwineg, R. N. 


The class room instruction embraces a period of nine months 
each year and includes lectures, demonstrations, written lessons, 
oral and written quizzes given by the instructor and a corp of 
lecturers especially qualified for the subject which they teach. 

This instruction is supplemented by practice work on the 
wards supervised by the instructor. 

The curriculum is being rearranged to conform with the 
revised standard curriculum recommended by the American 
Nurses’ Association and will cover, during the three years’ 
course, about 582 hours divided as follows: First year, 354; 
Second year, 128; Third year, 96. 

It is planned to give the major portion of the theoretical 
work in the first two and a half years, thus affording the stu- 
dent an opportunity for special study and practice during the 
latter part of the course. 

About 180 hours are devoted to the course in Principles and 
Methods of Nursing which is divided into two parts, both given 
in the first year. The first part embraces:

The second part covers 36 hours and teaches the application 
of the above principles to the nursing of medical, surgical, 
obstetrical patients and children. 

The work has run smoothly during the year; the instructors 
and students as a whole have seemed interested and classes have 
been concluded on schedule time. 

A number of new books, including an unabridged dictionary, 
have been placed in the reference library but with the increased 
number of students, incident to the new building, and enlarged 
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scope of the courses of study there will be some need of more 
adequate teaching equipment in order that the work may be 
facilitated, the school kept up to the standard it has always 
maintained and in line with the newer developments in nursing 
education.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS FOR THE MEDICAL AND 
SURGICAL STAFF OF WATTS HOSPITAL 


In order to establish and maintain a high standard of scientific work 
and to conform to the requirements of the Committee of Hospital Stand- 
ardization and Classification, the physicians and surgeons residing in 
Durham County, N. C., having membership in the Durham-Orange 
County Medical Society, and privileged to practice in Watts Hospital, 
have organized as a staff and recommend for ratification by the Board 
of Trustees, the following constitution and by-laws: 


ARTICLE I 


The name by which this organization shall be known is the Medical 
and Surgical Staff of Watts Hospital. 


AR DIGLE TT 
The meeting place of the Staff shall be Watts Hospital. 


ARTICLE III 


The Staff shall consist of two groups: First, the Regular Attending 
Staff, which is appointed annually by the Board of Trustees at their 
December meeting; second, the Visiting Staff, which includes all the 
physicians and surgeons eligible to practice in the Hospital, but who are 
not appointed by the Trustees. The Regular Attending Staff shall have 
the privilege of treating both pay and charity patients. The Visiting 
Staff shall have privilege of treating pay patients in private rooms or 
wards. Both groups shall have privilege of attending the regular monthly 
meeting of the Staff and take part in its discussions and deliberations, 
but only the members of the Regular Attending Staff shall have the 
privilege of vote or be eligible to hold office on the staff. 


AB LIGUES LY, 


Only physicians who have practiced in Durham County for two con- 
secutive years shall be eligible for appointment on the Regular Attend- 
ing Staff. 

ARTICLE V 


Recommendation for change in this constitution can only be made 
by a three-fourths vote of the Regular Attending Staff at a regular 
meeting, written notice having been given at a previous meeting and 
each member having been advised in writing of the proposed change; 
such changes being subject to approval by the Board of Trustees. 
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ARTICLE 


MEETINGS 


Section 1. The annual meeting of the Regular Attending Staff for 
the purpose of organization and the election of officers shall be held on 
the first Monday night of the month following the regular appointment 
of the Staff by the Board of Trustees, and at an hour previous to the 
regular meeting of the entire Staff. 

Sec. 2. Clinical meetings of the entire staff shall be held at 8 P. M. 
on the first Monday night of each month with the exception of July 
and August. 

Sec. 3. Business meetings of the Regular Attending Staff may be 
held pursuant to the call of the chairman. 

Sec. 4. At any meeting of the Regular Attending Staff a majority 
of all members of the group shall constitute a quorum, but in case a 
quorum be not present a lesser number may adjourn to a later date. 

Sec. 5. The order of business at a regular meeting shall be as 
follows: 

Minutes. 

Papers. 

Clinical cases. 

At quarterly meetings, an analysis of the clinical experiences of the 

staff. 

Suggestions for the good of the Hospital service. 

Unfinished business. 

New business. 


Adjournment. 
ARTICLE II 


OFFICERS 


The officers of the staff shall be a chairman, vice-chairman and sec- 
retary, all of whom shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of 
the Regular Attending Staff. Each officer shall hold office for the usual 
hospital year or until his successor shall have been chosen. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the chairman shall be to preside at meetings, 
appoint committees and perform such other duties as pertain to his office. 

Sec. 3. The vice-chairman shall preside at all meetings in the absence 
of the chairman. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the secretary to keep a record of the 
proceedings of the staff, to preserve all staff documents, and to mail in 
due season printed or written notices of every meeting to each affected 
staff member, and note the membership in attendance. It shall also be 
the duty of the secretary to make an annual report to the Board of 
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Trustees for use in their December meeting, such report to contain the 
number of meetings attended by each staff member, his attendance at 
County, State and National Societies, and the number of days spent at 
some recognized clinic or center for study in the work he is doing or 
intends to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 5. Any or all of the above duties may be performed by the Hos- 
pital Historian at the direction of the Secretary. 


AW LICL ES TIT 


Section 1. Any member found guilty of fee-splitting as defined by 
the American College of Surgeons shall be dismissed from the Regular 
Attending Staff. 

Sec. 2. Any member of the Regular Attending Staff who shall absent 
himself from three consecutive meetings of the Staff or a sum total of 
five meetings in any one year shall thereby be automatically eliminated 
from the Regular Attending Staff. 

Sec. 3. Every member of the Regular Attending Staff must spend 
at least two weeks in two years at some recognized clinic or center for 
study in the work which he is doing or expects to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 4. Each member of the Regular Attending Staff must attend 
at least once in three years a meeting of the State or National Medical 
Society.. 

Sec. 5. Each member of both groups of the Staff shall furnish to 
the secretary, during the Month of November, a list of the medical 
societies attended and the number of days spent in attendance upon some 
recognized medical clinic. 

Sec. 6. That recommendation for new members of the Regular 
Attending Staff, as far as possible, be made from those who are limiting 
their work to definite lines, and it shall be the policy of the present 
members to limit their work as rapidly as possible to the type of work 
of the department to which they are assigned, but such recommenda- 
tions shall not be deemed to be binding upon the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE IV 


That the system of records of the Hospital be expanded as suggested 
by the Committee on Standardization of Hospitals of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and that a standing committee on records of three 
members be appointed from the Regular Attending Staff to whom all 
matters pertaining to the records of the patients be referred, the com- 
mittee to work in conjunction with a Historian of the Hospital, and to 
have jurisdiction over the records of all patients cared for by any phy- 
sician whether on the staff or not. This committee shall codperate with 
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the Superintendent and the Medical Committee in the selection of the 
Historian, or request. It is suggested that the duties of the Historian 
include the following: 


A. A general supervision of the records and method of filing same 
as found most convenient for all concerned. 

B. To see that no record is filed without all parts being complete. 

C. To keep the proper case indexes and cross systems of references. 

D. To make such statistical studies as shall be asked of the Hos- 
pital. The assistance of the Staff Committee may be asked for. 

E. To carry out a follow-up system in so far as possible. 

F. To be responsible that the operative sheet is properly filled out 
at the time of the operation. An operating assistant may do the actual 
recording under the authority of the Historian. 

G. To report to the Record Committee of the Staff any physicians 
who are persistently negligent about matters pertaining to the records. 

GG. Refusal or neglect on the part of an attending physician to give 
the necessary aid to the Historian in procuring data shall terminate 
his privilege of treating cases in the hospital. 

H. In all surgical cases the surgeon shall previous to operation 
record the diagnosis on which treatment is based. It shall be a duty 
of the Historian to see that this diagnosis is posted on the board where 
operations are listed. 

ARTICLE V 


A. Medical histories must be taken and physical examinations made 
not later than the first 24 hours after the patient has entered the hospital. 

B. In surgical cases the essential history pertaining to the condition 
for which the patient is to be operated upon, together with the records 
of the physical examination, must be furnished to the hospital before 
the patient is operated upon, except that in emergency cases this history 
may be dictated by the surgeon before or after the operation. In non- 
emergency operative cases the history and record of the physical exami- 
nation shall be delivered to the Hospital by the surgeon or ample time 
shall be allowed for taking the history after the patient reaches the 
Hospital. 

C. During or at the close of each operation a description of the 
pathological findings and of the operation shall be recorded, together 
with the diagnosis based upon the gross pathology; this shall be dictated 
by the surgeon himself. 

ARTICLE VI 


These by-laws may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of 
the Regular Attending Staff at a regular meeting, written notice having 
been given at a previous meeting, and each member having been advised 
in writing of the proposed change. Any change or alteration will then 

be subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees.

Report of the Superintendent 


To the Board of Trustees, 
Watts Hospital. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 


The following report of the Watts Hospital for the year 
1925 is respectfully submitted. 

Three thousand fifty-eight patients were admitted, three 
thousand forty patients were discharged and ninety-three re- 
mained in the hospital at the close of the fiscal year. There 
were eight hundred sixty out-patients who called for examina- 
tion, treatment or dressing of wounds. The total number of 
patients receiving attention was three thousand nine hundred 
ninety-three, The daily average was one hundred five,- which 
exceeds any average made in past years. 

With the increased population of the city, the demands 
made upon the hospital for charity beds have accordingly in- 
creased. Six hundred fifty-eight charity patients spent ten 
thousand sixty-two days in the hospital the past year. Twenty 
percent of the patients were City charity and six percent were 
County charity. 

As compared with the work of the year 1924, there has 
been an increase of two hundred fifty-two persons cared for; 
three thousand six hundred sixty-four days care; one hundred 
sixty-nine visits by out-patients. More detailed information 
relative to the work accomplished, may be found in the depart- 
mental reports. | 

The report of the Auditors shows an increase in Hospital 
Earnings of $14,224.09, and a decrease in Income from Endow- 
ment Investments and other incomes of $3,289.70. The oper- 
mnnewexpeiscs reacned: a total of 5122,238.96,)an ncredse/ ot 
222,12 over the previous year; and) other’ expenses for 
maintenance of hospital properties, etc., was $31,210.37, against 
$26,401.65 the previous year; which gives a total expense of 
$153,449.33. In addition, $5,499.67 was expended for perma-

nent improvements, new furniture or equipment; $5,000 was 
drawn from the cash balance and deposited to the credit of the 
Sinking Fund for Building Replacement. 

Our capital has further been increased by the additions to 
the Nurses’ Home and main hospital, financed by the fund 
left by Mr. Watts. The Nurses’ Home was enlarged the full 
breadth of the building, extending upward two stories, and 
basement. This addition affords comfortable rooms for twenty- 
two more nurses. A large sleeping porch and a demonstration 
room were also included in the building. The Nurses’ Dining 
Room was nearly doubled in size by constructing an extension 
on the south-west side of the main hospital building where the 
former dining room stood. This addition also gave space in 
the basement for a large, well ventilated servants’ dining room, 
store rooms and work room accessible to the main kitchen. 

All the buildings have been kept in good repair. Work on 
the roofs of the Nurses’ Home, the boiler room building and 
the flat roof corridor was necessary. New fascia was put 
around the eaves of the Nurses’ Home. The plastering in the 
ceilings of the front porches of the administration building 
and of the Nurses’ Home had to come down and be replaced 
with new. 

Three~ painters were employed pcacticallyam thicwrentiic 
year. All the private rooms, together with the furniture that 
had not been painted the year before, and the halls and stair- 
ways on the second and third floor of the main building were 
gone over. The rooms in the old building of the Nurses’ Home 
that had not been painted recently, all halls including the new 
part of the building, stairways and bath rooms were, alike, 
painted, thereby rendering the entire building spotless and new. 
The painters’ other work consists as follows: Three rooms, 
bath and the corridors in the servants’ quarters; the corridor 
in the basement of Ward “E”; the long flat roof corridor; 
numerous bath rooms ; cupboards, kitchenettes ; the Nurses’ Din- 
ing Room and the connecting butlers’ pantry; the sterilizing 
room; many stands and other furniture in the operating room; 
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the elevator shaft; the Staff Apartment House, exteriorly, and 
the inside back stairways to same. 

An expense of $458.68 appears for the completion of the 
renovation and painting of the Beverly Apartments work which 
was in process most of last year. 

Replacements had to be made from time to time in the 
plumbing and heating system. One of the important improve- 
ments was the installation of new valves over the main dis- 
tributing line. The two furnaces were overhauled and tubes 
bought for Boiler No. 1. 

A carpenter was employed much of the time who repaired 
doors, locks, screens and furniture. In addition to this he 
made new furniture or equipment as follows.: A cabinet for 
X-ray tubes, shelves for the class room, a kitchen cabinet, some 
tables for the nurses’ bed rooms, two stools for the laundry, 
several other stools for various purposes, two tables for diet 
kitchens and shelves in the new linen cupboards in the Nurses’ 
Home addition. The new furniture and shelves were painted 
by the regular painters employed for the previously referred to 
work. 

The new equipment purchased 1s mentioned as follows: A 
bread slicer, two automatic electric toasters, a mangle for the 
laundry, a’ Gwathmey gas machine, wheel stretcher, large re- 
frigerator for the laboratory, an extension table and fourteen 
bentwood chairs for the new dining room addition. Three 
dressers, sixteen beds with mattresses, twenty-one pairs of pil- 
lows, eight straight chairs, nine rockers and new shades were 
bought for the Nurses’ Home addition. 

The work has been carried on without any additions to the 
staff. The heads have shown a fine spirit of cooperation and 
not too much can be said in praise of their services rendered. 
Miss Mary Lee, of Buffalo, filled the position of Superinten- 
dent of Nurses while Miss Ossenbeck was on a leave of absence. 

The Hospital Auxiliary with Mrs. Gilbert White at its head, 
continues its splendid work of helpfulness. The Lady Board 
of Visitors stands ready at all times to cooperate and assist us 
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in every way possible. At Christmas, Commencement and Na- 
tional Hospital Day celebrations their services have been espe- 
cially valuable. The nurses have greatly enjoyed the flowers 
which the Lady Board so thoughtfully sent each time, when 
they were sick. The Medical Committee has been tireless in 
its efforts to promote the activities to the best interest of the 
hospital. 

We thank your Board for its support and wise counsel, 
which have contributed in so large a measure to the constantly 
increasing success which has attended the administration.

Determination of the basic metabolic rate continues to be 
an important adjunct in the diagnosis of diseases of the thyroid 
gland. The number of determinations has increased consider- 
ably each year since the equipment was installed three years 
ago.

This is the first year that we have used Radium. Five 
patients were given treatment for malignant conditions of the 
Uterus. The results obtained were very satisfactory.

A supply cabinet in the nurses’ work room, 
supply stand in small operating room, and new surgical instru- 
ments constitute the new equipment. 

Our present and greatest necessity is additional space. A 
dark room for Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat work, also a room 
for admitting and treating accident cases are much needed. 
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The Personnel consists of a Supervisor, Anesthetist, and 
five student nurses. Relief in the Anesthetic Department is 
secured from the Interne Staff. |

Report of the Anaesthetist

Summarily the Anaesthetic Department has had a busy year. 
There have been administered a total of 1,153 anaesthetics, of 
which 169 have been local, Novocain being used for the major- 
ity of these anaesthetics. 

Nitrous Oxide Gas was used in 245 cases, Nitrous Oxide 
Gas and Ether in 90 cases, Ether in 642, Sacral anaesthesia 3 
cases, and Chloroform 4 cases. 

Our present report shows an increase of 144 anaesthetics 
over the preceding year.

Report of the Training School for Nurses 


MARGARET OSSENBECK, R.N., Superintendent of Nurses 


I have the honor to present herewith the annual report of 
the Watts Hospital Training School for Nurses. 

The Training School is under the direction of the Board of 
Trustees, who appoint annually one doctor from the Staff to 
serve three years, thereby making a committee of three known 
as the Medical Committee. This committee, with the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital, Superintendent of Nurses and the In- 
structor of Nurses, outlines the curriculum and appoints the 
lecturers. 

The Superintendent of Nurses is the executive having the 
entire supervision of the Training School and the Nurses 
i@ilcew VV ithethe exception of the Floor Supervisor, our per: 
sonnel remains the same as last year. 

A number of new books were added to the Dr. A. G. Carr 
Memorial Library at the Nurses’ Home during the year. 

The recent additions to the dining room and the Nurses’ 
Home give us adequate space to properly care for our nurses. 

The work of the hospital has been carried on through the 
year with a continuation of efficiency which we have acquired 
and definite progress has been made towards achieving some of 
the ideals to which we aspire.

Pupils from the Senior Class are selected to serve three to 
four months in the Drug Room. Pupils are selected from the 
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Intermediate Class for special duty in the Laboratory for a 
period of two months. 

The course of study covers three years, three months of 
probation, nine months Junior, twelve months Intermediate and 
twelve months Senior, during which time the Superintendent 
of Nurses assigns each pupil to the various wards and services 
for a definite period of time.

Report of the lnustructor of Nursing 


EpitH M. REpwWINE, R.N. 


The class room instruction embraces a period of nine months 
each year and includes lectures, demonstrations, written lessons, 
oral and written quizzes, given by the instructor and a corps of 
lecturers especially qualified for the subject which they teach. 

This instruction is supplemented by practice work on the 
wards supervised by the instructor. 

The curriculum has been arranged to conform so far as pos- 
sible with the revised standard curriculum recommended by the 
National League of Nursing Education, and covers during the 
three years’ course about 582 hours divided as follows: First 
year, 354; second year, 128; third year, 96. 

At the termination of the preliminary period an examina- 
tion is given to test the student’s scholastic standing as well as 
her skill in nursing procedures and ability to make and keep 
her patients comfortable. 

It is planned to give the major portion of the theoretical 
work in the first two and a half years, thus affording the student 
an opportunity for special study and practice during the latter 
part of the course. 

About 180 hours are devoted to the course in Principles and 
Methods of Nursing which is divided into two parts, both given 
in the first year; Thewirst partemedec: 


Hospital Housekeeping, including Household Hygiene ................ 12 hours 
Personal, Hygiene! <4... ee 6 hours 
Elementary Bacteriology 2...092 8 hours 
Elementary’ Chemistry = 2052.0 0 LOThours 
Drugs and-Soltitions 22... ee 12 hours 
Principles and Methods of Nursing, including bandaging............ 96 hours 


The second part covers 36 hours and teaches the application 
of the above principles to the nursing of medical, surgical, 
obstetrical patients and children. 
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All the instructors have been cooperative and classes and 
lectures have proceeded according to the usual schedule. 

The new lecture hall, with adjacent demonstration room 
and instructor’s office has done much to facilitate the work. 

More adequate teaching material is desirable. Two of the 
most pressing needs are a set of Nursing History Lantern 
Slides, to be used in teaching History of Nursing, and charts 
and models for the teaching of Anatomy and Physiology.

In order to establish and maintain a high standard of scientific work 
and to conform to the requirements of the Committee of Hospital Stand- 
ardization and Classification, the physicians and surgeons residing in 
Durham County, N. C., having membership in the Durham-Orange 
County Medical Society, and privileged to practice in Watts Hospital, 
have organized as a staff and recommend for ratification by the Board 
of Trustees, the following constitution and by-laws:

The name by which this organization shall be known is the Medical 
and Surgical Staff of Watts Hospital.

The meeting place of the Staff shall be Watts Hospital.

The Staff shall consist of two groups: First, the Regular Attending 
Staff, which is appointed annually by the Board of Trustees at their 
December meeting; second, the Visiting Staff, which includes all the 
physicians and surgeons eligible to practice in the Hospital, but who are 
not appointed by the Trustees. The Regular Attending Staff shall have 
the privilege of treating both pay and charity patients. The Visiting 
Staff shall have privilege of treating pay patients in private rooms or 
wards. Both groups shall have privilege of attending the regular monthly 
meeting of the Staff and take part in its discussions and deliberations, 
but only the members of the Regular Attending Staff shall have the 
privilege of vote or be eligible to hold office on the staff.

Only physicians who have practiced in Durham County for two con- 
secutive years shall be eligible for appointment on the Regular Attend- 
ing Staff.

OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers of the Staff shall be a chairman, vice-chair- 
man, and secretary, all of whom shall be elected by ballot at the annual 
meeting of the Regular Attending Staff. Each officer shall hold office 
for the usual hospital year or until his successor shall have been chosen. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the chairman shall be to preside at meetings, 
appoint committees and perform such other duties as pertain to his office.

Any member of the Regular Attending Staff who shall absent 
himself from three consecutive meetings of the Staff or a sum total of 
five meetings in any one year shall thereby be automatically eliminated 
from the Regular Attending Staff. 

Sec. 3. Every member of the Regular Attending Staff must spend 
at least two weeks in two years at some recognized clinic or center for 
study in the work which he is doing or expects to do in the hospital. 

Sec. 4. Each member of the Regular Attending Staff must attend 
at least once in three years a meeting of the State or National Medical 
Society.

That the system of records of the Hospital be expanded as suggested 
by the Committe on Standardization of Hospitals of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and that a standing committee on records of three 
members be appointed from the Regular Attending Staff to whom all 
matters pertaining to the records of the patients be referred, the com- 
mittee to work in conjunction with a Historian of the Hospital, and to 
have jurisdiction over the records of all patients cared for by any phy- 
sician whether on the staff or not. This committee shall codperate with 
the Superintendent and the Medical Committee in the selection of the 
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Historian, on request. It is suggested that the duties of the Historian 
include the following: 

A. A general supervision of the records and method of filing same 
as found most convenient for all concerned. 

B. To see that no record is filed without all parts being complete. 

C. To keep the proper case indexes and cross systems of references 

D. To make such statistical studies as shall be asked of the Hos- 
pital. The assistance of the Staff Committee may be asked for. 

E. To carry out a follow-up system in so far as possible. 

F. To be responsible that the operative sheet is properly filled out 
at the time of the operation. An operating assistant may do the actual 
recording under the authority of the Historian. 

G. To report to the Record Committee of the Staff any physicians 
who are persistently negligent about matters pertaining to the records.

H. In all surgical cases the surgeon shall previous to operation 
record the diagnosis on which treatment is based. It shall be a duty 
of the Historian to see that this diagnosis is posted on the board where 
operations are listed.

A. Medical histories must be taken and physical examinations made 
not later than the first 24 hours after the patient has entered the hospital. 

B. In surgical cases the essential history pertaining to the condition 
for which the patient is to be operated upon, together with the records 
of the physical examination, must be furnished to the hospital before 
the patient is operated upon, except that in emergency cases this history 
may be dictated by the surgeon before or after the operation. In non-

GEORGE WASHINGTON WatTTsS 
(1851-1921) 





Foreword . 


Thirty years ago, on February 21, 1895, the first Watts 
Hospital was given to the City and County of Durham, for the 
treatment of the sick. It was donated by Mr. George W. 
Watts at a cost of $30,000.00, and consisted of an Adminis- 
tration Building, Male and Female Pavilion and Operating 
Pavilion capable of caring for twenty-two patients. An En- 
dowment Fund of $20,000.00 was created. In 1905 a -new 
wing was added costing $12,000.00. 

The present Watts Hospital was formally tendered to the 
Citizens of Durham, on December 2nd, 1909, it being situated 
in a twenty-seven acre oak grove, and was comprised of the 
following buildings: Main Building, Ward Pavilion, Operating 
Pavilion, and Power House. At that time it had a bed capacity 
for ninety patients and an Endowment of $100,000. Following 
the donation of these buildings, Mr. Watts saw the need of a 
Nurses’ Home, and at the cost of $45,000.00 this was added 
by kim. In 1910 he built a $45,000.00 Ward Pavilion for wo- 
men patients. During the following year the Beverly Apart- 
ments, at a cost of $65,000.00, was added as part of the Endow- 
ment, increasing the Endowment Fund to $500,000.00. 

During the year 1927 the Valinda Beall Watts Pavilion for 
Private Patients, consisting of fifty rooms, was erected in mem- 
ory of his wife, through funds given the Trustees before his 
death in 1921. An additional Operating Room, Eye, Ear, Nose 
and Throat Room, Delivery Room, Children’s Ward and Labora- 
tory were added at a total cost, including equipment, of about 
$350,000.00. 

The capacity of 110 beds has been increased to 200 beds. 
The Nurses’ Home has been recently enlarged and is now a 
well equipped home for eighty nurses. The Staff House, located 
just across the street from the Hospital, houses a technical 
staff of thirty. 

The present Watts Hospital represents an outlay in build- 
ings amounting to $834,000.00, and now has an Endowment 
Fund of $500,000.00. In addition to the income from this 
fund, the City contributes $8,000.00 and the County $4,800.00 
annually to the institution. For the past two years the Duke 
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Endowment has contributed $1.00 per day for each free 
patient. The income from pay patients, together with the 
above funds, has enabled the Hospital to give over twenty-five 
per cent charity service. 

Watts Hospital is equipped with the most complete X-Ray 
and Clinical Laboratory in the State. The X-Ray Department 
is in charge of a part time Roentgenologist and full time Tech- 
nician and renders modern and complete services, not only in 
Durham but in many parts of the State. The Clinical Labora- 
tory is in charge of a part time Pathologist, Technician and 
three assistants. [he Laboratory has been recently enlarged 
and sufficiently equipped, thereby making it the outstanding 
laboratory of central North Carolina. The four Operating 
Rooms, under the direction of a very competent Supervisor and 
two full-time anesthetists, have also been modernized by the 
best equipment obtainable. 

Watts Hospital receives free patients from the City and 
County of Durham only, and pay patients from practically 
every county in this State and many other States. It is open 
to all classes of patients except contagious and mental diseases 
and chronic invalids. All physicians of Durham County, who 
are in good standing in the Durham-Orange County Medical 
Society, have access to the institution for the treatment of their 
private patients. The Regular and Associate Staffs, appointed 
annually by the Trustees, care for all charity cases. 

Watts Hospital qualifies under the Standards of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons as a Class “A”’ institution. It is one 
of the three North Carolina hospitals recognized by the Ameri- 
can Medical Association for the training of internes, and has an 
outstanding training school for nurses 1n this State. It is the aim 
of the Trustees that the Hospital not only maintain its present 
standards but that, together with the New Duke Hospital and 
Medical School, it may develop the foremost center of medicine 
in this section of the nation, by means of the advancement of 
scientific medicine through practice and research, training of 
internes and nurses, and the care of the sick and afflicted.

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 


The past year has been marked by many improvements in 
the physical plant of the hospital. In general this has consisted 
of the erection of the Valinda Beall Watts pavilion, of fifty 
private rooms. The double decking of all corridors, making 
these available for moving patients in all kinds of weather and 
for use as solariums, has added greatly to the comfort and con- 
venience of the patients. The Administration Building has 
been renovated and remodelled and especially equipped for ob- 
stetrics and pediatrics. The Operating Pavilion has been en- 
larged by the addition of one major operating room, enlarge- 
ment of the sterilizer and work rooms, and the addition of the 
eye, ear, nose and throat room. In the obstetrical department 
one regular delivery room and one emergency delivery room 
have been added. In all departments the scientific equipment 
has been added to in such manner as to make these departments 
absolutely modern in their appointments, major items being 
the very latest type of hospital furniture for the new pavilion, 
two new Balfour tables, and one McKenner Orthopedic table 
with the necessary supplies of new instruments for the operat- 
ing room, a new tube stand for the X-Ray Room, a new 
delivery table for the obstetrical department, new operating 
lights and many minor items. 

In the Boiler Room there has been installed Oil Burning 
equipment, which has proved to be very satisfactory and is 
economical to the extent that we are able to carry the full load 
with one boiler whereas with coal it would be necessary to carry 
fires under both boilers, since the volume of steam required to 
operate under the new conditions is approximately one hundred 
per cent greater than the volume of steam required before the 
new building and corridors were erected. 
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The work in the grounds has consisted of the closing of the 
old road leading from the circle in front of the Administration 
Building to the Eighth Street entrance, also the closing of path 
across front campus from corner of Club Boulevard to the front 
entrance. A concrete sidewalk has been laid from the corner of 
Broad Street and Club Boulevard to main entrance of Broad 
Street. The roadway has been graded and paved from the old 
circle in front of the Administration Building around by the boiler 
house, new pavilion and out Ninth Street entrance, also service 
road paved leading to the rear of property and opening on Mary- 
land Avenue. Three White-Way lights have been installed on 
this road-way. There have been no special purchases for grounds, 
except a hedge cutting machine, which allows two men to cut all 
of the hedge in two days, whereas it formerly took three men 
twelve days. This machine cost twenty-five dollars. 

It was found that no physical inventory had been taken since 
1921, and this was by no means complete. In December of this 
year a complete physical inventory of each and every item of 
equipment in all of the departments was made. This includes an 
inventory of drugs, stores, etc. This, of course, is quite an under- 
taking, in spite of the fact that it was done by departments and 
as it has never been done before, there were many items which 
were omitted on the first taking. This inventory was then checked 
and sent back for revision, which process is now going on. This 
inventory will be priced, in order to know the actual value of 
these items:when purchased, otherwise in case of fire, accident, 
there would be no way of arriving at the cost of loss of equipment. 

An equipment ledger has been installed to take care of the 
major items of equipment, showing their date of purchase, from 
whom purchased, cost, and location in the institution. With the 
aid of the Auditor, Mr. Redford, it is considered possible this 
year to set up a tentative budget. You will remember this was 
proposed last year but due to various reasons set forth by Mr. 
Redford, it was not carried out. 

The personnel of Watts Hospital has been increased consider- 
ably in the last year, and we have been fortunate in securing the 
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services of people who are efficient and loyal. I believe that I 
can say, without fear of contradiction, that our personnel is happy 
and interested in their particular fields of work. A condition of 
this kind is naturally reflected throughout the institution in the 
care of the patients. I have had any number of favorable com- 
ments on the attitude of the hospital toward the public this year. 

In comparing the daily census of this year with last year, we 
show an average of 115, whereas during 1926 a daily average of 
108 patients was shown. This would only indicate an increase 
average of seven patients. Crowded conditions during the year 
led me to recheck the census. Under the old method the day of 
admission and the day of discharge were counted against the 
patient to swell the daily census, so to make the comparison, I 
have figured for you our daily average on the same basis, the 
daily average being 108 for the year 1926 and 124 for the year 
1927, an increase of sixteen patients per day. 

The Nursing Association of Durham plans to place a picture 
of Miss Wyche in the Nurses’ Home. 

It is my desire to obtain all the constructive criticism possible, 
for naturally I look at the administration of Watts Hospital from 
only one angle, whereas the Board of Trustees have an angle, 
and the general public have an angle. Therefore, any constructive 
criticism by any member of the Board of Trustees will be highly 
appreciated at any time.

The past year has been one of unusual activity for the De- 
partment, as there have been so many changes and improvements 
made. 

In the early Spring the kitchen walls were painted, and new 
lights installed. 

The old system of refrigeration was then replaced with a 
Frigidaire. This, together with the destruction of the rats and 
mice, has proven a wonderful saving in that our spoilage has 
been reduced to a minimum, so that we are now able to carry a 
more complete stock of perishable foodstuffs. 

Our methods of food preparation were much improved when 
the steam kettles were put into operation. We enjoyed using 
them especially during the summer months, as they formed the 
best methods of preparing the fruits and vegetables, with which 
the farm supplied us. 

In August, with the opening of the new pavilion, an addition 
was made to the Department, in the form of a kitchen, completely 
equipped to meet the dietary requirements of the patients in that 
building. Here a system of central service is employed, which 
has proven very satisfactory indeed. 
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During the last quarter the cafeteria was opened in the nurses’ 
dining room. We are very glad to report that it has more than 
come up to our expectation in lessening complaints and in saving 
of time and labor. 

To the class-room equipment, for the teaching of dietetics, has 
been added a dietary laboratory. This has been especially bene- 
ficial, as we feel that the pupils will have a more thorough under- 
standing of the subject through the practical experience which 
this method of teaching affords. 

It has been gratifying to realize that these changes have been 
improvements, indeed, and as such have helped to make the De- 
partment more easy to operate. For this reason, the work has 
been especially interesting and has been very much enjoyed. 

My sincere thanks are due the Board of Trustees and the 
Lady Board for their kindness during the past year, the Super- 
intendent for the interest and help which has always been granted 
us, and the other Departments for their ready cooperation at all 
times.

During the last quarter no new students have been admitted. 
Out of a preliminary class of twenty-two students twenty were 
accepted and retained in the training school. This is an excep- 
tionally good record, as we usually use about one-third of the 
class, some not fitted for the work and others don’t like it. This 
class are all High School graduates and above the average stu- 
dents. Our next class will open March Ist, 1928. We hope from 
now on to admit students only twice a year, March and Septem- 
ber. We now have seventy-three students, an increase of sixteen 
in the last year. 

We are glad to say that we were able to meet the require- 
ments of the Standardization Board and State Board of Nurse 
Examiners with very few changes. To make our School of 
Nursing a Grade A accredited school, the requirements are as 
follows: 

1. Probation not less than four months. 

Must have standard high school diploma or its equivalent. 

Length of class term not less than eight months. 

Number of hours on duty weekly not more than fifty-six. 

Must use standard records and standard application 
blanks. | 

6. Nurses’ Home must be separate from hospital, must have

reception room, single beds and not more than two stu- 
dents to a room. 
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The student nurses have had their work made much easier 
by the addition of splendid equipment in the various departments. 
The classroom equipment adds very much to their training. 

I feel much indebted to the Board of Trustees and to our 
Superintendent, Major Walter L. Simpson, for their splendid 
cooperation and help during the past year.

To conform more nearly to the Standard Curriculum of the 
National League of Nursing Education, we added during the fall 
term the following subjects: Urology, Skin and Venereal, Or- 
thopedics, Nervous and Mental, and Massage. Because of the 
re-arranging of our class schedule whereby some subjects were 
changed from the senior year to the intermediate, and from the 
intermediate year to the junior year, we had two sections in each 
of the following subjects: Bacteriology, Materia Medica, and 
Pediatrics. These changes entailed a larger teaching staff; that 
is, an increase of nine members. 

I take pleasure in announcing the realization of our dreams 
of new class rooms and added equipment. Our class rooms into 
which we moved in December, fill a long felt want. The Lecture 
Hall has proved to be an improvement on the old. To this de- 
partment has been added a life-size model of a female trunk with 
head, new skeleton, set of Michel anatomical charts, food chart, 
stereopticon, illuminator for X-ray films, twenty-four desk chairs 
and a combination book and filing case. The new Dietary School 
with its individual equipment for practical instruction gives the 
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nurse a better training in one of the essentials of nursing—that of 
feeding the patient. The part of this room being utilized for 
practical instruction in bed-side nursing is adequate for the pres- 
ent needs and does not interfere in any way with the Dietary 
School. This department has been greatly improved likewise by 
the addition of a three-compartment cabinet to be used for medi- 
cine closet, linen closet and supply closet, a Chase infant doll, and 
demonstration trays—four of which are fully equipped, the others 
to be in the near future. These additions meet the requirements 
of the North Carolina League of Nursing Education for a grade 
“A” training school, and we are in hopes that when the grading 
committee of the National League of Nursing Education com- 
pletes its program of grading all schools we will be a grade “A” 
school according to national standards also. 

The preliminary period embraces four months during which 
time intensive instruction is given to the student to prepare her 
for nursing duties. We aim to give our students the best in an 
educational way and use improved methods, only by doing so 
can we keep abreast of the times. As the hospital exists for the 
patient we realize our obligation in providing expert care. The 
student is not permitted to perform tasks for the patient until 
she has had class room instruction. At the end of her preliminary 
period she is required to pass examination 1n both theory and 
practical work and if satisfactory 1s placed on an eight hour 
nursing duty in the hospital. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation of the cooper- 
ation and assistance of the teaching staff, many of their valuable 
hours having been given to this important work.
